Toa is the leaves and buds of various species of Thea prepareil by the usual trade 
proc. isos of fermenting, dry ing and firing and conforming in variety and place of produc¬ 
tion to the name it bears. It containa between 4 and 8 per cent, of total ash, the proportion 
of this ash solnhle in boiling distilled water being not less than 40 per cent. 'L’lie extract 
obtained bv boiling one part of tea with 100 parts by weight of distilled water for one 
hour is not less than 30 t)er cent. (The tea used in determining tlie percentage of total ash 
and extract ia “dry tea”, i.e., tea dried to constant weight at 100° C.) The. structure of 
the leaves present is that of the Camellia genus.

(7) of A,ct VI of J890 by a 
Committee composed of three persons the first members of which shall be the said 
Bhabani Nath Sanyal, Pramatha Nath Sanyal, his sou, and the Chairman for the time 
being of the municipality of Muktagacha. 

The ChE^irman for the lime being of the said municipality of Muktagacha shall at all 
times be an ex-ofticio member of the said Committee. 

The said Bhabitni Nath Sanyal and Pramatha Nath Sanyal shall remain members of 
the said Committee during their respective lives or until such time as one or both of thorn 
shall signify in writing addressed to the Collector of Mymensingh his or thi-ir desirt> to 
retire from the edrninistration of the said fund. 

Upon the death *>r retirement of the said Bhabani Nath Sanyal and Pranmtha Nath 
Sanyal or either of them or of any subsequent member or members of the saiii Committee 
the Collector of Mymonsingli and the Chairman for the time being of the said munici¬ 
pality of Muktagacha shall as soon as conveniently may be after such death or retirement 
fill the vacancj’ therel)y created by appointing one or two more persons as the case may

respective lives to any recommendations of the Donor or his son tlxe said Pramatha Nath 
Sanyal. In the event of a vacancy amongst the recipients it shall be filled up by 
the said Chairman. 

r>. The said Chairman shall entc'r or cause to be entered in a register the name, 
father’s name, adilress, age and other particulars of each recipient together with particulars 
of disease or other infirmity which have rendere<l the recipient destitute and incapable, 
of earning a livelihood and such register shall be kept in two parts the second part 
containing the names of and particulars as aforesaid relating to such recipients as may be 
(■niitled to an additional d(do under the provisions in that behalf hereinafter contained. 

6. No person shall be admitted to the benefits of the charity unless he or she 
shall in the opinion of the said Chairman be destitute and incapable of earning a liveli¬ 
hood by reason of disease or otlu^r physical infirmity or extreme old age. 

7. A ticket signed by the said Chairman and sealed with his seal shall be issued to 
each recipient and shall have written or jxrinted thereon the name of the recipient with 
his or her number in the register and shall be marked “ not transferable 

8. A dole of six chittaks of rice and one anna shall be granted monthly to each 
recipient throughout life subject lo discoiitinusifece as is hereinafter provided. The doles 
shall be distributed at 8 o’clock in tho morning on the last day of every Bengali month. 

In the event of there being a surplus of income after the distribution of tho above 
doles in any one month then and in such case the Committee may in their absolute 
discretion distribute an extra dole of rice and money to such recipients as they shall in 
their discretion consider to be deserving thereof whether through extreme sickness or 
infirmity, blindness or otherwise.

Common lands, such as rivers, roads, khals, burning ghats, etc., shall be excluded from 
assessment, but not tanks even if used for irrigation. 

2. Landlords shall pay the raiyats’ share of lands in their khas possession and 
raiyats shall pay the full raiyati rate for lands covered by their hoMings. 

.‘1. Rent-free holders, whether of the degree of raiyats or tenure-holders, shall pay the 
whole of the landlords’ share for their lands. 

4. As between the different grades of landlords, the laidlords’ share shall be 
apportioned thus :— 

(a) permanent tenure-holders whose rent is fixed in perpetuity shall pay their own 
share of the cost and that of the landlords superior to them : 

(/>) other permanent tenure-holders and temporary tenure-holders whose lease has 
over fifteen years to run shall pay three-fourths of the landlords’ share and 
their landlords shall pay the remaining one-fourth ; 

(<•) temporary tenure-holders whose lease has fifteen years to run shall pay fifteen- 
sixteenths of the share they would pay in accordance with (b) above if 
they were permanent tenure-holders and so on proportionally according to 
the number of years of the lease to run ; and • 

(d) temporary tenure-holders who do not hold on a lease or fora fixed term shall 
pay half of the landlords’ share. 

Explanation .— The calculation shall be made from the lowest grade of landlords 
immediatTely above the raiyats. The period for which the lease ot the tenure or under- 
tenure is to run is to be reckoned in each case from the close of the agrtcuRural year 
in which the record is finally published. 

5. Under-raiyats shall pay at the rate of 4 annas for a tenancy or part of a tenancy 
recorded in one village. 
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G. The calculation sball be made— 


(а) to the nearest anna, 

(б) areas less than one acre shall be charged for as one acre. 


(f) for broken areas over one acre, there shall be no charge for the broken 
portion, if leas than half an acre ; but if the broken portion be half an acre 
or upwards, it shall be taken as a full acre ; and 

(d) the minimum charge for any tenancy or part of a tenancy recorded in one 
* Tillage shall be annas four only.

I)eJ’sons likely to be affected thereby.

Draft Rules. 


1. Every vessel ])assinpr llirouph the line of navi(fation known as 
the Madaripur Bbil Cbaniiel shall sioj) at the jnescribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule, attached for the purju.so of asscssnicnt, or check, 
of toll charpres. 

2. For the purposes of these rules, vessels other than rails, limbers, 
bamboos or other floating? material shall be divided into two classes as 
below : — 

Class 1 —To include all vessels of the usiial native types of build. 

Class II —To include all steamers, flats and baiges, and such other 
square built boats as should, in the ojiinion of th€> Collectoi- 
of Tolln. be included. 


8. The net. tonnape of every vessel of Class I. whether laden oi 
empty, shall, for the purposes of tliese rules, be determined by’ the 
following measurements: — 

(A) The product of one-quarter the length of the ve.ssel from stem 

to stern, measured along the water-line, multiplied by the 
interior greatest breadth of, the vessel, multinlicd by the 
interior greatest dcjith from the water-line to tlie bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as ecjual to the number of maunds 
uy)on whitrh toll shall be levied. 

(B) The Jneasurement ot tlu^ length is to la; mad(* in feet, rejeefing' 

inches; the mea.siirement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions of 
les.s than a (quarter of a foot. 

(C; The maundagj; on whicli foliage shall be charged shall be a 
simple inultij)le of 12i maunds, rejecting any remainder by 
which the maundage, calculated as above, nicy exceed such 
simjdc* multiple. 

4. For vessels in Class' II the tonnage shall be determined as 
follows : — 


The tonnage of steamers shall be the registered tonnage as given 
ui the certificate of the suivey of the steamer. 

Toll shall be levied on the actual weight of cargo on steamers 
flats barges and other vtjssels included in this class, ns declared 
in the manifests. 

When the registeied tonnage of a steamer f>r t he manife.st for cajgo 
of a flat is not availahle, the tonnage will be taken ns an’ivccl at 
under rule o. 

For square built boats the total maundage, as determined under 
rules for Cla.ss 1, shall be increased bv half, and for -Icainers one 
third of the total maundage shall lie deducted for engine space 


5. Every vessel except as exempted under rule 10 sjuill be furnished 
at the toll station of entry with a ticket on which the name of the 
serang, manjhi or other person in charge of the vessel, the date-of 
enti-y, the maundage o/ the vessel, the nature and weight uf the cargo 
it contains, the amount of toll ciiarged and the number of days for which 
the ticket will remain current, shall be entered. 
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G. This ticket may He demanded and checked by any Navipration 
(>ffi(!er while the vessel is within the toll-limits of the Bhil Channel and 
iinist be kept on board and at hand for that purpose. The ticket must 
l)e piven up at the exit toll station. If the ticket is not produced on 
demand by a Canal Officer, such officer shall assess the amount of toll 
jjayablo and the vessel will be liable to seizure and detention under the 
provisions of section 9 of the Act until such sum is realised. 

7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll stations shall obtain 
a permit for so doinp in Form No. 1 from the Toll Collector of the toll 
skition of entry. In such cases the Toll Collector will issue a ticket in 
the usual form and also collect the same before the vessel is permitted 
to proceed. 

8. A vessel, whicJi has been detained under these rules or under 
section 9 of the Act, may not be removed from the channel without the 
order of the Collector of T(dls until the toll due has been paid. Duriupr 
such detention the manjhi, owner or ag'ent must make arrangements for 
the safety of the vessel and cargo. 

9. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is jiermitted to proceed. Provided that the 
Collector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act may, at his 
discretion, permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of recognised 
standing to procec^d without prepayment, on an undertaking that the 
bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on presentation. 

19. (i) In the case of steamers and flats falling untler the latter 

portion of rule 9 a copy of the traffic manifest must be handed in at the 
exit toll station, a leceipt for whicdi in Form No. 2 will be issued by 
the Toll Ccdlector to the person in charge of the vessel; in such cases no 
ticket in the usual form will be issued. If the traffic manifest is not 
produced at the exit toll station the procedure as laid down in rules G 
and 8 will be adopted. 

(ii) The traffic manifest or the receipt for the same may be demanded 
l>y any Navigation Officer while the vessel is within the limits of the 
Bhil Channels between the Manickdah enti’ance and Charmaguria.

(a) an officer promoted from a Provincial Service to the Indian Police Service

(iii) “ Actual pay” means the pay to which an officer of the Provincial Service is 

entitled under the time-scale or in the aelection grade of the Provincial 
Service, as the case may be, by virtue of his substantive position in the 
cadre of that Service. 

(iv) ” Assumed pay ” means the pay which an officer in the selection grade of a 

Provincial Service would bo drawing under the time-scale of that Service, 
if he had not been promoted to the selection grade. 

(v) “ Junior time-scale ” and “ senior time-scale ” mean the junior time-scale and. 
senior time-scale, respectively, of the Indian Police Service. 

2. (a) The initial basic pay of a promoted officer appointed to a {'ost on the junior 
time-scale shall, on each occasion of his promotion, be fixed on the junior time-scale at the 
stage next above his actual pay, if he is not in the selection grade, or his assumed pay if 
he is in that grade,'or if his actual or assumed pay, as the case may be, is equal to, or 
higher.than, the maximum of the junior time-scaje, then at the maximum of that scale ; 
the initial basic pay pf a proinored officer appointed to a post on the senior time-scale shall 
on each occasion of such promotion, be fixed at the stage of the senior time-scale corres,. 
ponding with the stage on the junior time-scale at which it would have been fixed under 
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thi8 rule if the oflBcer had boeu appointed to a post on that time-scale ; and in either cast 
he shall draw thereafter increments on the inferior or superior time-scale as the case 
may be : 

Provided that the basic pay of such an officer as so calculated shall at no time exceec 
the pay which he would be receiving under ths junior or senior time-scale, as the case 
may be, if all his service in the Provincial Service together with one-half of his non- 
gazetted Government service, if any, had been service in the Indian Police Service. 

(2i) If and so long as the basic pay of a promoted officer as calculated in clause (a) iii 
less than his actual pay as at the date of his promotion he shall draw personal pay equal 
to the amount of the deficiency. 

(c) If and so long as the basic pay, together with any personal pay under clause (b), 
of a promoted officer holding a post on the senior time-scale does not exceed his actual 
pay as at the date of his promotion by Ks. ITfi a month, he shall, subject to the limit laid 
down in the proviso to clause (a), draw personal pay equal to the amount of the 
deficiency. 

(d) If and so long us the pay, as calculated \inder the previous clauses of this rule, 
of a promoted officer who has previously officiated in a-post borne on the cadre of the 
Indian Police Service is less than the pay which ho drew when last officiating, ho shall 
draw personal pay equal to the amount of the deficiency. 

y>. If the actual or assumed pay of a promoted officer is enhanced while he is 
officiating in a post borne on the cadre of the Indian Police Service, his pay shall be recal¬ 
culated in accordance with these rules as though he had been promoted on the date of 
enhancement. 

4. Increments of pay on the tiine-sca'e of the Indian Police Service shall l)e granted 
to a promoted officer only on completion ot a full year’s service at any stage of that scale, 
but for the purpose of calculating one year’s service at a given rate of pay, broken periods 
of officiating service at that rate shall be taken into account. 

5. These rules shall apply to all officers i)romoted after the 8tli liay of November 
1927 ; but officers promoted prior to that date may elect to have their pay revised in 
accordance with these rules with effect from the 8th day of November 1927.

Post-Graduate Research Sohplarahlpe to be awarded In 1988. 

Three Post-Graduate scholarships will be awarded for the encouragement of original 
research to caDdidate.s who have high and special qualilications and appear to.bo likely to 
conduct original research with success. The value of each scholarship is Rs. lOO a month 
and each is tenable for a maximum period of three years. 

2. Ortlinarily one schulurship will be awardoU annually to a student who proposes 
to carry on original research in scientific subjects, including such branches as natural and 
physical science, chemistry, mathematical science, etc., and another scholarship will 
similarly be awarded for research in literary subjects, including such branches as 
languages, comparative philology, palaeography, epigraphy, philosophy, history, archaeo- 

anthropology, etc., and tho third scholarship will be awarded for research either in 
scientific or in literary subjects. No application for a research scholarship will be consi¬ 
dered unless a candidate submits certificates showing that h*! has tho capacity for 
undertaking the research.proposed and a programme of work indicating a definite course 
of enquiry. 

3. Electioq will be made in the first instance for one year only, with effect from the 
1st July 1928, but a scholarship may be renewed from year to year, up to the limit of 
three years, providod the scholar has throughout tho year vigorously prosecuted original 
research in the subject selected by him. 

4. Each candidate for a scholarship should submit his npplicatiou, through the head 
of the institution in which he last studied, to the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, 
on or before the 10th May next, and must produce evidence of having passed from a’ 
college or other institution in Bengal the M.A, or M.Sc. examination of the Calcutta or 
Dacca University or of having obtained some other equivalent or higher degree of either 
of these Universities in 1925 or 1926 or 1927. Ho must state as definitely as possible the 
snbjeot or part of a subject in which he intends, if elected to a scholarship, to carry on 
his original investigation. He must also state the name ot the institution in which he 
proposes to work, with evidence that the authorities of the institution are able and willing 
to provide facilities for him, or if no institution is mentioned, the oircamstances or condi¬ 
tions under which he proposes to work should be stated. 

5. Each candidate is required .to submit with his application a declaration to the 
effect that, if selected, he will not study law or prepare, himself for any competitive 
examination during the tenure of his scholarship. 

6. Applications for this year’s soholarships shonld be submitted in prescribed forms 

which are obtainable from the Personal Assistant to the Director of Public Instruction,

HGi'iL., dated Calcutta, the 3Ist March, 192S .—The following report of the 
Select Committee ttn the lleiigal Medical (Amendment) Bill, 1928, with the Bill a.s 
amended ty the Committee, is liereby published for general information. 


REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTBE ON THE BENGAL 
MEDICAL (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1928. 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee, to which the 
Bill to amend the Bengal Medical Act, 1914, was referred, have considered 
the Bill and the papers noted at the end of this paragraph, and have tlie 
honour to submit this, our report, with the Bill as amended by us anne.xed 
liereto. In reprinting this Bill, all changes made by us have, so far as 
possible, been underlined. 

Paper No. 1. 

'Letter'No. 10—28—0;’dated the 8th February, 1928, from the Honorary 
Secretary, Calcutta Mecfical Club. 
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Paper No. 2. 

(I) Letter, dated the 28th February, 1928, from the President, Bengal 
Medical Association. 

{m) Letter, dated the 28th February, 1928, from the Chairman, Public 
Meeting of the Medical Practitioners in Bengal, held on the 14th February, 
1928. 

2. Clause 1, new sub-clause (^).—It is probable that the proposed Act 
will be placed on the statute book about August, 1928, but the term of office 
of the members of the existing Bengal Council of Medical Registration will 
not expire until October, 1929. 

Sub-clause {2) has therefore been added to clause 1 in order to prevent 
any interval elapsing between the date when the new Council is to commence 
its duties and the date when the functions of the old Council will cease. 

Under this sub-clause the proposed Act will come into operation when 
it has been assented to by the Governor General and published in the Calcutta 
Gazette, but the old Council will continue to function until a date to be 
appointed by the Local Government and casual vacancies in that Council 
will be filled in accordance with the proposed section 10 in clause 5 of the 
Bill, and will terminate on the same date. It will be possible, when the 
propo.sed Act comes into operation, to proceed with the elections and nomina¬ 
tions of the members of the new Council but they will not talje effect until 
the expiration of the term of office of the members of the existing Council. 

Clause 2. —(i) Clause (a) of the 'proposed section 4 .—Wc considered the 
propos.al that the President should be elected by the members of the Council 
instead of being nominated by the Local .Government. This change would 
in our opinion be inexpedient. It is desirable that the Council should have 
at its disposal the services of the Surgeon-General with the Government of 
Bengal as an. officer of great experience specially selected to supei intend the 
work of all medical officers in Government service and to advise Government 
on medical matters. If he is to be a member of the Council, it is fitting that 
he, in virtue of his position, should preside over its deliberations. 

{2) Clause (d) of the proposed section 4 -—The word “ permanently ” 
has been deleted as there is really no such thing as permanent affiliation or 
recognition. Affiliation and recognition in the case of a medical college and 
of a medical school respectively depends on their efficiency as training insti¬ 
tutions, and may be cancelled should the teaching be proved to be 
unsatisfactory. 

A necessary reference has been made to the Dacca University. 

(3) Clause (e) of the proposed section 4.,—The word “ permanently ” 
lias l^en deleted for similar reasons to those already mentioned in regard to 
the deletion of the word in clause (d) of the proposed section 4. 

The licentiate standard referred to in clause (e) should in our opinion 
be the final standard, and the necessary alteration has accordingly been 
made. 

(4) Clauses (/) and (j) of the proposed section 4.—We consider that the 
Railway Board is not a suitable electorate for a Medical Council, and we 
have therefore deleted clause {j) ; but in order to retain the same number of 
members of the Council as is proposed in the Bill, we have added a member 
to the members referred to in clause (/). 

(5) Proviso to the proposed section 4.—It is essential in our view that 
the two members to be elected under this proviso by registered practitioners 
practising* outside Calcutta should be of the same category, and the neces¬ 
sary change has heen made. 

Clause 3 .—The alteration made is merely consequential. 
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Clause 9, 'proposed section 19 (£).—The words “ to enable them to judge 
of the efficiency of the institution ” have been struck out as being 
unnecessary. 

Clause 11 .— A consequential alteration has also been made in this 
clause. 

3. The Bill was published in English in the Calcutta Gazette Extra¬ 
ordinary of the 26th January, 1928. 

4. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication. 

5. We recommend that the Bill, as amended by us, be passed.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The ohgect of this Bill is to remove some of the main obstacles that lie in the way of 
the development of an Indian Merchant Marine. They mainly consist of methods whereby 
a shipper is practically bound to confine all his shipments to vessels belonging to a parti¬ 
cular shipping company or to the members of a shipping conference, and rate wars waged 
for stifling all competition by ruthless and unfair rate-cutting. Not merely is the 
freedom of the shipper to ship his goods by any vessel he may choose thus destroyed, 
Vmt the progress of trade along desirable channels is also checked. A “disloyal” shipper 
is penalised by (a> refusal of space, (A) discrimination in the contract of freight, (c) 
the loading and landing of freight, (rf) the adjustment and settlement of claims and 
various other discriminatory methods. It is the purpose of this Bill to do away with 
such practices so that an Indian .Merchant Marine may grow unhampered.

—The following draft of revised rules 
and rates of tolls for the line of navigation known as the Madaripur Bhil 
Channel and the Lower Kumar River as defined in Notification No. 128, 
dated the 26th June, 1900, and Notification No. 162, dated 22nd July, 
1902, paragraphs 17 and 18, which in exercise of the powers conferred 
hy sections 6 and 11 of the Canals Act, 1864 (Bengal Act V of 1864). 
the Governor in Council intends to make in supersession of all J>reviou8 
notifications on the subject, is hereby published for the information of 
persons likely to be affected thereby. 

The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 26th April, 
1928, and any objections or siiggestions received by the undersigned 
before that date will be considered.

Draft Rulas. 

1. Every vessel passing through the line of navigation known as 
<he Madaripur Bhil Channel shall stop at the prescribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule attached for the purpose of assessment, or cheek, 
of toll charges. 

2. For the purposes of these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other floating material shall be divided into two classes as 
below : — 

Class I —To include all vessels of the usual native tyijes of build. 
Class 11 —To include all steamers, flats and barges, and 8U«*h other 
square built boats as should, in the opinion of the Collector 
of Tolls, be included. ‘ ► 

d. The net tonnage of every vessel of Class T, whether laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes «»f these rules, bo determined by the 
following measurements:— 

(A) The product of one-quarter the length of the vessel fidiu stem 

to stern, measured along the water-line, multiplied by the 
interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the 
interior greatest depth ‘frojii the water-line to the bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as eq^ual to the number of maunds 
upon which toll shall be levied. 

(B) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 

inches; the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions of 
less than a quarter of a foot. 

(C) The maundage on whifih t.ollage shall be charged shall be a 

simple multiple of 12^ maunds, rejecting any remainder by 
which the maundage, calculated as above, may exceed su<!ii 
simple multiple. 

4. For vessels in Class IT the tonnage shall be determined os 
follows : — 

The tonnage of steainers shall be the registered tonnage as given 
in the certificate of the survey of the steamer. 

Toll shall be levied on the actual weight af cargo on steamers, 
flats, barges and other vessels included in this class, as declared 
in the manifests. 

When the registered 1;onnage of a steamer or the manifest for cargo 
of a flat is not available, the tonnage will be taken as arrived at 
under rule 3. 

For square built boats the total maundage, as determined under 
rales for Class I, shall be increased by half, and for steamers one- 
third of the total maundage shall be deducted for engine space. 

e 

6. Every vessel except as exempted under rale 10 shall be furnished 
at the toll station of entry with a ticket on which the name of the 
serang, msnjhi or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of 
^try, the maundage of the vessel, the nature and Weight of the cargo 
it contains, we amount of toll charged and the number of days for which 
the ticket will remain current, shall be entered. 
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•6. This ticket may be demanded and checked by any Navigation 
Officer while the vessel is within the toll-limits of the Bhil Channel and 
must be kept on board and at hand for that purpose. The ticket must, 
be given up at the exit toll station. If the ticket is not produced on 
demand by a Canal Officer, such officer shall assess the amount of loll 
payable aiid the vessel will be liable to seizure and detention under the 
provisions of section 9 of the Act until such sum is realised. 

7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll stations shall obtain 
a permit for so doing in Form No. 1 from the Toll Collector of the toll 
station of entry. In such cases the Toll Collector will issue a ticket in 
the usual form and also collect the same befmc the vessel is permitted 
to, proceed. 

8. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or tinder 
section 9 of the Act, may not be removed from the channel without the 
order of tlic Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid, lluring 
such detention the manjhi, owner or agent must make arrangenn*nts foi 
the safety of the vessel and cargo. 

9. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed. Provided tbnt the 
Collector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act may, at his 
discretion, permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of recognised 
standing to proceed without prepayment, on an undertaking that the 
bills for foliage due shall be liquidated monthly on presentation. 

10. (li) In the case of steamers and flats falling under the latter 

portion of rule 9 a copy of the traffic manifest must be handed in at the 

exit toll station, a receipt for which in Form No. 2 will be issued by 
the 'Poll Collector to the person in charge of the vessel; in such cases no 
ticket in the usual form will be issued. If the traffic manifest is not 
produced at the exit toll station the procedure as laid down in rules 6 
and 8 will be adopted. 

(it) The traffic manifest or the receipt for the same may be demanded 

by any Navigation Offii'cr while the vessel is within the limits of the 

Hbil (Channels betwi?en the Manickdah entrance and Charmaguria. 

11. The term “Navigation Officer” as used in rule fj shall include 
the Collector of Tolls appointed under section 8 of the Act, and the 
tlllicer, or the subordinatft diily authorised by such officer of the Iridga- 
titin Department, in chai'ge of the sub<livision or se(;tion within which 
the channel is situated. 

12. J)upli«-atos of lost tickeis will be granted by the Toll Colle(dor 
who originallv issued the tickets on payment of a fee of one-fourth of the 
amount of toll payable, subject to a maximum of one rupee and eight 
annas and a minimum of eight annas. The duplicate will be issued 
only wlien the Toll Collector is satisfied <-on<-erning the i<lcntitv «»f the 
boat. 

IJl. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink 
in the channel. 

14. (t) In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence 
or otherwise, the Supervisor and his .subordinates shall offer every 
assistance in removing the same. 

(.//) If, three days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is seen that 
[irompt nmasures are not being taken by the owner to remove the 
sunken vessel from the line of navigation, the Supervisor and his 
isubonlinates shall make their own arrangements ror the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck 
obstrucis the fairway they shall take action at once to remove the same. 

15. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor 
shall cause^ notices to be poisted at the toll offices, or other prominent 
places, calling on those concerned to pay the Collector of Tolls all toll 
or demurrage which may be due, as well as the expenses incurred in 
the recovery of the vessel and eargo. Should the sum due be not paid 
within fifteen days of the data of notice, the boat and its fxirnitxire, or 
so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will 
be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the^ Act. 

16. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the Act shall have the right to take it out of the channel on the 
day of purchase, or within such time as may be alloued by the 
Oollector of Tolls, without payment of tolls. 

17. When any laden vessel, which .has sunk, has been recovered, 

or when any laden vessel has been seised under the provisions of the 
Act or of these rules, the Supervisor shall give immediate notice of 
the Recovery or seizure to the oi^er of the cargo or his agent, requir¬ 
ing the removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody 
and storage .of the cargo until removed. * 
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18. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and pl^e of 
business or the abode of the owner of the cargo of such vewel, the 
notice prescribed in rule 18. shall be effected by a notice exhibited m 
his office, and by advertisement in at least one English and one 
cular Calcutta and local newspaper. 

19. Lights and sigiuds.—kW vessels, whether travelling oi; 

in the channel, between sunset and sunrise, must carry a white iig 
in a lantern on the fore-part of the vessel where it can be distinctly 
seen from all sides. All steani-vessels in motion shall carry the Jif^ts 
prescribed by the Hoard of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attorned 
to a steam-vessel, whether in motion or moored, shall carry the light 
prescribed in the first paragrayih of this rule. This rule does not 
to small uncovered dinghis not exceeding 10 cubits in length while 
moored along the bank. 

20. Every vessel proceeding in the Madaripur Bhil Route and 
Lower Kumar river should limit her .speed as follows: — 


Miles an hour. 

From Haridaspore to Takerhat ... ... 8 

Prom Takerhat to Char Muguria ... ... 6 

While passing a dredger in the above channels ... 4 

They should, however, limit their speed to 5 miles an hour in any 
reach as determined by the Supervi.sor and marked by white discs. 

21. At places where niooi.ng posts have been provided by the 
Supervisor, ves.sels de.siring to moor shall be made fast in a single line 
along the banks to such posts in such manner as the Supervisor may 
direct and shall not be moored in any other manner. 

22. The Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle, may fix the 
limit within which vessels are permitted to remain free of toll and may 
also define the limits within which no loading or unloading shall be 
permitted. 

23. No vessel or raft shall be placed in such a position as to 

endanger the safety or obstruct the passage of other vessels. , 

24. When a red cone is hoisted at Haridaspore, upward bound 
vessels must stop .and make fast in the entrance channel. When a 
white ball is exhibited, vessels, may proceed. 

2r». When a red cone is hoisted at Tentulin, downward bound 
vessels must .stop above the toll station until a white ball is exhibiled, 
when they may proceed. 

26. Downward bound vessels must atop in the IJrinlkhan river 
when a red cone is hoisted at the mast below the entrance to the Kumar 
river. When a white ball is hoisted they may proceed. 

27. Upward bound vessels must stop, and make fast and single out 
flats when a red cone is exhibited opposite Messrs. R. Sim’s premises. 
When a white ball is raised, they may proceed. 

28. At’ night a red light will take the place of a red cone, and 

two white lights one above the other will take (he place of the whi+® 
ball. •! 

29. On hat days all vessels must slow down w’heri passing Bherarhal, 
Satpilr, .Talirpar, Takerhat, Rajore and Charmuguria. 

30. No country boat shall anchor, moored or remain stationary 
in the Bhil Channel at Boltali, Jalirpar or Tentulia except within the 
boat docks which have been specially provided for this purpose at these 

places. 

31. Between the Madhumati entrance at Maiiickdah and Fatteypur 
all boats except when crossing the channel shall travel along the right- 
hand side of the channel, i.e., boats going westwards will keep to the 
northern side and those going eastwards to the southern side. 

32. No log rafts will be allowed in the above channels except with 
special permission of the Supervisor. 

33. No log shall be kept half in and half out of water, i.e., all 
logs shall be drawn up on the bank well above .the level of the water 
in the channel. 

34. For *nv infringement of the rules. 6, 7, 8, 9,10, 13, 14, 16, 17, 

19, 20, 21, 23, 26, 26, 27, 29^ 30, 31, 32 and 33 ^e person in eliaxge 

of the vessel or other person m fault shalL on ocmviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Be. 50 or |U. 5 a day for 
any continuing infringement. 
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Special Rulesi 

1. No country boat shall anchor or remain stationary except along* 
side the bank of the river or within the area between the south bank 
and the marks placed to mark the fairway. 

2. No log rafts or boats with timbers lashed alongside shall be 
allowed inside the Ijower Kumar river without special permission of 
the Supervisor. 

3. Boats, except the municipal ferry boats, shaU not be moored 
along, the north bank except for the purpose of loading or unloading 
cargo", and then only in a single line and they should be parallel to 
the bank. 

4. No flat shall be moored in the channel except during actual 
loading or unloading cargo and then as close to the bnnk as possible. 

5. Mooring of boats along any roach of the canal can be prohi¬ 
bited by special orders of the Superintending Engineer, for a deflnite 
time, the reach being marked by sign boards at either end on which 
the prohibition will be written. 

6. Vessels passing through the river ishall keep in separate lines 
ill accordance with the rules in force as laid down by the Superintend¬ 
ing Engineer, Southern Circle,, from time to time. 

7. No person shall deposit goods of any description on the slopes 
of the river between the water-line and the high bank except during 
the actual process of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous 
permission of the Supei-visor. 

8. In the Tiower Kumar river between Fatteypur and Charinuguria 
steam-propelled vessels proceeding against the current should give way 
tc those jiroceeding with the current. 

9. The Executive Engineer will have powers to decide, in consulta¬ 
tion with the Steamer Companies concerned, the dates each year within 
which only one flat towage will bo permitted in the TiOwer Kumar 
river. 

For any iufringenfent of the miles 1 to 8 the person in charge 
of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 or Rs. 5 a day for 
any continuing infringement.

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13. Excess tolls—a vessel's tonnage is found to be greater than 
at entry due either to loading fresh cargo in ^the route, or from 
any other cause, the difference of toll at the hightest rate will be 
leviable at the exit station. 

14. Demairrage .—Vessels will be allowed three days for the passage 
through the route, with an additional day for each 60 maunds 
of tonnage. Demurrage at the rate of one-fourth of original 
amount of toll per diem will be levied on vessels remaining in 
the channel in excess of the above period. 

15. Monthly tiohets .—Monthly tickets at eight times the ordinary 
toll will be issued to boats of 100 maunds and under.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

To remove the evils arising ont of nsnry the Usurious Loans Act was passed, but that 
the Act is not of much utility will be clear, when its provisions are compared with those 
of the Usury Act recently passed in South Africa, according to which up to £10, the 
money-lender may charge 30 per cent. For sums over £10 but under £25—20 per cent., 
between £25 and £50,15 per cent., and for sums over £50 12 per cent. only. 

The Bill is intended to refer to cases not provided for by the Usurious Loans Act by 
restricting the accumulation of interest to the amount of the principal and thus bring the 
law in the rest of British India in conformity with that prevailing in the Presidency-towns 
and the Bombay Presidency. 

Professor Keith in an article recently published in the Journal of Inler^iational Legis¬ 
lation has approved of the principle of Dam-dnppat, and suggested that legislation on the 
lines of Dam-duppat should be undertaken chcoughont Europe in order to remove the 
evils arising ont of usury. The Usurious Loans Act is of no avail in preventing the 
accumulation of interest as stated above.

The following Bill wa!» introdnced in the Legislative Assetubiy on the 9th February, 

Lboislativb Assembly Hill No, 9 of 192S. 

A Bill to ambnd the Hindu Law ‘•'elating to exclusion from 
inheritance of certain classes of heirs, and to remove 
certain doubts. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Hindn Law relating 
to exclusion from inheritance of certain classes of heirs, and to 
remove certain doubts ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. (i) This Act may be called the Hindu Inheritance 
(Removal of Disabilities) Act, 192 . 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, including 
British Baluchistan and the Sonthal Parganas. 

(3) It shall not apply to any person governed by the Daya- 
bhaga School of Hindu Law. 

2. Notwithstanding any rule of Hindn Law or custom to 

the contrary, no person governed by the Hindu Law, other than 
a who is and has been from birth a lunatic or idiot, 

shall be excluded from inheritance or from any right or share 
in joint-family property bj' reason only of any disease, 
deformity, or physical or mental defect. 

3. Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any right 
which has accrued or any liability which has been incurred 
before the commencement thereof, or shall be deemed to confer 
upon any person any right in respect of any religious office or 
service or of the .management of any religious or charitable 
trust which he would not have had if this Act had not been 
passed. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

(1) This Bill is the revival of a similar Bill introduced by the late Mr. T. V. Seshagiri 
Ayyar in the first Assembly where it was passed on the 27th March, 192'i. Its considera¬ 
tion in the Council of State was adjourned on the 19th July, 1923, till the next session, 
when no further action being taken, it lapsed. 

The Bill seeks to remove certain disabilities which exclude Hindn heirs from 
inhe.itance. These are congenital blindness, iloafness and dumbness, congenital want of 
any limb or organ, lunacy and idiocy though not congenital or incurable, sanious or 
ulcerous leprosy, impoteney or other incurable disease. These disqualifications owe their 
origin to the obvious reason that those who take no hand in fighting should take no hand in 
the estate. The old reason has disappeared Imt the old disability remains, though its 
propriety has been judicially doubted ; it being held that infirmities such as congenital 
leprosy {.Kagarabana v. Stibbaraya 25 M. L. J. 251) or lameness ( Venkata v. Pursholtam 
25 M. 133), blindness (FcflarayAtt/M v. FeWamyAwfM 37 M. L. J. 405) or a nasal tumour 
(^Subba V. Venkatarama 26 M. L. J. 508) are no longer sufficient to disqualify a person 
from inheritance, though a person sufifering from congenital insanity or imbecility and 
thus unfit to discharge the religious duties incumbent upon the heir, or for the ordinary 
intercourse of life stands upon a different footing. (Hindu Code, Second E<1., S. 244 and 
cases cited.) 

The Bill is intended to remove from the law its obsolete and spent provisions, for 
which there is now no parallel elsewhere. They disfigure that law and make it harsh and 
unjust. 

(3) It is hoped that the Assembly will reaffirm its previous decision, and thus give the 
other Chamber another opportunity to concur in a reform against which nothing reason¬ 
able has been or can be urged.

A Bill further to amend the. Indian Penal Code. 

Whbbbas it is necessary to legalise Trade Unions ; 

And whereas it is expedient to protect the members and 
office-bearers of snch Trade Unions from criminal liability 
under section 120B of the Indian Penal Code : 

And whereas it is necessary to protect from criminal 
liability any two or more persona acting together to do any 
act in contemplation of furtherance of a trade dispute or in 
restraint of trade ; 

And whereas it is expedient farther to amend the Indian 
Penal Code for the purposes hereinbefore appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as foliows :— 

1. This Act may be called the Indian Penal Code (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 192 . 

2. To section 43 of the Indian Penal Code the following of 

proviso shall be added, namely :— isoo. 

“ Provided that nothint; is illegal if done or procured to 
bo done by two or more persons in contemplation 
or furtherance of a trade dispute or iu restraint of 
trade, unless it be an offence when committed by 
one person.” 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. Trade Unions are now organised all the world over as a legitimate method of 
protecting and farthering the cause of labour. The Trade Unions Act of 1926 is only 
an instance of the recognition of this principle in India, though only to a limited extent. 
The said Act, however, protects only such of the Trade Unions, their members diid office¬ 
bearers, as are “ registered ” under the said Act. It alfords no protection to Trade Unions 
which are not registered. 

2. In the infant state of the Trade Union movement in India and even afterwards 
some Trade Unions may not get themselves registered under the Act. It is, however, 
absolutely necessary to protect the members and office-bearers of such Trade Unions from 
the criminal liability for their acts done in contemplation or furtherance of a trade dispute 
or in restraint of trade. Jiforeovor, under the present unorganised condition of labour iu 
India there will be many cases when two or more persons may combine themselves with¬ 
out forming a Trade Union in futherance or for the protection of the interests of labour. 
The actions of such persons also require to be protected from the consequence of 
section 120B of the Indian Penal Code. 

3. Under the existing criminal law, as contained iu section 120B of the Indian Penal 
Code, an agreement between two or more persons to do an illegal act is an offence. The 
word illegal as defined iu section 43 of the Indian Penal Code includes inter alia anything 
which affords a ground for civil action. And an act done by two or more persons in 
contemplation or futherance of a trade dispute or in restraint of trade may afford a ground 
for civil action and thereby would be “ illegal ” and would come under the criminal 
conspiracy as defined in section 120B of the Indian Penal Code. Such an act was not 
considered to be an offence before the Indian Penal Code was amended in 1913. Further 
such an act is not an offence under the English law. • It is true that under section 196A of 
the Criminal Procedure Code the previous complaint of authority from the Governor 
General in Council, the Local Government or some officer empowered by the Governor 
General in Council is necessary to start the prosecution. But it cannot be denied that 
under some circumstances it may become difficult for the authorities giving sanction for 
proseootiou to resist the pressure brought to bear upon them by inflaeutial employers 
Moreover, in this country Government themselves are large employers of labour. 

4. It is, therefore, necessary for the protection of the members and office-bearers of 
unregistered Trade Unions and unorganised workers to amend the existing criminal law 
and to bring it into line with the English law and with the Indian Criminal Law as it 
stood before 1918. 

5. This object is sought to be achieved by modifying the definition of the term 
“ illegal ” by adding a proviso to it at the end of section 4.'t of the Indian Penal Code as 
given in clause 2 of the Bill.

The object of this Bill is to continue certain provisions of the Indian Finance Act, 
1927, which would otherwise cease to have effect from the 1st April, 1928. 

2. Clauses 2, 3 and 5 provide for the continuance of the rates of salt duty, postage, 
income-tax and super-tax proscribed by the Indian Finance Act, 1927, while clause 4 
provides for the credit to revenue for a further period of one year, i.e., till the 31st March, 
1929, of interest on securities forming part,of the Paper Currency Reserve.

In exercise of the power conferred by section 33^of the Bengal Vaccination Act, 
1880 (Bengal Act V of 1880), the Government of Bengal (Ministry of Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment) are pleased to make the following rules for the areas administered by 
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municipalities established under the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, other than the Muni¬ 
cipality of Darjeeling 


RULES.

Vsccinalion (AtneiidiiientJ Act, 191 1.] 


Quallfloatlons and dutlaa of Inspeotors of Vaoolnation. 

(■) Quelifloatlone. 

1. Ev(!ry (iaiididute appointed as a municipal viKicinaf ion inspector shall onlinnrily be 
require<i to possess the qualifications enumerated below :— 

(n) He shall not be more than twenty-five years of age. 

{h) He shall be physically active and able to rido a bicycle. 

(r) H(‘ shall b<! a domiciled resident of the district. 

(rf) He shall |) 08 SHaa the qualification of a sanitary in.spector granted by the Director 
of Public Health, Bengal. 


(A) Duties. 


2, Every inspector shall be under the iinmediatu orders ainl executive control of the 
Superintendtytt of Vaccination. 

;i. In addition to the duties imposed upon him by the Act and by the rules an<l by¬ 
laws framed thereunder and also by any other law for tho time being in force regarding 
vaccination, every inspector shall perform the following duties ;— 

(a) He shall execute and enforce the regulations, rules and (u-ders relating te vacci¬ 
nation, which may be enacted, made or issued by competent authority. 

(h) He shall inquire into and ascertain the origin, distribution and history of small¬ 
pox within the municipality, and- endeavour to eid’orce vaccination as a 
prevontive measure. 

(c) He shall see that vaccination is carried out thoroughly and efficiently by tho 
public vaccinators employed in his jurisdiction. 

(fl) He shall bring to the notice of the Superintendent of Vaccination all acts of 
neglect, carelessnoss, unsatisfactory work and disobedience of orders and 
inatructions on the part of tho public vaccinators employed in his jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

(e) Under the orders of the Superintendeut of Vaccination, lie shall direct opera¬ 
tions undertaken for the purpose of stamping out small-pox epidemics. 

(/) He shall divide the area in his jurisdiction into as many wards nr circles as 
there are public vaccinators. With the Municipal Chairman’s approval 
obtainevl through the Superintendent of Vaccination, he shall furnish for 
guidance every public vaccinator in his jurisdiction with a list of the 
localities and their populations in the vaccinator’s ward or circle. 

(gr) He shall tour within the area in his jurisdiction consecutively and systemati¬ 
cally and shall inspect and report on the work of every public vaccinator in 
his jurisdiction. 

(A) He shall tour by such means of conveyance as may be prescribed by the muni¬ 
cipal comknissioners. 

(t) He shall furnish the local residents at least twenty-four hours’ notice of his 
proposed visits for inspecting the vaccinated children of tlie locality. 

(J) He shall inspect vaccinated children at their own houses an'l not collect them 
at centres of his jurisdiction. 
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(k) He shall check the muaicipal vaccination registers (Bengal Form No. 3015) 
calling over the names entered in them, compare the results therein shown 
with the arms of the children inspected and enter opposite every name the 
result observed, initialling and (latiug his remarks. He shall satisfy himself 
that every child absent at his inspection is satisfactorily accounted for by the 
parent or guardian or some other trustworthy person and make a suitable 
note opposite the name of every absentee. He shall not be accompanied by 
the public vaccinators during such inspections. He shall see that the ages 
entered of the persons vaccinated .are approximately correct, especially in 
the eases of infants under one year of age. 

(/) He shall keep a record of every unvacciuated child in the localities visited and 
report to the Superintendent of Vaccination once a month thp proportion of 
children left unprotected in every locality. 

(m) He shall verify deaths from small-pox and submit the results of verification to 
the Superintendent of Vaccination (Bengal Form No. 3022). 

(/i) He shall keep a diary (Bengal Form No. 3037), which he shall post up from 
day to day. He shall keep his diary carefully, correctly and fully, especially 
the “ lns[iection note ” column, which shall be oonsoieutiously written up. 
He shall submit his diary to the Buperinlondent of Vaccination before the 
iifth day of the month following that to which it relates. 

(o) He shall keep a reserve stock of vaccinating lancets and vaccine lymph and shall 
indent for a regular reserve supply of the latter for use in emergencies and 
for issue to public vaccinators should their supply be exhausted. 

(//) Ho shall receive or prepare, check, tabulate and submit to the Superintendent 
of Vaccination the monthly and other returns from the public vaccinators 
in his jurisdiction. 

( 7 ) He shall submit such report or reporls in regard to the work of the area in his 
jurisdiction as may be required from him by competent authority. 

(r) Hi‘ shall be required to give a course of instruction to all the public and 
apprentice vaccinators in his jurisdiction. 

(jn) During the period from the Ist April to the 3()th September every year, he shall 
be employed on such duties other than those relating to vaccination as may 
be ordered by the Superintendent of Vaccination, uniler the direction of the 
Chairman. 

(/) He shall siijimit to the Snperinten<lent of Vaccination on the prescribed dates 
the various returns and indents enumerated below :— 

(») weekly diary ; 

(it) monthly vaccination report; 

(Hi) annual returns of vaccination ; 

(tv) indent for vaccination equipment ; 

(v) do. for vaccine lymph ; 

(vi) do. for vaccination forms. 


Quallfloatlons and duties of Publlo Vaoolnatope. 

(•) quaHfloatlonv, 

4. (>) No person shall be appointed as a public vaccinator who does not possess a 
certificate of competency granted after oral and practical examination by one of the 
officers mentioned below :— 

(a) Health Officer of a District Board or of a Municipality. 

(i^) Civil Surgeon or other principal civil medical officer of a district. 

(tt) Such certificate shall be in the following form :— 

I hereby certify that I have examined.in the. manner contemplated 

by rules 1 (t) and 3 of the rules under the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880, and 
that I find him qualified for the office of public vaccinator. 

.*>. Every person who desires to present himself for the above examination shall 
submit evidence to the satisfaction of the certifying authority referred to in rule 4 (*), 
prior to his examination, that he has been engaged in vaccination work, in the capacity 
of an apprentice or aaaistaat, for a period of at least six months. 
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6. Every candidate tor the office of public vaccinator shall be required to satisfy the 
certifying authority mentioned in rule 4 in respect of his— 

(a) knowledge of reading and writing, as required by the Middle School Vernacular 
Exainintition or preferably the Matriculation Examination ; 

{b) knowledge of the phenomena of the vaccine disease ; 

(c) knowleilge of the ap[)roved methods of performing vaccination ; 

(rf) knowledge of the methods of storing lymph ; 

(o) ability to recognise a satisfactory vesicle and cicatrix ; 

(/) general knowledge of the disease of small-pox ; 

(ff) knqwledge of the provisions of the Hengul Vaccination Acts (1880 and 1911) in 
so far as they relate to the duties of a public vaccinator ; 

(ft) knowledge of the registers, returns, forms, and certificates required to be 
maintained under the Vaccination Acts and the rules framed thereunder. 


(A) Duties. 

7. In addition to ihe duties imposed upon him by the Act and by the rules framed 
thereunder and also by any other law for the time being in force regarding vaccination 
every public vaccinator shall perform the following duties :— 

(a) He shall visit by rotation every locality in his ward or circle, for which purpose 

he should give sufficient notice to tfie local residents. lie shall also report 
personally to his inspector his work and movements. 

(b) With the assistance of thtt ward commissioner, he shall collect at the local 

vaccine station all such unprotected children in the locality as are brought up 
for vaccination and operate upon every such child anil maintain a list of the 
unprotected children of evory ward for the purpose of issuing notices and 
institilling prosecutions, if necessary. 

(r) With the jierinission of the headmaster, he shall visit every school in his ward 
or ciridc and endeavour to vaccinate all the unprotected pupils, care being 
taken not to use any compulsion or pressure of any kind. 

• 

((/) He shall operate in the approved method, vaccinating in four points. 

(e) He shall attend regularly tlie public vaccine stations or depots for vaeijinating 
free of charge. 

(/) He shall report to the inspector without delay the occurrence of local outbreaks 
of small-pox in his ward or circle and he shall press on vaccination as rapidly 
as possible in and around the infected locality so as to vaccinate every 
unprotected jicrson. 

(:/) He shall report to the inspector every other epidemic occurring in his ward or 
circle and coming to his notice. 

(k) He shall submit to the inspector in the prescribed forms the required reports 
and returns of his work. 

(t) During the period from the Ist April to the dOth September every year, he shall 
carry out such duties other than those relating to vaccination as may be 
ordered by competent authority. 

(j) In the month of September every year, he shall undergo the prescribed course 
of instruction given by the inspector. 

(A-) He shall be responsible for the due care and preservation of the vaccination 
equipment and other articles supplied to him for the discharge of his duties. 

8. Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that any child 
required to be vaccinated according to the provisions of the Act is still unprotected, he. 
shall request the parent or guardian of such child to have the child vaccinated forthwith 
and shall explain to him the penalties he may incur under the Act if he faiJs to do so, 
and if such parent or guardian does not comply with the vaccinator’s requisition the 
latter shall at once bring the matter to the notice of the inspector or Superintendent of 
Vaccination, or other authorized officer in charge of vaccination. 

9. Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that a person whose 
age exceeds 14 years is still unprotected he shall request such unprotected person to 
submit himself to bo vaccinated forthwith ; and in the event of the latter failing to do so 
the public vaccinator sjiall at once bring the matter to the notice of the inspector or 
Superintendent of Vaccination in order that the said unprotected person may be served 
with a notice under section 11. 
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10. Wht'n public vaccine stations have been appointed nmler the Act, and the days 
Htid hours of the public vaccinator’s attendance at snob stations have been fixed and 
published under section 14 (read with section 2.5), the public vaccinator attached to each 
vaccine station shall regularly attend thereat on the specified days and within the 
specified hours. 

11. When a cliiKI has been vaccinated a second time under the provisions of section 4, 
the fact of such repetition of vaccination shall be entered by the vaccinator in the appro¬ 
priate vaccine register. 


Vaoolnatlon fees. 

12. Tlie foes for vaccination operations shall bo payabb( according to.the following 

scale 


At a public vaccine station 


Free of charge. 


At a private resitleiice or at any place other than 
a public vaccine station, if the vaccinator 
Bttemls at the request of an adult person or 
of the parent or guardian of a child. 


Four annas for each operation 
This charge may be reduced 
or remitted if any munici¬ 
pality by special or general 
order so direct.

115. Every public vaccinator shall grant a printed receipt for each amount received 
by him as fees. Every such amount shall be deposited at the oHice td the Superintendent 
of Vaccination, or other authorised officer in charge of vaccination, evi*ry Saturdjiy or 
oftener if that «>fficer so orders, and the said officer shall, once a wouk, remit the same to 
the treasury to be credited to the municipal fund : 

Provitied that if the amount realised at. anj' time exceeds the sum of Rs. 25, .such 
amount shall forthwith be deposited as aforesaid. 


Vaoolnatlon of femalea. 

14. If the head vaccinator, or, whore there is no head vaccinator, the vaccinator 
considers that any female, from'the cvistorn of the country, is unable to attend at the 
public vaccine station and is too ptjor to pay ilie fee payable for vaccination at a jtrivate 
residence, he shall report the fact to the inspector or the Superintendent of Vaccination 
or other authorised officer in charge of vaccination, or the Municipal ('hairman, who 
may, if he concurs in the vaccinator’s opinion, direct that the whole or any portion of the 
fee bo remitted. 


Supply of vaoolne lymph. 

1.5. Vaccine lymph obtained from the Bengal Vaccine Depot shall ordinarily be used 
in all vaccine operations.

RULES RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION 
OF MASTERS AND MATES. 

CHAPTER I. 

, Gbi'.erai. Rules. 

1. Authority for Rules. —These rules are issued in pursuance of 
Act XXI of 1923. 

By sections 16 and 21 of that Ac< provision is made for holding 
examinations for the grant of certificates of competency and power is 
given to the Local Govornnient with the sanction of the Governor- 
General of India iii Qoitncil to make i-ules for the conduct of such 
examinations and the (jualitications of the n.])jdicants. 

In accordance with section 11 of the same Act every British foreign- 
going ship* and every British home-trade ship of 300 tons or upwards 
when going to sea from any place in British India shall be provided with 
officers dulj' certificated under that Act or under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, a!id whoever, having been engaged to serve as Master or Mate, 
goes to sea as aforesaid as such Master or Mate, without being at the 
time entitled to and possessed of such a certificate, and whoever employs 
any person as such Master or Mate without ascertaining that he is at 
the time entitled to and possessed of such certificate is, for each such 
offence, liable to a penalty of Rs. 600. 

For rules for the examination of candidates for c.ei'tificates of com¬ 
petency as Master and Mate of home-trade 8ailiug-ve.8sel8 exceeding 300 
tons, but not exceeding 1,000 tons burden, nee the rules in Appendix M. 

2. Time and place of examinations. —Examinations will be held at 
the Pori Office, Cahuitta, on the following days ; 1st Monday in .Tanu- 
ary, April, July and October and 2nd Monday in Februaiy, May, August 
and November. 

Examinations of candidates for certificates of competency ns Master 
and Mate of hometrade sailing vessels exceeding 300 tons, but not 
exceeding 1,000 tons burden will be held at the Port Office, Chittagong, 
on such dates as may be fixed by the Port Officer, Chittagong, with the 
sanction of the Local Government.

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3. How to apply> —Candidaten for examination must fill up a form 
of application (Form Exn. 2) at the Port Office. The form, properly 
filled in, tog'ether with the candidate’s testimonials and discharffes, must 
be lodffed with the Port Officer, Calcutta, not later than the day before 
the day of examination; and the candidate must conform to any repu- 
lalions in tbi.s respe«‘t which may be laid down by the Local Government. 
The discharffcs and testimonials should be handed in, top:ether with the 
form of application, as many days as possible bcfoj-e the date of the 
examination which the (landidate desires to attend. In the absence of 
Ihe necessary verification the candidate cannol he examined. 

The Examiner should be particularly careful to ascertain that there 
are no ^aps in the candidate’s service which are not properly accounted 
for, l)efore he is allowed up for examination. 

4. Proof of fiationalityi —Every candidate for a certificate of com¬ 
petency f)f any grade will be required to produce proof of nationality. 

I’roof of British nationality will, in ordinary circumstances, in¬ 
volve the production of a birth certificate or of a certificate of naturali¬ 
sation. If an applicant for examination cannot produce such a certi¬ 
ficate he should be asked to furnish such documentary evidence of 
nationality or of birth and nationality of parents as he. may be able to 
obtain, and, if necessary, the case should he referred to the Port Officer 
for consideration. 

If the applicant is not a British subject he will, as a rule, be able 
to pjoduce some official document testifying to his nationality. If 
there is any doubt as to the authority of such document, the Port 
Officer should consult the nearest Consular Officer of the notion to which 
the appli<!ant belongs. If necessary, the case should h<‘ remitteil to the 
Local Government for cons'ideration. 

5. How to a^ly ill spocial oasOS> —In cases when* a candidate is in 
doubt whether his service complies with the Regulations, and wishes (o 
submit his case for special consideration, all certificates, discharges, and 
testimonials, together with the form of application,* i)i-t)peily filled in, 
should he submitted to the Port Officer. If necessary, (he officer will, 
after .seeing that all the required information is clearly sc( forth in the 
papers, forward them with his observations to the Local Government for 
decision. 

6. Inquiries. —All other iniiuirics regarding examinations should he 
made and dealt with in the same way. The point on which information 
is sought should be clearly stated, and certificates, discharges, testimon¬ 
ials, etc., should always be forwarded with the inquiry. 

7. Application; particulars of sea service. —A candidate's eligibility 
for examination will depend (amongst other things) upon the amount 
of sea service which he has performed and upon the ranks which he 
has held on bo.ard the various vessels in which he has been employed. 
It is, therefore, moat important that the particulars wdiicdi the candi¬ 
date inserts in Division H of the application form fExn. 2) should bo 
acculately .stated. 

Candidates who represent themselves as having served in a higher 
capacity than that ac^tually held in the ship render themselves liable to 
prosecution. 

In this connection examiners shm^d remember that it is a common 
practice for ships to carry addit,ional or auxiliaiy officers in one or more 
ranks, for instance a ship may carry both a “Chief Officer” and a 
“ First Officer,’’ another may carry both a senior and a junior Second 
Mate and so on. The method of assessing the service in such ship.s is 
explained in rule 81. The examiner should he particularly careful, when 
checking an applicant’s watch-keeping service to ascertain the actual 
rank he held as a watch-keeping officer on board each of the ships in 
which he served. 

It must he clearly understood that the amount of service laid down in 
the Regulations for each gi ade of certificate of competency is the absolute 
minimiim that can be accepted, and unless a candidate can show the full 
amount he must in no case be allowed up for examination. 

8. Testimonials raquired. —Testimonials to character, including 
sobriety, and to experience and ability, on board ship for at least the last 
twelve months of sea service preceding the date of application to he 
examined, will be required of all candidates, and without producing them 
no person will be examined.

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9. PMlIty for misooiHhlOt. —Candidates who have neglected to join 
Iheir vessels after having signed articles, or who have deserted their 
vessels after having joined, or who have been found guilty of gross mis¬ 
conduct on board, will be required to produce satisfactory proofs of two 
years' subsequent service and good conduct at sea, unless the Local 
Government, after having investigated the matter, should see fit to rednce 
the time. 

10. Deafness and other physical and mental disabilities.— 1 f during 
the progress of the examination the examiner finds that a candidate is 
afflicted with deafness, with an impediment in his speech, or with some 
other physical or mental infirmity, and he is satisfied upon further 
investigation that the degree of deafness or of the impediment or other 
infirmity is such as to render the candidate incompelent to discharge 
the ordinary duties of a Mate or Master at sea,, he should not allow the 
candidate to (H)mplete his examination and should return his examination 
fee; but every case in which this action is taken must be reported to the 
Port Officer. 

If the candidate subsequently juoduces a medical certificate to the 
eft'ecl that his hearing, speech, or physical or mental condition has 
improved or is normal, the Port Officer will take into consideration the 
question of allowing the candidate to sit again for examination. 

11. Foreigners must know English. —Foreigners must prove to the 
satisfaction of the examiners that they can speak and write the English 
language sufficiency well to perform the duties required of them on 
board a British vessel. If a candidate fails for ignorance of the English 
langujige he will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. 
In the case of candidates for Home Trade certificates, the certificates of 
Asiatics who may n«>t be able tf) speak English shall be endorsed to the 
effect that they are valid t)nly for vessels manned and officered entirely 
by Asiatics. 

12. Issue of certifleate. —Tf the candidate passes he will receive a 
form (Form Exn. 1(1) autlnuising the Port Officer to whom it is addressed 
to issue the certificate. It is, therefore, important t hat the port at which 
the certificate is to be issued should be the same on both the Form 
Exn. 16 and the Foian Exn. 2. If circumstan<‘es shf)uld make any alter¬ 
ation necessary, the examiner should see that it is made in both forms, 
otherwise delay in the issue of the certificate may be caused. 

16. Sorvioo found to bo insufficiont. —If after a candidate has passed 
the examinat.itm it is disctivei-ed on further investigation that his services 
are insufficient to entitle him to I’eceive a (;ertificate of the grade for 
which he has passed, the certificate will not be granted to him ; but if 
the Eocal Gt)V’ernment is satisfied that the error in the calculation of the 
candidate’s services did not occur through any fault or wilful misrepre¬ 
sentation on’his part, he may either have the fee returned to him or have 
it placed to his credit. Should his services entitle him to a certificate of 
a b)wer grade it may bo granted tti him, and the ditference, if any, 
between the fee paid by him for the suj)erior certificate and the fee pay¬ 
able for the inferior certificate will be returned to him or'placed to hiis 
1 ‘redit. The superior certificate will not be granted until the candidate 
has performed the amount of .service in which he was deficient, and has 
been re-examined in all the subjects, unless the Local Government see 
fit to dispense with the re-examination. 

14. Fsilura in Exoniinution. —In all cases of failure the candidate 
must be examined anew. 

15. Failure in seamanship.— If a candidate fails in seamanship he 
will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. Whether the 
whole or part of this period must be served at sea must depend upon the 
subjects in seamanship in which the candidate failed, but the hmount 
of further sea service to be required will be left to the discretion of the 
examiner. 

The examiner in making his report on the form Exn. 14, shoubl 
state what amount, if any,^ of further sen service the candidate must per¬ 
form, and he should also insert this information in the form Exn. 2. 

Failure due merely to inability to repeat verbatim the Articde of the 
Collision Regulations will not be considered as failure in seamanship 
if the candidate understands the practical application of the Regula¬ 
tions, but such inability will entail the same penalties as failure in 
Navigation (»ee Rule 17). 

If a candidate fails in seamanship so far as regards the management 
of square-rigged sailing vessels, in his examination for ap. ordinary 
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certificate he may without further formal application or further pay¬ 
ment of fee proceed with the examination for a certificate of compet¬ 
ency for foreign-going steamships, or for fore-and-aft rigged vessels. 

16. Failure in Navigation. —If a candidate fails in Navigation at 
three successivn examinations, he will not be re-examined for the certi¬ 
ficate for which he failed, or for, any higher certificate, until after a 
lapse of three months from the date of the last failure. 

17. Candidates failing may be examined for oertiflcate of lower 
grade. —If a candidate fails in his examination for a foreign-going^ certi¬ 
ficate, and the subjects in which he has failed are not include*! in the 
syllabus prescribed for a certificate of a lower grade, he may, if he so 
desires, be examined for the lower grade certificate without further 
formal application or payment of fee, but he will be reciuired to com¬ 
plete the whole of the work prescribed for such lower grade. 

No part, however, of the fee he has paid will be returned to him, and 
on presenting himself, when qualified, f*)r re-examination for the higher 
certificate, he will be I’equired to pay again the full fee for the 
examination. 

IK. Fee always paid first. —Candidates for examination and persons 
enqxiiring as to the eligibility will be reqxiired in making their applica¬ 
tion. on Form Exn., 2, to pay the examination fee before any step is taken 
in the way of inquiring into their services or testing their (qualifications. 
If the candidate is found not to bv eligible the fee will either be 
returned to him or placed to his creclil until he is eligible. 

19. Where to pay fees. —The fee for examination mus! be paid to 
the Port Officer. If a candidate offers a gratuity to any officer of the 
Department, he will be regarded as having committed an act of miscon¬ 
duct, and will be rejected, and not allowed to be again examined for 
twelve months either at the port where the offence was committed, or at 
any other port. 

20. Faa in caso of failure. —The fee paid for examination for a certi¬ 
ficate of competency includes the fee of rupees two for examination in 
the sight tests, and if a candidate fails to pass those tests, this 
fee will, with the ex,ception of rupees two be returned to him. 
If a ('andidate fails to pass the exapiination in navigation or seaman¬ 
ship no part- of the fee will be returned to him.

22. Copy of Lost CortiflcatOi —An upjiliuaut I'ur u uertiiiud copy of u 
lost Certificate either of Competency or Sei'vice, must fill in a form of 
application, Kxn. 2'i, g;iving; the particulars required, and hand it to 
the Port Officer of Calcutta. A declaratiou as to the circumstances in 
which the certificate was lost must be made by the applicant before the 
Port Officer who will state thereon whether a fee is to be charged or 
not, and will forwaril a certified copy of the lost ceitificate to the 
applicart. 

No fee will be charged if the applii-unt can prove that the certificate 
was lo.st tJirougJi ship wreck or fire. 

2ii. ExchangS of C6rtiflcate> —An ofiicer holding an old pattern 
certificate may exchange it for a certificate in book form on payment of 
a fee of Its. 2. The application may he made on form Kxn. 23 and the 
fee paid to the Port Ofiicer. 

24. First Aid to the Injured. —(a) K very candidate for a certi¬ 
ficate of competency of any grade as Muster or Mate will be required 
to produce a certificate of proficiency in First Aid grunted by an ofiicer 
authorised by the Ivocal (Government. Any certificate which is accepted 
by the Board of Trade will also be accepted by the Local Government 
for the puj’pose of this rule. 

(b) If a candidate does not possess such u certificate of proficiency 
in First Aid, he should apply some time before he wishes to sit for the 
examination for a certificate as Master or Mate, to the I’ort Health 
OlliiaM-, Calcutta, or the Port Health Ofiicer, Chittagong, who will 
inform him of the available facilities for the instruction and examina¬ 
tion of candidates in First Aid. 

25. (a) Sight tssts. —^Every candidate for a certificate of compe- 
t\?nc> must pass the prescribed sight tests before a certificate can be 
issued to him. If circumstances render it necessaiy for him to proceed 
with the examination in navigation and seamanship before under¬ 
going the sight tests, he should be informed that the examination in 
navigation and seamanship will be cancelled in the event of his failure 
to pass either of th* sight tests. 

Detailed information with regard to the conduct of the examination 
and the standards required is contained in Appendix 0. 

(6) Lettsr testa —Every candidate l‘(»r a certificate must pass the 
letter test. If he obtained a certificate of competency before January 
1st, 1914, he will only be required to possess half normal vision using 
both eyes together. Otherwise lie must pass a higher standard, viz., 
normal vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

Any candidate who has obtained his first certificate under these con¬ 
ditions may obtain his higher certificates, provided that he has normal 
vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

A candidate who fails to pass the letter test may present himself 
for re-examination at interval of three months. 

(c) LMitOrn test. —Every candidate must. undergo the lantern test 
on every oocasiou on which he presents himself for examination for his 
first certificate of competency; but, if he then passes, he will not be 
required to undergo the lantern test on any subsequent octiusion. 

No person who holds a certificate of competency should be examined* 
in lantern test. A candidate who fails to pass the lantern test cannot 
be re-examined. 
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{d) Special examination: Referred cues. —In the case of a candidate 
who 18 referred for further examination the Port Officer will make 
arrangements for a special examination for which no additional fee 
will be charg’ed. 

(e) Special examination: Appeal cases. —A candidate who is adjudged 
to have failed in the lantei-n test may appeal to the Local Government 
who may, if they think ht, lemit the case to a special body of examiners 
for decision. He will be required to pay a special fee of Rs. "30 which 
will be returned to him if he is demared to have passed the special 
examination. 

(/) When a t andidate fails (o pass the lantern test, the examiner 
will point out to him the conditions under which he can .appeal. 
Appeals are to be made througli the Port Officer, and forwarded to 
Local Govei'ument with the Examiner’s remarks. 

(^g) Special Examination: Candidates must attend punctually.— 

Oandidates who on appeal from the i-e.sult of the local tests are granted 
a special examination are notified by the Port Officer of the time at 
which tljey should attend for special examination and are expected to 
inform the l^oi-t Officer whethei- or not they w'ill be able to attend at 
that time. Any candidate who, after informing the Port Officer that 
he will attend, fails to appear at the time appointed, will be liable 
to have his examination postponed indefinitely and also, if an appeal 
candidate, will forfeit the appeal fee of Rs. 30 and will be required to 
deposit a furthei' fee of the same aiiiount before furthei arrangements 
can be made foj- his spe<‘.ial exUJoination. 

{h) Failure in special examination. —Where during the course of u 
special examination, a candidate is found to have a permanent defect 
in his eyesight such as to render him unfit foi' a sea career, he will be 
finality rejecd-ed and will not be allowed to be examined again in the 
sight tests on any future occasion. This, however, is subject to (his 
proviso that if the candidate is still dissatisfied, it will he open to him, 
if he so desires, to jnesent himself for a st*cond special examination on 
payment of a fee of rupees seventy-live, piovided that he brings with 
him a friend to witness the examination. 

This second examination will, howeVer, be entirely voluntarv, and 
wdll form no part of the examination foi- a certificaite of i-ompetenc,y. 
The Tiocal Government will, however, give consideration to the result of 
such examination in determining, whetiuir a certificate shall be granted. 

ii) Examination in sight tests only. —The sight tests are open to all 
pei’sons serving or intending to serve in the Mercantile Marine oi- in 
fishing vessels, and all such persons are recommended to take the 
earliest opportunity of ascertaining w'helher their vision is such as to 
(jualify them for sei-vice in that pi'ofession. Any siu'h person, if 
desirous of undergoing the tests, must make application to the Port 
Offi<!er, on tlie Foi‘m Exn. 2a, and must pay a fee of two rupees. 

This fee will be payable on each oc'.oasiou on which a c.andidate is 
examined.

26. Square-rigged service required. —A candidate for an Ordinary 
certificate of any grade who has not previously held an Ordinary certi¬ 
ficate of a lower grade must prove that he has served 12 months in the 
Foreign trade, or .18 months in the Home trade, in a square-rigged 
sailing vessel. 

27. Value of Ordinary Ccrtifloatec* —Ordianiy certificates wdll 
entitle the holders to go to sea as Mates or Masters of any vessel, sailing 
or steam. 

28. Second Mata.—A candidate must not be less than eighteen 
years of age, and must have served four years at sea in foreign-going 
ships or the equivalent, 6 years, in home-trade ships. 

Every candidate will be required to produce a valid Oertificate 
of Efficiency as Life boatman.

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29. Second Mate, Ordinary; Nayigation. —A candidate for a 

Second Mate’s certificate will be reqixired— 

(a) To write a legible hand and spell correctly. For the purpose of 

testing his ability the candidate will be required to write a 
short essay on some suitable subject. 

(b) To show a competent knowledge of the first five rules of 

arithmetic and the use of logarithms. 

(c) To answer questions on (dementary plane trigonometry. 

{d) To work a day’s work complete, correcting the courses for lee¬ 
way, deviation and variation. 

• (c) To find the latitude by the meridian altitude of the sun. 

(/) To work any practical problem in parallel sailing. 

{g) 'I’o find the true course and distance from one given position 
to anotlier by mercator’s method; also the compass course, 
the valuation and deviation being given. 

(/i.) To find the true amplitude of the sun and the error of the 
compass therefrom, also the deviation, the variation being 
given. 

(i) To find the longitude by chronometer from altitude of the sun 

by the usual methods, computing the daily rate of chrono- 
melei' from eirors observed, when required; also to find the 
true azimuth of the sun, and the error of the compass; and 
the deviation, the variation being given. 

(j) ’!’<) find the true azimuth of the sun by the “ Time Azimuth ” 

tables; the error of the compass; also the deviation, the 
variation being given. 

Noi'S. 'Tlie c-uiiclidiile will bu required to give a figure and explanation for 
eucli prubleiii worked, and give a written explanation of any of the terms 
used in nuvigutioii or nautical astronomy that may be asked. 

’I’o find on a chart or plan the coui-se or courses to steer and the 
distance or distances fioiii one given position to another; to 
• tind the ship's position together with the set and drift (if any) 

on (be cliait oi- plan frojii cross-bearings of two objects; to 
tind the ship's position from two hearings of the same object, 
ilie course mid distance run between taking the bearings 
being given, making due allowance for a given tide or current; 
also, (lie distance of the ship from the object or any given 
position at the time of taking the se<;ond bearing; to find on a 
chart or plan the course to steer by compass in order to 
couiilcruct the effect of a given tide or current, and find the 
distance the ship will make good towards a given point in a 
given time; to fix a ship's position on a chart or plan by 
horizontal sextant angles, using a station pointer; and to 
work out practically tlie correction to apply to soundings 
taken at a given time and place to (compare with the depth 
marked on the chart; and to give a method of finding ap¬ 
proximately the time of high water at any given place with¬ 
out the aid of the Admiralty or other Tide Tables.

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30. Seoond Mate* Ordinary: Seamanship. —He must understand 

Hud give satisfactory answers on the following subjects: —

(б) Bending, unbending, setting, reefing, taking in, and furling 

sail. 

(c) Sending inashs and yards up and down, etc. 

{d) Managemenl of a ship when under canvas. 

(e) Management of ship’s boats in heavy weather. 

(/) Dunnaging and stowing cargo, etc. 

(g) The Rule of the Road as regards both steamers and sailing 

vessels, their regulation lights and fog and sound signals! 

(h) The signals of distress, and the signals to be made by ships 

wanting a pilot, and the liabilities and j^enalitles incurred 
by the misuse of these signals. 

(i) The marking and use of the lead and log lines. Also care and 

use of .sounding niachine.s and mechanical logs. 

(j) The use and management of the rocket appai atus in the event of 

a vessel being stranded. 

{k) Any (luestions appertaining to the duties of a Second Mate that 
the Examiner may think necessary to ask. 

(I) Also questions on the additional subjects which are specified in 
the. rules of examination for .Second Mate’s certificates of 
competency for foreign-going steamships. (.SV-e rule 44.) 

31. Only MstOf Ordinary, —A candidate must be not. less than nine¬ 
teen years of age, and have served five years at sea in foreign-going 
ships or the ecjuivalent, seven and a half years’ in Home-trade ships. 
Every candidate will be required to produce a valid Certificate of 
efficiency as lifeboatman, unless he already holds a certificate of 
competency of lowei- grade. 

32. First Mate, Ordinary ■—A candidate must be not less than nine¬ 
teen years of age, and have seived five years at sea, in foreign-going 
ships or the eciuivalent .seven and a half years’ in Home-trade ships. 
This period of sea service must include either— 

(a) One year in a l apacity not lower than that of Third Mate of a 
foieign-going ship whilst holding f-ertificate as Second Male 
of a foreign-going ship; or 

(h) one year and a half in a capacity not lower than that of Only 

Alate of a home-trade ship whilst holding certifi(!ate as Second

whieli I'he examiner may think proper to put to him. 

5(i. Master, Home>trade*. —A candidate must be not less than 
twenty-oiu* years of age and have served five years at sea, of which— 

(o) one yeai' must have heen in a capacity not lower than that of 
Oidy Mail' ol a home-trade or coasting vessel, whilst Indd- 
• ing a Mate’s eei'tificate for honie-l’rade ships, or a Second 

Mat «‘'s (‘ertlfieatc for foreign-going vess<*ls; 

(/)) or, two and a half years must have been in a capacit.y not 
lower than Second Mate of a home-trade or coasting vessel 
in i-linrife of n irotrh, whilst holding a Mate’s certificate for 
home-trade ships, or a Sectind Mate’s certificate for foreig’ii- 
going vessels {see rule 84). 

(c) or, one year must have been as l*ilot' with a First Class pilot’s 
certiticat(> {see rule 79). 


57. Msstsr, HonU^tradls: Navigation. —In addition to the quali¬ 
fications reipured of a Mate of a home-trade passenger ship, a Master 
will ln> reejuired t(» find the latitude hy a meridian altitude of the sun, 
find compass corrections b.v Amplitude and Time Azimuth of the sun, and 
lo give written answers b) certain practical (luest'ions on the subject 
of the deviation of the compass. {See also supplementary vivo wee 
test rule 11:^9.) 

58. Master, ' Hom^trade: Seamanshipb —In addition to the quali¬ 
fications required of a Mate of a hoine-trjade ship, a Master nuist under¬ 
stand how lb rig a sea amdior, and what means to apply to keep a 
steamshiii with machinery disabled out of the trough of the sea; also 
how to get a cast of the lead in heavy weather, et'e. He will bo 
examincal a« to his resources for the preservation of the (*rew and 
passengers in the event of wreck aiul the steps to be taken if his vessel 
IS disabled and drifting towards a lee shore, and will be required to 
answer any other questions appertaining to the management of a 
home-trade shiji which the Examiner may think necessary to put tn 
him. 

59. Yacht Certifloate. —The examination for these certificates is 
purely voluntary and is confined tb persons who command their own 
British sea-going jdeasure yachts. A Master of a .vacht who is not 
also the sole owner, or who is under 21 years of age, is not eligible 
for examination. 


For convenlMWe of calculallou the service required U stated In a |BbuUr form in AvoeadlK H. 
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Only one description of certificate will be issued, whether the yacht, 
is foreif(n-^oin(^ or cruises within the home-trade limits. 

The certificate will not entitle the holder to command any vessel 
except the pleasure ya('lit or yachts, of which he is at the time the 
sole owner. 

Candidates are not lequired to have served any specified time afloat, 
as it is believed that their sea knowledge will he sufficiently tested hv 
the examination they will have to pass in .seamanshij). 

Testimonials of service need not he shown, hut a candidate for 
examination will hci reciuired to produce a statutory declaration to the 
eiVect (.7) that he is sole owner of the yacht; that the yacht is sea¬ 
going; (-J) that it is not to he used for trading purposes, lie will also 
he i-equired to fill uj) the form of application (Form Fxn. 2), and pay 
the fee of Its. .‘10 at the Fort Office, as prescribed in rule 21. 

In all other respects, except that the (candidate will not he required 
to produce a “ h'irst Aid ” certificate, the regulations relating to 
examination,s of Masters of foi'eigu-goiiig ships will apply in the,se 
ca.ses. 

()0. Yacht Master* NavigatiOft< —'Phe examination in navigation 
for a Vacht Mastei-’s certificate will he precisely the same as that pre.'<- 
(•I’ihed for an Oi-dinai\%' Master’s cei’tificute, except tliat in the civil 
duties of a shipmaster the Master of a yacht will oidy lie expected to 
po.ssess a knowledge of what he is icqnired to do by M. S. Acts. 

til. Yacht Masters SeanTanship. —He must give satisfactory 
answeis a,s to his knowledge of making and taking in sail, and as to the 
management of a yacht' nndei- canva,s in moderate and in stormy 
weather. He mu.st have a thorough knowledge of the Itule of the 
Itoad at sea as regards hotli .steamers and sailing vi'sscds, their regula¬ 
tion lights and fog and sound signals, and he able to descrilic the 
signals of distress, and the signals to h^ made bv sliijis wanting a 
pilot and the liabilities and penalties incuri-ed by tlic misuse* of these 
signals. He must also uudeistaiid the use* and management of the 
rocket apparatus in vhe event of his vessel heiiig stranded. He must 
he able to mark and use the leael-and log lines; to eaist a vessel on a 
lee shoi'e; to mooi’ and unmoor a ship; to keep a (dear anchor, .ind to 
carry emt an anchor. He must know how to kecj) his vessel out of the 
trough of the sea in the event of accident; how to rig I'ufts atyl jury 
rudders, etc.; and what steps to take if his vessel is disabled or nu- 
manugeahle and drifting towards a lee shore*. He will also he cxiimin- 
ed as to his resources for the preservation of the crew iti the cv(*nt of 
wreetk. He must also possess a knowledge of the measures hi* should 
adopt for preventing and checking an outbreak of scurvy on hoard; 
and he prepared to answer any otlier questions relating to the manage*- 
meiit of a yaclit, either steam or sailing, which the examiner may 
a.sk. 

(32. Voluntary Examination in Compaaa Deviation. —Any person 
holding a certificate of any grade in the foreign or home ti-ade or us 
Master o.f his own pleasure yacht, who wishes (o pass a voluiituiy 
examination in e.umpuss deviation, (mn al any 'time he examined upon 
filling up the usual form of application, and pa^dng tiKthe Fort Ofiicer 
the fee of Rs. l.(). If the candidate pas.ses the examination a note to 
that effect will be made upon his certificate. 

fid. Voluntary Examination in signalling. —The examination in 
Signalling as prescribed for canilidates for the Extra Mustei-’s certifi- 
(!ate is open as a voluntary examination to all persons holding, or who 
have passed for, or who are candidates for, u certificate of competency 
of any grade. 

If the candidate passes, the fact with the date and place of pu.ssing 
will be recorded upon his certificate of competency. 

Candidates may be examined at any port where Ordinary* examina¬ 
tions are held upon filling up the form of (ipplication (Kxn. 2) and 
paying the fee of Rs. If). (See Appendix B.) 

No fee, however, will he charged for this examination if it is taken 
at the same time as that at which a candidate is examined for any 
certificate of compe^ncy. 
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64. Voluntary Examination in Steam. —^These examiuatioiu are 
provided for the purpose of Masters and Mates who are possessed 

of certificates of competency an opportunity of undergoing a voluntary 
examination as to their practical knowledge of the use and working of 
the steam-engine. They ai*e conducted under the superintendenr e of 
the I’ort Officer at such times as he may appoint for the purpose. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Certificate of 
any grade in the foreign or home trade or as Master of his own 
pleasure yacht. Full particulars of the examination are given in 
Appendix j*.

Bf). Examination in Steam: how to apply. —Candidates should fill 
up the form of application (Form Exn. 2) at the Port Office, pay the 
fee of Its. 15 and deposit their certificates and testimonials with the 
Port (Uficer, who will inform them when and where to attend to be 
examined. The usual testimonials for sobriety and good conduct for 
at least the last 18 months preceding the date of application to be 
exaniin(‘d must be produced. 

00. Examination in Steam: endorsemont of certificate. — If the 

candidate passes. Form Exn. 15, togothei- with a written report' of the 
examination, should be sent to the l‘oi-t tltiicmr and the candidate’s 
coj-i'ificate, togetber with the h'oriii Exn. 2, will be sent to the TiOcul 
Geveru'iumt; the woi’ds “Certified to have passed in Steam,” witli 
the date and plat e ef (>xamiuation, wdll then bo entered on the certifica'i'e 
and its du])licate, and the eertifieate will be sent to the Port Offi(;er 
at the port named in t.lie Form Exn. 2, and will be delivered to the 
caiididiite in t'lie usual manner. 

The endorsement of a Master’s oi- Mate’s Certificate for ” Steam ” 
does not, howevto-, imply that he is qualified to perform the duties of an 
Eugineei'. 

07». Examination in Steeufi: failure. —If the candidate fails to pass 
his Certificate will be leturncd to him at once, but he may not present 
himself for re-examination until the expiiation of thiee niont'hs from 
the date of failure. 

08. Certificates of Service. —A person who has attained the rank of 
lieutenant, in llis Majesty’s Navy or in His Alajesty’s Royal Indian 
Aluriiie Service, is entitled to applv' for a ceitifieate of service as 
Mastei' of a foreign-going ship without examiuution. This certificate 
will not entitle the holder to go to sea as Master oi' Mate of a home-trade 
L'liip. 

Certificate of service will be issued by the Board of Trade only. 
Applications foi- certificates of service of the Rt)yul Indian Marine must 
be made on a printed form, Exn. 18 which will be supplied free of 
charge on application to the Hiivctor of the Royal Indian Marine. 

Applicants on duty in India should submit their claims to the 
Director for tlansmission to the Goveiiimeut of India and the India 
Office. Ofiicers on leave in England should submit their claims to the 
India Office on the printed form w'hich may be obtained from that 
office. 

Applications for certificates of service by officers of the Royal Navy 
on the active list must be made thi'ough their commanding officers, and 
applications from offitjers of the Royal Navy on half-pay must be made 
to the Secretary of the Admiralty, who in either case will forward the 
application to the Board of Trade. 

69. Ambulanoe Certifloatas and CovemniMit Awardk.— An officer in 
the Mercantile Marine who holds a certificate of proficiency in First Aid 
to the Iu.itired from the St. John’s or St. Andrew’s Ambulance Associa¬ 
tion or some equivalent certi^ateucan have the fact endorsed on his 
certificate .b| <feijnpetency provided t|pe: latter was. issued before April let, 
1^8, if thk tvro certificate * are forWi^ed to the Port Officer.

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CHAPTER III, 


Rules fur estimating sea service. 

70. 8 m serviOAi—In these Kegulatious sea service is reckoned from 
the comiueucement to the termination of the voyage. The certificates 
of discharge for service in the foreign trade will generally be accepted as 
proof of sea service, but certificates of di.scharge for service in the home 
or coasting trade must always be sent to the Port OfScer for verification. 
Port Officer and Examiners will be careful to see that these discharges 
have not been in any way tampered with, and will report any suspicious 
case to the Local Qovernntent. 

Fur all certificates of competency us Master or Mute in the Mercantile 
Marine, the qualifying service usually required is service performed in 
ordinary trading vessels. While the Regulations provide for the 
acce]>tance in part of ceitain kinds of non-trading service (e.y., that 
performed in fishing-bouts, yachts, pilot vessels, etc.), non-trading service 
not specially provided for in the Regulations cannot be accepted as 
qualifying service unless it has been submitted to the Local Government 
and their sanction obtained. 

71. 8m MrviM for foreign>going certifioates. —For fureign-going 
certificates the term “ sea servii e " means, unless otherwise stated, 
service performed in foreign-going vessels. 

72. Service under the Admirality. —All sfi\ice afloat in His 
Majesty’s ships or in auxiliary sujiply sliips or any other ships in at¬ 
tendance on the Fleet between August ‘ith, 1914 and December Slst, 
1920 inclusive will be ac(;epted in full (subject to the ordinary condi¬ 
tions us laid down in these Regulations) as qualifying sea service for 
either Home 'I’rade or Foreign-going certificate*. 

The Local Government cannot undertt^ke to accept the whole or any 
definite proportion of service in the Royal Naval Reserve, whicli i.s not 
qualifying service in accordance with these Regulations, but they will 
be prepared to cons’ider sympathetically an application for examination 
from a candidate who has been' prevented by his service in the Royal 
Naval Reserve between August 4th, 1914 and December -list, 1920 
inclusive from complying fully with the requirements. 

70. Service in the Armyi —The Local Government is anxious that, 
so tar as is reasonably possible, seamen or apijrentices who served in the 
Army between Augu.st 4th, 1914 and December Olst, 1920 inclusive, 
should not be hindered in their ordinary profession; and they are pre¬ 
pared to consider sympathetically any application to be examined by a 
candidate w'ho has been prevented from complying fully with the 
Regulations owing to hi.s service in the Army. 

74. Officers and seamm interned abroad.— A portiou of the time 
spent by officels and seamen interned abroad between August 4tb, 1914 
and December .‘list, 1920 inclusive, will be accei)ted in lieu of a portiou 
of the qualifying sea service required to qualify them for examination 
for a certificate of competency. The amount of such time so allowed 
will be decided by the Port Officer. 

76. Sarvioo in Homo Trade. — For Home-Trade ship certificates ser¬ 
ving in the home-trade is regarded as equivalent to service in the foreign 
trade; but for Foreign-going certificates it is regarded as only equival¬ 
ent to two-thirds of the time served in the foreign trade. 

The amount of service as Master, First Mate or only Mate in the 
home trade which will qualify a candidate for examination' for a certi¬ 
ficate as Master or First Mate (foreign-going) is shown in Rules 32 and 
36. 

In addition, the Fort- Officer will he prepared :to oonaider on its 
merits any application by a candidate fqr a first Ma^^ (foreign-going) 
certificate tor the .eooeptance of time servi^ es Mate, in the iaime 

trade. The soceptenee of such service, will be abject to the fpljowing 
general oonsideratioits:— , ; * 

(a) An thiei time mtu^’have h<^ ej^ht in 

actttiu' ie^o4 At sea, t.«.,. Aimhlly Kbaodth water 

limito. '-f ' ' ■' . ■■ ■ , ' 
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(b) The service must have involved real responsibility and an ade* 

quate proportion of it must have been spent in sole charge 
of a watch at sea. 

(c) The service must have been performed while in the possession 

of a certificate as Second Mate (foreign-going). 

The proportion of the tiiiie which will be accepted will depend upon 
the particular circumstances of each case, but in no case will time 
spent in the home trade be accepted as equivalent to more than two- 
thirds of the same period of ^ime spent in the foreign trade. Every 
ease in which a candidate claims such services as qualifying must be 
referred to the Port Officer. 

Service as Second Mute in tlie home trade will not be accepted as 
qualifying for examination fur a Master’s certificate (foreign-going;. 

Service in a lower grade Ilian Second Mate in the hoiue trade will 
not be recognised as Officer’s service towards qualifying a candidate foi 
examination for a fureign-guing certificate unle.i? the candidate cuii 
produce a testimonial certifying that the service w’as merely a preli¬ 
minary to or the finish of a foreign-going voyage and he served on the 
foreign voyage in a <!apacity not lowei- than tbe capacity in which he 
, served on the coasting articles. 

In the case of coasting voyages service in ships trading entirely 
abroad will be a<‘i cpted as e<[uivalent to service in foreign-going ships 
provided that the distance lietweeu fhe extreme ports visited during the 
course of tlie voyage is at least. 500 miles. If the distance is-less than 
500 miles, the service will only be acc^epted as equivalent to service in 
the home trade. In all cases the length of service is deemed to com¬ 
mence on the date of sailing' from the port of departure or home port 
and to end on the date of airi\al at the home port. Such service must 
be vomihed foi' in the foi'm laid ilown in Appendix L. 

76. Certificate, meaning of> —By the word “ certificate ” is meant a 
certificate of competency granted hy tin* Board Pf Trade undei' the 
Merchant Shijjping Acts, oi' by the (lovernineiit of British self-governing' 
Dominion, Colony, or Pos.se.ss?ion, under an Order in Council issued in 
pursuance of the Merchant Shipping Acts. 

A list of the Colonial certifii'at.es referred to will be found in 
-■Appendix K. They are of the same force as the corresponding certi¬ 
ficates granted hy the Hoard of I’rade. 

77. Colonial' local certificates- —The holder of a Colonial certificate 
lor foicign-going ships not granted under the Merchant Shipping Acts 
who desires to be examined for a ('olcnial certificate of the same grade 
which is gianted under the said Acts, must prove that he has performed 
the amount of servii.'e required by these iniles to entitle him to hold 
such u certificate. He must also produce satisfactory testimonials 
as to character for at least the last 12 months of sea service preceding 
his application to be examined in ai^cordanee with these rules. 

78. ForoiglVgoing certificates- —^Where a foreign-going certificate 
is requiredi in order to qiialify a candidate for examination, the certifi¬ 
cate may be either an Cirdinary certifieate, or a certificate for fore-and- 
aft rigged vessels, or a certificate for foreign-going steamships. 

79. Pilot deftned. —The term “ pilot ” in these rules {see i-ules 
32 and 56) means a pilot who is employed in general pilotage, and 
holds a first class pilot’s certificate from some competent authority 
authorising him to pilot vessels outside harbour and partially smooth 
water limits. A Master Pilot of the Bengal Pilot Service is for the 
purpose of this rule to be considei'ed as a first class pilot. 

80. Nature of Service determined by actual position on board 

ship. — Sea service, in the foreign or home trade, cannot be regarded as 
qu^ifying for examination for certificates of competency unless it can 
be verified by reference to the articles of the ship on which it was per¬ 
formed, e.g., service claimed by testimonial or otherwise to have been 
as Hate when the actual rating as shown by the articles was only^ that 
of boaLswaih. or other petty officer will not be accepted where officer’s 
. service is required. 

. 81. QUBotf^a faarviOfc-^or the purposes of these rules service as 
Eirst i .means service as the ss^or of the three-watch-keepu^ 

officers op hnaf^. u. ship, seiprice as Second Hate means service as next in 
seniority ihd sq Un—for instance scomde, as Junior or auxiliary First 
Hkie''Or Hate under a Chief Officer will count as First Hate's 

Bei^Tioe if Ahe ^Swef Officer did not a watph but otherwise will 
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count UB Second Mate’s Service. Similarly service as junior or 
ausiliary Second Mate or as Second Mate below an auxiliary First 
Mate will count as Second Mate’s service if there were only one watch- 
keeping officer above him. but otherwise will count as Thi rd Mate’s 
service. The facts iu each case must be clearly established by the 
candidate’s testimonials. For the definition of “ watch-keepin|^ 
service ” are rule 84. 

82. Service in poes^ion of certificate. —Officer’s service to be re- 
cof^nised as qualifying fur purposes of examination must be performed 
with tlie requisite certificate as specified in appendix I. The officer’s 
service performed by men who have been duly promoted during the 
course of a voyage, (.fcc rule 85) or who, iu conseciuence of sei'ving in 
vessels plying between ports abroad, have been iinable to obtain the 
necessary certificates, may, however, be recognised, provided that it is 
in other lespects satisfactory. 

8 ;i. Foreign officers. —Foreign officers who wdsh to apply for a 
British certificate of competency must in all cases have pei'formed their 
qualifying officer's service with the requisite British certificate. The 
service may have been performed in foreign vessels if the candidate can 
produce satisfactory testimonials as to conduct and character, and is able 
to prove that tlie service has been in the required (Opacities, and that 
during the peri<<d of service he has held a British certificate of 
competency of the gratle required by* the rules (see rule 80). 

84. In charge of a watch. —When service in charge of a watch in 
eitlier the- foreign or home trade is specified in the rules, candidates 
for cei'tificates of competency as First Male must be able to prove 
that during eiglil nioutbs at least of theii- seJ vice Ihe,- have kept full 
regular walch tluring the v^hole eoyai/e, i.e., from port, to port, which, if 
in the foreign trade, must amount to not less Mian 8 hours of each 24 
hours’ service. Where a c.andidate can prove eigb( months of such full 
sei-vice, service iierfonneJ in cases wliere watches were doubled at any 
time liming the voyi^ige will be accejited as etpiivalent to half the same 
period of, full watch-keeping service. No amount of occasional service 
will, b.v itself, lie accepted as qualifying service. Candidates tor certi¬ 
ficates of competency as Master will be required to have served during 
the whole of the time specified by the rules, in full charge oT a watch, 
and no service performed under the system of double watches, 
except as the senior officer, will.he accepted as qualifying service for a 
certificate of this grade. Great care must be exercised by the Examiners 
and others in regard to such service and unless the candidate produces 
a deal* and satisfactory testimonial specially setting- forth the above 
facts, from the Master or owner of the vessel in which the service was 
performed, it must not be accepted. 

80. Promotion during voynge. —Whenever a man has, from any 
eausp, been legularly promoted on the occurrence of a vacancy in the 
course of the vo.vage from the rank in which he first shipped, and such 
promotion, with the ground on which it has been made, is properly en¬ 
tered ill tbe articles and in the Official Log Book, he will receive credit 
for his service in the higher grade for the perioil .subsequent to his pro¬ 
motion. 


86 . Evidei^ as to Servioe in foreign vessels. —The testimonials of 
service of foreigners and of officers and .seamen who are British sub- 
jec’ts serving in foreign vessels, whicb cannot be verified by the Port 
Officers, must be confirmed either by the Comsul of the country to which 
the ship in which the candidUte served belonged or by some other 
j-ecognised official authority of that counti-y, or by the testimony of 
some credible person on the spot having personal knowledge of the facts 
required to be established. Tlie production, however, of such proofs 
will not of necessity be deemed sufficient. Each case will be decided 
on its own merits, and if the sufficiency of the proofs given appears to 
be at all doubtful, it must be referred to the local Government for 
decision. 


87. Auxiliary •tM’Mr ahipe. —Service m-vesBels with auxiliary steam 
or motor jmwer which usC their propelling -machine^ .only in calms or 
during li^^t ^nds, is compdeted as servioe pbriormed in ssilixig vusels. 


88. Staarntra.-:—In the case of ^tou^rslbn steamers only

accepted^ '' 

whose servme* Jheen performed in eajiiacities <Aiker than ,'apimiliice, 
mdahipiban„ ommit, i^rdtaaxy seamax^ «rt?. ame ; a im ma nH>--e.p., men who 
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have served as carpeiiter, or sailmaker, or as cook in small vessels where 
cooking is only a part of a man's duty—^will he required to satisfy the 
Port Officer that they have during the whole time clainied perf«>rnied 
deck duties in addition l,o tlieir own particular work, and that they have 
a good knowledge (jf seainanship. These facts may possibly he proved 
by the production of satisfactory certificates from the Masters with whom 
the candidate has served ; Imt 8u<‘,h service will only be accepted as equi¬ 
valent to two-thir<ls of the time served as or<linary deck hand. Failing 
satisfactory evidence, the ap^dicant will be required to perform addi¬ 
tional Bervi«!e in the caj)Hcity of seaman. Service as cook tandcr other 
conditions than the above), «>r as steward, puiNser, will not he accepted. 

90. ^ Service as wireless operator. — If a candidate has been engaged 
on articles of ngret'inent as seaman or in any seaman rating arid has 
served bfdh as a seaman and us a wireless operator two-tliirds of such 
service nin.\’ be counted as qualifying sei’vice. Hut the candidate must 
prove that during the whoh' period claimed he performcil deck duties in 
addition to the duties of a wii’ele.ss ojrerator. 

If a candidate- has tieen engaged on arti«-les of agreement as a wireless 
operator and has served as such, one ipiarter of the sei-vii-e uj) to a max¬ 
imum of twelve months may he counted as qualifying servic^e. 

91. Service in fishing or pilot vessels. —Service performed exclu¬ 
sively in trawlers and other «!e.ep sea fishing vessels, or in yiilot vessels, 
will not (pialify a candidate for examination. Ho must in aihlition 
prove the following service: — 

(r/) h'or a Forr-igii-goiiig certificate, iservicc for at least IK months in 
an ordinary trading vessel in the. foreign tr-ade, or- the eqni- 
I'alcat [leriod, 27 months, in the home or coasting tr'adc. 

th) For- a nonu--Trade Slii]i cci't ificate, service for at least twelve 
months in an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign, home, 
or coasting trade. 


92. Service in yachts. —Syr-vice in irleasnre yachts will he accepted 
as qwalifying service under' the following cnndit.ions : — 

(fi) It must, in all cases lie veritiial by SHtisfacloi'.\' jiroots, which 
must s<>l forth clearly and in detail the natun* and dui'ation 
of iho si-rvicc claimed, and it. must he distinctly understood 
tliaf. oiil_\' actual isea service will he accepted, ancl that service 
in harhoiir or jior'f i.s inadmissible. 

(h) Service in foreign-going yachts will be acr^ejjted in full; and 
s(‘i'vic<- performed within Home-Trade limits in sailing yachts 
id' not li-ss than 50 tons’iiet register or in steam yachts of not 
less (hail SO tons gross register ■will he accepted in the propor¬ 
tion stated in rule 75; but candidates must also show (1) for 
a Foreign-going certificate, service for at least 18 months in 
an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign trade, or for the equi¬ 
valent ja-i'iod, 27 months, in an ordinary trading vessel in the 
home or coasting trade; (2) for a Home-Trade ship certificate, 
iservicc foi- at least 12 months in an or<linarv trading vessel 
in the foi'cigii, home or coasting trade. 

(c) (Service within Home-Tj'adc limits in sailing yachts of 20 tons 
net register, or in steam yachts of 40 tons gross register, will 
he accepted towards qualifying a candidate for a foreign- 
going ccrlificate as equivalent to half the .suriie lime served 
in the foreign trade, but no amount of such .service shall count 
as jiioro than two years’ service in the foreign trade, and no 
such service shall count as officer’s service, to qualify candidates 
for foj-eign-going (certificates. 

{d) Service within home-trade limits in sailing yachts of not les.s 
than 20 tons net register, or in steam yacht of not. loss than 
40 tons gross register, will be accepted at the ordinary rate 
as (.lualifyiiig service for Home-Trade iKhip cert ificate-, but 
candidates must prove that they lyivc' in addition served for 
at lea.st 12 months in an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign, 

honte, or coasting trade.

(e) Service within Home-Trade limits in sailing yachts of less than 
20 tons net register, or in steam yachts of lo.ss than ^ tons 
gross i*egisl.er, will not be accepted as qiialifying service for 
any class of certifloat©. ^ 
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93. Service in tuge. War Depn’tment veesels, eto.— Service per¬ 
formed in outflide partially smooth water limits may be occepted 

as sea service for the purpose of qualifyinjf a c!andidate for a Mate’s or 
Master’s certificate for Home-Trade Ships only. 

Service performed in War Department veasels employed outside par¬ 
tially smooth water limits may be accepted as sea service to c^ualify a 
candidate for a Mate’s or Master’s certificate for home-trade ships only. 
This tservice cannot be ac<*epted towards qualifyiiiff a candidate for a 
Forei|Q'n-ffoin|Q' certificate, unless there should be some very exi’eptional 
circumstances, when the case, together with all the candidate’s papers, 
should be submitted to the I’oi't Officer for his consideration. 

94. Service in dredgers. —Service in steam hopper barges may, sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of rule 90, be allowed to c*ount towards qualifying 
a candidate for a Mate’s certificate of competency for home-trade ships 
provided the candidate can prove at least two years’ 8ervi<*e in an ordinary 
trading vessel in either the home, coasting, or foreign trade. Service 
in these steam hoppers will not be accepted as officer's service towards 
qualifying a candidate for a Master’s certificate. 

9b. Service in lightships or engine-room. —Service in lightships or 
in an engine-room will not be accepted as sea service. 

•V 

96. Service on rivers. —Service performed on rivers, no matter of 
what size, and service performed within smooth or partially smooth water 
limits will not be accepted. 

Where any doubt whatever ‘'xists on this point, the candidate will be 
required to produce a certificate from the Master or owner of the vessel 
in which the service was performed, before the .service can be accepted. 

97. Service in csble ships. —A candidate, a fiart of whose .lualify- 
ing service has been performed in cable shijis, uill be leqiiiicil to pio- 
duce, ill addition to the usual evidence of sea service, a statement or 
certificate from the owners of the vessel showing the amount of time 
actually .spent at sea. If the time so spent constitutes or exceeds two- 
thirds of the total time on articles, this total time may be accepted in 
full as qualifying service, but in the evpnt of the actual .sea seivice 
falling below this proportion, the deficiency must Vie imade up Viy addi¬ 
tional service at sea before the total time on articles can be accepted in 
full as qualifying pervice. 

98. Training shjps.^ —Time served on board a training ship will be 
allowed to count as equivalent to one-half the same time spent in .sei vice 
at sea, up to a limit of two years (i.e , no length of service will be allowed 
to count as more than one year at sea), provided that the candidate can 
produce a certificate from the Committee or Captain Superintendent that 
he has conducted himself creditably and pasised a good examination in 
seamanship so far ns it is practised in the training ship, as well as in 
other matters down to the time of his leaving the ship. Training ship 
service will not be regarded as equivalent to service in .square-rigged ves¬ 
sels. A .similar concession is allowed in the case of time spent at the 
Nautical College, Pangbourne. 

99. Shore Sohools for nautical training. —Time spent at a school for 
Nautical Training conducted on premises ashore may be allowed to count 
subject to age limit laid down in rule 100 in some proportion, not exceed¬ 
ing one-half, as service at .sea provided that—^ 

{a) the school is recognised under the appropriate Regulations by 
the Board of Education or by the Scottish Education Depart¬ 
ment as the case may be; 

(h) after an inspection by one of their officers ihe Board of Trade 

are satisfied that the school gives a training that justifies time 
spent there being reckoned as part of the necessary tjualify- 
ing time for a certificate of competency; 

(c) the candidate produces a satisfactory certificate as regards con¬ 
duct and proficiency from the authorities of the school on 
leaving it. 

The schools to which these arrangements may apply are of three 

kinds: — 

(i) Schools at which a boy resides and receives training for a 

period of years : the maximum remission of sea service that 
will be allowed in respect of attendance at such a school will 
be fixed at the time of approval ; it will never exceed 12 

monihs. 
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(it) Courses in navigation and seamanship at junior Technical 
Schools or similar non-i'esidential institutions wliii-h boys 
attend before going to isea: the maxiiiiuni reniission of sea 
service, in these cases will be fixed at the time of approval; 
it will never exreed six months. 

{Hi) Senior (bourses in Navigation at Technical f)r other similar non- 
residentinl Schools which candidates attend after comj)letiug 
the whole or the larger part of the serviev required t«) qualify 
for examination for a second Mate's Certificate: (lie maxi¬ 
mum remission of sea service in these cases will lie fixed 
at the time of approval; it will never exceed three months. 

• 

In the case of schools of classes (//) ami (Hi) the certificate which the 
candidate produces [ clause (r) above] must in addition testify to the 
candidate's continuouis and regular attendance at all the approved classes 
and also in the **ase of schools of class (Hi) must state the total number 
of hours during which he has attended at the school. 

A candidate who at different times has attended two or moic approved 
schoeds of Nautical Training will be allowed a remission of sen service 
in respect of attendance at each of them subject to the condition that 
the total remission of sea service in respect of attendance at apjiroved 
schools will not in any event exceed 12 months. 

Time spent at approved schools will not be accepted in lieu of any 
part of the officer's service required to ipiulify- a candidate for examina¬ 
tion for a certificate as First ISIate or Master; or in lien of sea service 
required in ' onsequenco of failure in seamanship (see rule 15). 

A list of approved schools of nautical training is given in Appendix 

I. 


100. Training ships and schools: Age limit.- No allowance will be 
made in respect, of time spent on board training ships or at schools of 
iiauticu] training after the 1st January 1025. by boys younger than 14. 
Time so spent before the 1st .laiiuary 1925, will not be affected by thi.s 
alteyitioii. regardless of the date at which the c*andidates concerned 
present themselves for examination. 

lt)l. Apprentices. —The whnlr of the time claimed under indentures 
of apprenticeship will be accepted as actual sea service to qualify under 
rule 20 for a Sec*oiid Mate’s certificate ]>rovided (n) that the indenture's 
have not. been cancelled through some fault «)f the candidate, but are 
endorsed by the owner or Master to whom ho was bound to the effect that 
he has peifr>rmed his .service faithfully during the time he remained as 
apprentice; and (5) that the candidate has served at sen four-fifths of 
ihe time claimed, that is to say, has not spent more than one-fifth of the 
time in home ports.* 

In cases wdiere an apprentice is qualified for examination before the 
expiration of his indentures, e.fj., where he has hud training ship or other 
sea service prior to being bound, W'hich, together with his actual time as 
apprentice, makes up the required four-years, f»r where his indeutures 
are for a period of more than four years, a. letter from the Owner or 
Master will be accepted in place of the endorsement I'eferred to above. 

In the event of tile ciindidate being short of the rcciuired four-filths of 
the time claimed ns apprentice out of the United Kingdom, he will be 
required to show sufficient additional sea service, either as si>amnn or 
junior officer to make up four-fifths of the time claimed. 

The above stated general (‘oncessioii to apprentices cannot, however, 
be taken to cover a case in which during a large, proportion of i he iieriod 
of apprenticeship, the vessel on which the apprentice is serving has 
been laid up in^ a foreign port. The proportion of the period of 
apprenticeship which can be aciiepted as qualifying service in such a 
case is dependent on the actual circumstances and each ca.se will be 
considered on its merits. The Local Government are jirejinred <(> make 
as generous an allowance for such service as they properly can, but 
they are unable to forego the essential con'dition' that caii’didafes for 
certificates of competency must have sufficient I'xperience of actual 
sea service.

Midshipmen and oadats* —The whole of th(> time nerved an mid¬ 
shipman or radet under indenture.s will also be acc^epted subject to 
the name e<i 7 iclilions ns those laid down for apprentices; and ihe same 
will be the cnse even when not bound by indentures, provided Ihat the 
servie.e ns nii<lsliipman or cadet has been continuous, and that on the date 
of the terTiiination <»f the period of service claimed in this capa<-ity the 
candidnl<- was on urtiedes of aprreement, and that he is able to comply with 
the requirements laid down in the matter of serving' oi- making up the 
four-fifths period at sea during the time claimed. 

lO.'l. LighthoUSS tsndsrs. —Service performed in the sea-going steam 
vesisels of the Trinity House, of the Commissioners of Northern Light¬ 
houses or of the (joinmisisoners of Irish Lights, or in Irish and Scotch 
Fishery Cruisers, will be accepted as sea service for the purpose of- (quali¬ 
fying a candidate for examination for a home-trade ship certificate; but 
for a foreign-going certificate a candidate must show in addition to this 
service calculated in accordance with rule 7.') at least twelve months in 
an ordinstry trading vessel. In order to (qualify n candidate for an 
ordinary certificate, this twelve months must have been performed in 
a square-rigged sailing vessel. 

104. Service in R^al Navya —Officers of the Koyal Navy are at lib¬ 
erty to apj)ly for certificates of service and to be examined for certificates 
of competency in the Mercantile Mai'ine, but the Lords Oommissioner.s 
of the Admiralty have directed that the applicatjon of officers on the 
active list should be made through their commanding officers, and that 
the aj)j>lications of officers on half-pay should be made l(j the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, who, in either case, will forward Ihe aqiplication to 
the Boai-d of Trade. In the case of Royal Indian Mai'inc officers, nopli- 
cations for certificates of service ishould be made on a lo inled form Exn. 
IS, which will l)e supplied free of charge on apjd lent ion to the Director 
of the Royal Indian Marine. Applicants on dut\ in India should sub- 
inif their claims l.o the Direc’tor for transmission to the (loveriiment of 
India and the India Office. Officers on leave in England should sulunit 
their claims to the India Office on the printed form which ma^' be ob¬ 
tained from that office. 

The conditions on which certificates of servi((e are issued arc stated 
in rule fi8. o 

HE). Qualifications required of Naval and Indian Marine Officers.— 

OflBcerK of the RoyaJ Navy or of the Royal Indian Marine who wish to be 
examined for cc'rtificates of competency in the Mercantile Marine will be 
required to prove the follo'wing service, and if an officer wishes to obtain 
the ordinary certificate for foreign-going ships he must prove that at least 
twelve months of this required period was served under isail alone : — 

(a) For second Mate. The officer must qirove four years’ scj’vice at 
sea. 

(/>) For only Mate. Five years’ service at sea. 

(c) For F''inst Mate or Master. The oflHcer must prove that he has 
attained the rank of lieutenant in the Royal Navy, or in the 
Royal Indian Marine. 

ion. Service in Naval Training Colleges. —Time spent at the Naval 
College at Darmouth will, .subject to the conditions laid down in I'ule 99, 
he permitted td count as equivalent to one-half the saiiu* time spent in 
service at sea, and a similar allowance wull be made in j'espect of lime 
spent (in courses on ishore after promotion to the Acting Suh-Jjieut,enent. 
subject to the condition that the total reniissirin of sea service in respect 
of all time spent on shore shall"not exceed twelve months. Time spent 
in shore training will not be accepted in lieu of watch-keeping service. 

iOT. Service in Royal Naval Reserve. —liieutenants, sub-lieuten¬ 
ants, ami acting sfub-heutenants of the Royal■ Naval Reserve who 
perform sea service on board His Majesty’s ships, will if accompanied 
by a good report, be allowed to count .such service as if it had been 
performed in foreign-going merchant ships, and the service will rank 
according to the certificate of competency held by the candidate at the 
time. 

The time spent in periodical training in the Royal Naval Rtt^erve 
on board sea-going vessels of the Royal Navy, if accompanied by a good 
report, will be accepted in full, but in the case of midshipmen, will not 
count as oflficer’s service. In the case of service in Harbour ships and 
shore establishments of the Royal or Dominion Navies, only one-half of 
the time will be accepted as sea service, and no such service must amount 
to more than one-fourth of the time required for the particular grade 
pf certificate applied for.

111. No strangers admitted. —No person will be ullo^wed in the 
room during the examination othei than those w'hose duties reijiiire 
them to he prt'Sent. 

No instrmdors will be allowed on tlie premises. 

112. Books and papers strictly forbidden. —Candidates are prohib¬ 
ited from bringing into the examination room books or pajjers tif any 
kind Avhtttevcr. The slightest infringement of this rule will subject the 
olfeiuler to all the penalties of a failure, and he will not be allowed t(» 
pj'eseiit himself for re-examination for a j)eriod of three luonthis. 

113. All work to be shown. —No candidate will be allowed to work 
out his problems on w’astc jiape.r, or to write on the blotting paj)er sup- 
I)lied for his use in the examinution.

Degree of preoieion required. —^Degree of precision required in 
the solution of the problems : —

Examination in SiaNALtiNa. 

The examination in Signalling should in nil cases and for all grades commence 
with an examination in the International C!odo and bo followed by an examina¬ 
tion in the Allied Signal Maiinal, including Morse Flashing, f'lagwaving and 
Semapiiore. 

tnternational (’ode .—Examiners are recommended to frame the examination 
111 the riiteniationnl Code of Signals, upon the instrnctions and illustrations 
given at the coniiiieiicement of Parts J and II of the Signal Books. The informa¬ 
tion there given will be lonnd snfTieienL to indicate all the charii(Nteristi(.-s of 
the (Jode. 

By the form of the hoist, an observer can at sight iiiulcrstniid the nature of 
any signal he sous flying; the examinatioii should, therefore, tend to elicit a 
I'lcur kiiowlcclge of all the distinctive features of the tlodi'. 

With this object in view, the examiners should question the c.anxlidates as 
to the distinguishing forms of the respective hoists, which will be indicated 
according as a burgee, a pennant, or a square Hag is uppermost, and also 
with regard to the number of flags, and the position of the Code flag w’hen 
used in tiie hoist; making the 1, 2, .'1 and 4 flag signals with the Hags supplied 
ii>r the piirpo.se, and varying the signals made, showing 2 and flag signals, with 
and witliolit the Code flag included, or a Ceographical or a Vocahular.y signal, 
the name of a inorchant ship or of a ship of war. 

As the two latter signals would not be found in the Hignal Book, the uandidate 
should know where to find them and how to look them out. 

Tl lu candidate should:—i.u) Be aole to read a signal at sight, so far as to 
name the flags compusing the hoist, (h) Know the use of the Code pennant 
and of the pennants C and D, “ Ves " .and “ .No," also c, the two burgees 
A and B, and the sipiare nags S and P, and the flags ii.sed to indicate cholera, 
plague, etc., on Ixmrd, and the (luaiantine flag, (c) lb' inquired to signal some 
wor<l or words not included in the voeabnlary of the Code either by letters 
or by the Spelling Table (i>agc blti) or both. (</) Have a knowledge of tho 
Distant Signals, and of their object, and the difl’erent modes of signalling 
therewith, (r) Know the special Morse signals indicated by i-ertain letters us 
given on page 550. (/) Have a good knowledge ot the Distress Signals and 
understand the penalty which may be incurrod by their improjier use. 

Tho International Code is used on board ifti.s Majest.v’s ships, and it has 

been adopted by all the principal Maritime Powers for their iniolic as well 

as merchant ships. 

Allied Sitjnul Manvnl .—Candidates will be exiiected to know tho meaning of 
any or all of the single flag signals given therein, and tho significations of 
the Pilot .I.aek when incorporated in a hoist. They should also bo required 
to make or read from the Pilot .lack table a hoist given by the .Examiner. 
Candidates need not bo expei-ted l.o commit the Pilot Jack table to iiioinory, 

hnt there should bo no hositation whatever in making or reading n signal. 

They should also know how to recognise any of tho special Higiials given al 
the end of the Allied Bigiial Manual. 

Morse. Flastiiiiy, Flagwiiriiig and <SVwttji/iore.—Candidates for the voluntary 
exaniiiiatioii in signalling will be required to uLtuin n minimum speed of 12 
words a minute in semaphore, 10 words a minute in Morse flashing and 6 W'ords 
u minute in Morse flugwaving (the average length of a word being taken as 
C letters). 

Candidates fur other certificates will only iio required In attain a speed of 
C words a minute in Morse flashing and .5 words n minute in Morse flagwuving 
and 10 words a ihinnte in Memaphore. 

In the ordinary examination, it will bo sufficient if in Morse flashing a ouiidi- 
duto is given a test card and u spelling message of *10 words, in Morce flugwaving 
a spelling message uf 10 words, and in Henmphure a spoiling message of 25 
W'ord.s. 

In the voluntary examination in signalling, tho Bemuphore test will be a spoil¬ 
ing nio.ssuge of 50 words. 

The Morse, flashing and flugwaving test will be a tost message {see Allied 
Bignal Manual) followed by a spelling message of 26 words. 

The candidates must attain a degree of accuracy of at least 60 per cent, 
both in making and reading in each method, i.e., Flashing, FiAgwaving and 
Hemaphore. 

In the examination in Morse fla.shing and flagwaving tho candidate should • 
be first required to make a test message, followed by a spelling message of. 
25 words. The examiner should then make a teet message followed by a spell—, 
ing message of 25 words to be read by the candidate. 

The same procedure must be observed in the Semaiihore examination, except 
that, as a test message is not given, the candidate will be required to make a - 
spelling message of 56 words and then to read a message of 50 words made by 
the Examiner. The Semaphore messages may be made either by hand flags or 
mechanical Semaphore or both at the diseratioo of the Examiner.' 
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In the Morse flnsiiiri(( and SagwavinK examinstion, marks will be allotted 
for the test niessago in the proportion of 50-7H of a mark for each correct 
letter (see table at back of test card), and for the spelling message 2 marks foi 
each correct word or group of figures. The candidate must for a pass gam an 
aggregate of at least 90 per cent, of the maximum marks in l>r>th spelling and 
test messages. 

In the Semaphore examination 2 marks will be allotted for each correct uurd 
and 90 per cent, of the maximum must he obtained for a pass. 

The spoiling message is loft to the discretion of the K.xamincr, and nmv he 
a passage from any book or newspaper in Kiiglish. AVhon the passage con(i<ins 
figures and the cvindidate does not. choose to spell them out, the Examiner should 
sec that the ]»roper signs are made before and after the figures. 

The message ns read by the candidate should be taken down by another candi 
date vithore possible, otherwise l>y a clerk, or other per.a>ii according as (he 
Kxaminer may deem expedient. 

(Inndidates should be thoroughly tested in the various signs and the ))rocc(l>v- 
of calling lip, sending and answering a signal, ns Ini<l down in the Allied Higo;'' 
Manual, and this course should always he st.rictl.v adhered to. 

Particular attention .should be paid by Kxaminors to the accurate spaidnc. .-r 
the Morse signs, and to the iiiti'rvals between letters and words, both in (Insh'og 
and flngwaving, and also to the correct milking of the Semaphore signs. Aiiv 
ati.cmjited increase of speed at the oxpcii.se of ai'curac.v should he disconragod. 

1’ho block letter tost and spelling message as read by the candidate shonhl 
bo forwarded on the Form Kxn. 19o, together w'ith tin' percentage of inark.s 
iilintted and report on the Korin Kxn. 19h to the Port Officer, with an.v rpin.irk< 
ihe Kxaminer ma.v have fo add with respect to the examination.

I'rrUiiihiiir!/. 

These Rules shall he followed by all i-e.ssels upon the high seas and in all 
wati'rs eonneeted therewith navigable by sea-going ve-sels. 

Tn till' following Rules every steam vcs.sel which is under sail and not under 
steam is to be considered a .sailing ve.sscl, and everi' vessel under Rteain, wlietlii'r 
under sail or not, it to be considered a steam vessel. 

The word “ steam vessel ” shall include an.v ves.sel propelled by mnehinery. 

A ves.sel is “ under way ” within the meaning of those Rules, when she is 
not at anchor, or made fast, to the shore or aground. 

liulex vonverning lights, rfr. 

Tho word “ AMsible ” in these Rules, when applied to lights, shall mean visible 
on a dark night with a clear atmosphere. 

Article 1. The rules ooncerning lights shall be complieil with in all weathers 
from suiiBct to BUnri.se and during such time no other lights which may he- mis¬ 
taken for the prescribed lights shall be exhibited. 

Article 2. A steam ve.s.sol when under wsy shall curry: — 

(ffl) Oil or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foremasi. then 
ill the fore part of the vessel, at a height above the hull, of not 
less than 20 feet, and if the breadth ’of tlie ve-.sel exceeds 20 feet, 
then at a height above the hull not less than such a breadth, so, 
however, that the light need not be carried at a greater height above 
the hull than 40 trot, a bright white light so eoiLstrueted as to 
ahow a.n unbroken light over an arc of tho horiaon of 20 points of 
tlie evompass. so fixed as to throw tlie light 10 imints on each side 
of the vessel, vi*., from light ahead to 2 points abaft the henrn 
on either side, and of such a character as to bo visible at a distance 
of at least 6 mile*. , 
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(b) On the starheard side a green light so constrticted as to show an 
unbrolcm light over an are of the horizon of 10 points of the oompaas, 
so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft 
the beam on the starboard side, and of such a character as to be 
visible at a distance of at least 2 miles. 

(r) On the port side a red Ifght so constructed as to sliow an unbroken 
light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass, so 
fixed as to throw tlie light from right ahead to two noints abaft 
the ixuim on the port side, and of such a diameter as to he visible at 
a distance of sit least two miles. 

(d) The said green and red side-lights shall he fitted with in-board screens 
projecting at least :i feet forward from the light, so as to prevent 
these lights from being seen across the bow. 

(r) A steam vessel when under way may carry an additional white light 
similar in construction to the light mentioned in subdivision (ft). 
These two lights shall be so placed in line wdtli the keel that one 
shall be at hiast 15 feet higher than the other, and in such a 
position with reference to each other that the lower light shall lie 
forw’ard of the npiier one. 'I'he vertical distance between these lights 
shall be less than the horizontal distance.

(Il) A vessel enniloyed in laying or in picking tip a telegraph cable shall c;irr.y 
ill the same position as the wdiite light mentioned in Article 2 («), am? if a 
iteani vessel, in lieu of that light, three lights in a vertical line one over the 
other, not less than fj feet a))tirt. The highest and lowest of those lights shall 
be red, and the middle light shall be while, and they shall be of siieli ii character 
IIS to lie visible all round the horizon, at a distance of at least 2 miles. Hy 
dn.v she shall carry in a vertical line one over the other, not less than 0 feet 
apart, where they can liest be seen, three shapes nol less than 2 feel in diaiiieHir. 
of whieh the highest and lowe.st shall be globular in sbape and red in colour, 
and the middle one diamond in sbape and white. 

(r) The vessel referred to in tliis Artiide when not making wn.v through the 
W'aler, shall not earr.v the side-lights, but when making W’liy shall carry them. 

(d) The lights and shapes required to he shown by this .Artic.le are to be 
la ken by other vessels as signals that the vessel showing them is not under 
roinmand and eannot therefore get out of the way. 

These signals are not signals of ve.ssels in distress and requiring a.s.si.stayce, 
Snell signals are contained in Article dl. 

Article .5. A sailing ve.ssel under way. and aii.v vessid being towed, shall carry 
the same lights ns are prescribed by Article 2 for a stcniii vessel under way, with 
the c.xciqition of the white lights mentioned therein, which the.v shall never earr.v. 

Artii'le 6. Whenever, as in the ease of small vessels under wa.v during the bad 
woatlier, the green and red side-lights eannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept 
at hand’ lightod_ and ready for use, and shall, on .the apjiroaeh of or to other 
ves.sels, lie exhibited on their respeetive sides in siifflcieiit time to prevent c/)]1i.sinn, 
in sneb manner ns to make them most visible; and so that tlie green light shall 
i.ot he .seen on the port side nor the red liglif on the starboard side, nor, if 
liraetieable, more than 2 (loiiits abaft the beam on their respeetive sides. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain uncr easy, the lanterns 
containing them shall each be painted outside with the colour of the light they 
rospeetivmy contain, and shall lie provided witli proper screens.

Examination of a Mabteb or Matf. in Htbam. 

The examination is partly vira voce, and extends to n. general knowledge of 
the practical use of coal and oil fuel and working of steam engines including 
turbines and boilers, and of the various valves, fittings, and pieces of inachiner.y 
connected with them and of the way in which electric lighting is carried out on 
board ship. 

Candidates must: — 

(a) Have a thorough grasp of the construction .of the steam engine and boiler, 
to enable them to understand the nature and importance of any defect 
which may bo reported to them by the Chief Engineer. 

(h) Know the names and understand the uses of the various parts of engines 
and boilers, and their connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

(r) Havo a knowledge of the strength of materials, of the principal repairs in 
connection with engines, boilers and pipes, and how these repairs 
are accomplished. 

(d) Bo able to form an independent opinion as to a breakdown, and the c^mse- 

quent propriety or impropriet.y of proceeding under steam with tem¬ 
porarily repaired or defective machinery. 

(e) Understand how to estimate approximatelv the reduction of fuel required 

for reduced speed, and be able to satisfy themselves as to the sufficioncy 
of the (x>al or other fuel on board for the voyage. 

(/) Have an intelligent grasp of the general run of pipes and connections in 
the engine-room, the working 01 cocks, the opening ajid closing of cock.s 
and valves, and know how mistakes of importance may be made and 
how best to guard against such mistakes. 

( 0 ) Be capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a set of boilers^ under- 
, stmM the working of the water gauge, and be Able to guard against 
being misled by fuse indications of the gauge glass. 

(h) Understand the operations of blowing down and surfacing, the reasons for 
Butdi practices and the danger which may result from the ^ neglect of 
them m certain oircumstanoea. 
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A Master or Mate presenting himself for examination in steam must be under¬ 
stood to have mode up for his want of practical experience by reading about the 
steam engine. He ought, therefore, to show that he intelligently understands the 
rationale of its action. Under this head he should be able to stato approximately 
the quantity of heat required in the formation of steam, the relation of “ latent ” 
heat to “ sensible ” heat, how much steam can be raised by the c-ombiistioii of one 
pound of coal, what horse power measure is, what indicated horse-power is, what 
IS the action of the slide valve, the course of the steam throi^h the engine, the 
advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive action is show’n by the 
indicator diagram. 

Ho should know the uses of the various parts of the engines and dynamos used 
for electric lighting, and how they and the cables are fitted in tlie hull; how 
wires are jointed, insulated and cased; why it is desirable that they should be 
led along places wliich are dry and acfiessible; what “ short circuiting ” is and what 
are the causes which produce it; what is its danger in coal bunkers and petroloiini 
carrying steamers; wliat are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why it is so 
important to prevent short circuiting taking place. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty 
questions in engineering knowledge. 'I'liese questions will not be difficult, 
theoretical, or book questions, but such as any man of ordinary capacity who has 
a fair amount of practical knowledge of the use and working of the steam-engine 
ought to answer. 

Hxaminers will require all candidates to fill up a form, £xn. loh, and they 
will forw'ard it to the Port Offi<-er, Calcutta, with the report of the examination. 

If a candidate refers to any book, paper or memorandum, or obtains information 
from another candidate or any other persons during the examination, he will be 
treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will be exeluded from further 
examination for such p<;riod ns the Loeal Governiiient will determine. 

The Kxamiiiers will report, in the ease of f.ailure, the nature of the question 
or qiiestiuiiK that decided the failure, or the [mint in the management of the 
engines .ir boilers in which the candidate was deficient. 

Applicants fur the voluntary exuniinution need nut necessarily have served 
on board ste.aiuships; all that is re(|uired is that they shall have u pructieul 
knowledge of the use uiid working of the steam engine. 

Practieul knowledge is best gained in the engine-room ; and the exuininatiu,i 
of an irfHcer wlio does not [irudiiee official evidcuice of service in steamships, and 
of experience of engines musf. necessarily bo more searr-hing than in the ease of 
one who produces evidence of siieh service and experience. 

The answers to the Questions in Kngineering Knowledge are frequently given 
by eandidules ns learned by rote from a book. Clandidates should, therefere, he 
asked Niieli ril'd rarr questions as will necessitate answers in different words, 
so UN to (Jlsi'over whether tliey have the root of the mutter in them. 

A large part of tlie rird vorr examination should be eundneted on board a 
steamer, preferably one with wliieh the* eandidate is uuaequaiiited. He sliuiild be 
told to look about and try to find out the arrangement of the nnieJiinery without 
assistunci-. and the Kxuniinor .should he in the engine-room to see that this inde¬ 
pendent examination is jiroperly carried out. Wlien the eandidate reports that lie 
thinks he knows the arrangement, the Kxttiiiitior will question him on the uses of 
the parts, get him to point out the different eylinders, pumps, valves, condenser, 
etc. ; also the dyiiumo, its field magnets, armature, eomnintators, bru.slies eables, 
etc. 'i'he eandidate must show that he understaiids the run of the pipes in the 
bilges, not nece.ssurily that lie has gone ovc“r every one of them, hut he ought to 
he d-reoted to triiee, ut least, one important range of pipes, and to thoroughly 

sutisiy the Kxaniiiier that he could be safely trusted to muiii]>iilute the valves or 

cocks in c■• 1110(^1011 therewith. It will not often b*? [iractieablo for the candidate 
actually to work engines under steam, but he must satisfy the Kxaniiiier that he 
knows luiw to do so, and that he is aware of the preeivutions to be taken in 

legard to water in the c.vlinders, etc. It is most important that a candidate 

should show that, in the event of nn accident depriving him of the assistance 
of Kngineers, he knows what to do to safely take his vessel to an anchorage, or 
to stop the engines and proceed under sail alone. 

The examination of u Mate in steam is the same o-s that of u Master. 1'lie 
knowledge required has no reference to the Mate’s position. 

The Mate ma.v be examined, but sucii exaininatioii im[dies that the Mate may 
one day be u Master, when the possession of the knowledgu will be un advantage 
to him in tho discharge of his duties.

Sight Taari. 

Details as to the conducts of the tests. 

These tes-ts must be cGnduote.d under the strict personal supervision of the 
Examiner. A oarefu) reoord must be kept of all mistakes made by vne candidate 
both in the letter test and in the lantern test. 

Examiner must keep a record of all candidatea passed by him for reference 
when required. 
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I.—^Lbttxb TB8T. 

1. L*tt*r tMt to bo passod first. —^Tho first test which the candidate is required 
to undergo is the letter test, nml until he has passed this test ho must not be 
allowed to proceed further with ttu' exaniinivtion. 

2. Apparatus used. —1'ho letter test to be used for all candidates is that 
conducted on Snellens’ principle by means of sheets of letters. 

3. Objoot Of the tost.— The object of the letter test is to determine whether 
the candidate can reach a suifieient stniidard ol visual acuteness, or, in other 
words, to find out whether his eyesight is good or had. 

4. Standard of wioion required. —Every candidate for a first certificate of 
competency will be required to possess normal vision. With the exceptions 
indicated below (see. paragraph 8), every candidate for a second or higher certificate 
will bo required to possess normal vision. 

hlorinal vision ” is defined, for the purpose ol these Regulations^ as ability 
to read correctly nine of the twelve letters in the sixth line and eight of the 
fifteen letters in the seventh line of a tost sheet pliieed in a good light at a 
distance of 16 feet from the eye. 

The candidate will have the option ol using either eye separately or both eyes 
together. 

6. Speotaoles not allowed. —Jinring the examination in the letter test candidates 
must not be allowed to use speetneles or glasses of any kind, or any other artificial 
aid to vision. 

0. Method of tooting. —The test sheets .should be hung on the wall, in a good 
light, hut not in dirret sunlight, of a lieight of five or six feet from the ground. 
The candidate should he placed ai a distance of exactly 16 feet Iroin the sheets, 
and exactly opposite them. This di.staiice should he carefully measured, and 
should never in any circumstances he varieil. 

One of the sheets should tl en he exposeil, .and the eandidate should he asked 
to read the letters on each sheet, hegiiining at the lop aim going downwards. Any 
mistakes which he makes should In- carefully iioteil. If then it is found that ho 
has road correctly at least nine letters in the sixth li.ie and eight letters in the 
seventh line of a sheet, the eandidate ma.v he i-onsidered to have normal vision, and 
should be marked “ passed ’’ in the approjiriate column of the form of application 
(Exn. 2 or Exn. 2A, us the case may he). 

7. Passing or failure. —If at tlio conclusion of the test the landidate is found 
to reach the required stuiidard, he may be considered to have passed, and the 
examiner should proceed with the lantern test. If the candidate faiU to reach 
the standard required for the certificate entered for. ho .should bo tested witji 
at least four sheets, and the Examiner should fill in u Eorm, Exn. 17b, and should 
forward it, with any remarks lie may wish* to make, to the Principal ^Examiner 
for his instructiofis as to whether the candidate is to be regarded us passing or 
us failing in fufin vision. Kuilure to puss tlie letter test is due to some defect in 
form vision and the Board are advised that such defects are sonietimes curable 
whenever therefore a candidate fails to jiass this tost the examiner .‘^hould advise 
him to consult an opthalmic surgeon with u viea’ to ascertaining what is the 
nature of the defect in his form vision and whether it is curable. 

8. Lowor standard required in certain cases. —Candidates who arc in possession 
of certificates obtained before .January 1st . 15>li, may he regarded as passing letter 
test if they can road correctly with both eyes at least five of tho eiglit letters 
in the fifth line of a test sheet. 

9. Tests to be varied. —The examiner sliould take eare, by varying tho order 
of the test sheets and by every other means in his power, to guard against tho 
possibility of any deception on the part of the candidate. 

10. Result of oxamination to bo reported. —I'ho result of every examination 
in the letter test should be reiiurted, in the (rase of a candidate for a certifi<‘ute 
of competency, to Oovernnient on Form Exn. 2, and to the Port Officer on Form 
Exn. 14 ; and, in the case of a candidate for tho sight tests only, to Covernmeiit 
on Form .Exn. 2A. 


II.—Lantehn Test. 

11. Apparatus. —^A special lantern and a mirror have been provided for this 
test. The lanterns should be placed directly in front of tho mirror, so that the 
front part of the lantern is exactly Iaui feet from tlio mirror. Care should be 
taken that the lantern is properly placed, that is to say, the lights roHcoted in 
the mirror must show clearly when viewed from the position of tho candidate 
on the loft of the lantern. The examiner should always satisfy himself that these 
conditions are fulfilled before commencing the examination. 

12. Oarknaas adaptation.— It is essential that a candidate should he kept in 
a room which is either completely or partially darkened for at least a Quarter 
of an hour before he is required to undergo this test. 

Before the examination commences the Examiner must satisfy himself that the 
room in which it is conducted is so darkened as to exclude all daylight. 

18. Malhod of tasting. —^Tho lantern snpplied for the examination is so con- 
etmoted ae to allow one large or two small lights to be visible, and is fitted with 
.13 g t a ee ee of colours—red, white and grebn. At the commencement of the 

examination the Examiner should show to the candidate a series of lights through 
the la>Ba aperture, and should require him to namis the colours as they y p n e er 
to hjitt. Cara ^onld be taken in showing the wMte light to emphasise ^e raot 
that tito light IS not a pure white. If a oandidAte makes a mistake of calling 
this P.raq ’’.a proper red light shoqld be shoarn immediately .after and the 

oandiaata*b Attantion directed to the diEeranoe between the two. 
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After a series of li'Klits through the large aperture has been shown, the examiner 
should make a complete circuit with the two small apertures, requiring the can¬ 
didate to name the colours of each set of two lights from left to right. To prevent 
any possibility of the order in which the lights ore arranged from being learnt, 
the Kxaminer should at least twice in each circuit go back a varying number of 
colours. 

A record of any mistakes made with either the large aperture or the two 
smaller apertures should be kept on Form Kxn. 17b in accordance with the 
instructions thereon. 

14. PaMing or failure. —If a candidate with oitlicr the large aperture or the 
two smaller apertures of the lantern mistakes red for green or green for red, he 
should be considered to hove “ failed ” in the lantern test. 

If the only mistake made by the candidate with the lantern, is to call the white 
light “ rod ’’and if after his attention has been specially directed to tlie diil'erence 
between tlic two he makes no further mistake of this nature, ho should be 
considered to have passed in lantern tost. 

If a candidate makes any other niistuke with the lantern, i.r., if he calls white 
“red ’’ ropoat<‘dI.v or red “while ’’ ut all. or confuses green anil white, his esse 
should bo reported to the Port Officer and he should be told that the decision as to 
whether he is passed or failed, or a further examination is necessary will he com¬ 
municated to him in due course. Pending the receipt of the Port Officer's instruc¬ 
tions such a enndidate should only he nllowiMl to jiroceed with the remainder of the 
oxaniiiiatioii for a certific.ate of competency on the express uridorstandiiig that the 
letter exiiininatioii will he cancelled in the event of failure in the Sight Tests, 

1,5. Further examination and appeals.- If in the eases covered by the preceed- 
ing paragraph the Port Officer decides that a further examination is necessary, 
arrangements will be made for a .s]>ecial e.xuminution. 

If. however, on the report of the ICxaniiner the Port Officer decides that the 
natiiic of the mistakes made shows conclusively that a candidate is so defective 
ar. to render him iiidit to hold a cerl ilicate, the candidate shall be considered 
to have failed. 

In ca.scs where, uimii the report of the Kxaminer, a candidate is failed by 
the Port Officer, ns well as in the cases covered by paragraph 14, (lovernnient 
will be prepared to allow a candidati' who is dissatisfied with this decision to 
appoaf for a special examination, subject to the conditions set out in rule 24.

No. 122 Marine, daled the 12th August 1921. 
NOTIFICATION —By the Government of Hengiii, Murine Department. 


In exercise of the power conferred by .section 10 of tlie Indian Merchutit Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1859 (I of 1859), and in s'uperses,sion of the rules published under 
Bengal Government notification No. S4 Marine, dated the 22nd July 1919, the 
Governor in Council is pJoicsod, wilii the previous .sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, to make the following rules for the grant of certificato.s of 
competenc.v as masters and mates of home-trade sailing vessels of a burden 
exceeding 3(KI tons, but not exceeding 1,000 tons. These rules are sujiplementar.v 
to the rules for the examination of Tiiasters and mates in the Mercantile Marine 
in force in Bengal: — 

Rul*t for examination of oandidates for oertifioates of competency as master and 
mate of home-trade sailing vessels exceeding 300 tons, but not exceeding 
1,000 tons burden. 


A.—Math’s CBitTiricATE. 

1. Mate. —A candidate for mate’s certificate niii.sL be not lo.ss than 19 years 
of age and must have .served four years at sea in (he pcrforinanc'o of deck duties 
in a sea-going vcs,sel of not loss than 100 Ions hurtlon. Kighteeii months of 
this total period of service should have boon rendered in a .square-rigged sailing 
ship. He must be able to road and write h'gihly an Indian vernac-ular language 
or to read and write legibly Knglish and speak an Indian vernacular language. 
He must also satisfy the Fxaniining Board that he has an adeipialc knowledge of 
elementary arithmetic, simple aiul compournl, in Ids own language, up to the 
standard required in the duties of a mat»>. 

2. Examination in navigation. —He must be. able to take a hearing liy I'oiii- 

pass, bo conversant with the use of a Mercator’s cjiart and he able to find on 

either a “true” or “magnetii-" chart or jilan, the course to steer ainf the 
distance from one given jiosition to anotfier. He must also be able to fiiiil the 
position of the ship on the chart by the following methods: — 

(a) cro.ss hearings of two different objects: 

(b) two bearings of the same object, the' cour,se and distance run hetweon 

the two hearings being given. ' 

Ho must iindofstaiid the reduction of soundings, the variation .ind deviation 
of the compass and the wa.v in‘which to apjjly siu-h variation and deviation; 
also the marking, signs, and ahhreviations shewn in a r-hart. He must al.so 
have a working knowledge of the IiitoriiationHl (lotle of Signals. 

3. Examination in Seamanship. —He niust posse.ss a thorough knowledge of 
the Rule of the Rond as regards both steamers and sailing ves.sels, their regula¬ 
tion light and fog and sound signals. He must hi< able to describe; the .signal;, 
of di.stres.s and the signals t.o be made by shijis wanting a pilot, and the 
liabilities and penalties incurred by the misuse of tbese signals, also the- use and 
management of the rocket apparatus in the event of his vessel being stranded. 
He must be able to murk and u.se the lead and log lines and to manugo a ship’s 
boat in heavy weather. Ho must have a thorough knowh-dge of anchor work, 
mooring and unm(»oring vo.ssels, boat hoisting anri lowering anil making and 
furling sail. He must Ik? able to road and iitidcrstand the. .Haronietcr, the 
Thermometer and Aneroid. He must also understand the general roquiroment.s 
of praotical seamanship and be able to answer any (juestions of a nature ap)ior- 
tining to the duties of n Mate which the Examining Board may think proper 
to put to him. 


B.- MASTKU'ti Crrtivicatf.- 

• • 

1. Muter. —A candidate for the Master’s eertificato must he not less than 
21 .years of age and must have served five j'ears at sea— 

(a) in the perforinunee of dock duties of which one .voar must have been in 

a capaoit.y not lower than that of first or onl.y Mate of a home-trade 
sailing ship of not less than 100 tons burden whilst holdiiig a Mute's 
certificate for home-trade sailing ships or a second Mate’s Certificate 
for foreign-going vessels; or 

(b) in the performance of dock duties of which two and a half years must. 

have been in a capacity not lower than Second Mate of a home-trade 
sailing ship of not loss than 100 tons burden in charge of a watch while 
holding a Mate’s certificate for homo-trade sailing ship or a Second 
Mate’s certificate for foreign-going vessels; or 

(c) one year of which must have boon in command of a sea-going vessel of not 

less than 100 tons burden. 


He must be able to read and write legibly an Ind ion verhacular language or 
to read and write legibly English and speak an Indian vernacular language and 
he must satisfy the Examining Board that he has a sound knowledge of elemen¬ 
tary arithmetic, simple and compound, in his own language, up.to the stan4i^rd 
required in the duties of a master. 
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2. ExamfiMtMa in navifativn.—^In ^wldition to the qualificatiotis required of 
a Mate, a candidate for a Master’s certificate will be required to find on a 
chart the course to steer by compass in .orfer to counteract the effects of a 
given current and to find the distance, the ship will make good towards a given 
point in a given time. He will also be required to find latitude by a meridian 
altitude of the sun and find wmipass corrections by amplitude or azimuth and 
prove that he is familiar with the use of the sextant. He w^ll also be requircKl 
to work out practically the correction to apply to soundings at a given time 
and place, to compare witli the depth marked on tlie chart. 

3. Examination in Seamanship. —In addition to the qualifii^utions required of 
a Mate, a i-andidate for a Master’s certificate must understand how to rig a 
sea anchor, and how to got a cast of the lead_ in heavy weather. He will be 
examined as to his resourcies for the preservation of the crew and passengers 
in the event of wreck, and the steps to be taken if his vessel is .lisuhled and 
drafting towards a lee shore, and will be required to answer any other que.stiunH 
appertaining to the management of a horne-trude sailing ship which the Examin¬ 
ing Board may think noc'cssary to put to him. He must also un'derstand 
elementary shiji’s business and the general duties of a Master. Ho must satisfy 
the Examining Board that h(> has an adequate knowledge of the storm signal'! 
as used in liomo-trude waters, and that he is thoroiighiy ncqiiaini'Od with t.iic 
different routes to he taken at various seasons of the .year in home-trad" 
waters.

Draft Rules. 

1. Every vessel passing through the line of navigation known as 
the Madaripur Bhil Channel shall stoji at the prescribed toll stations 
notified in the Schedule attached for the purpose of assessment, or chock, 
of toll charges. 

2. For the puiposes of these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other floating material shall be divided into two classes as 
below: — 

(9a.<tji I —To include nil vessels of the usual native types of build. 

CIa.s‘.s II —To include all steamers, flats and barges, and such other 
square built boats as should, in the opinion of the (Collector 
of Tolls, be included. 

d. The net tonnage of every vessel of Class I, whether laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes of these rules, be deteiTiiined by the 
following measurements : — 

(A) The product, of one-quartoi‘ the length of tlie vessel from stem 

to stern, measured along the water-line, multiplied by the 
interior greati'st breadth of the ves.sel, multiplied by the 
interior greatest dej)th from the water-line to tlie bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the number of maumls 
upon whi(di toll shall be levied, 

(B) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 

inches; the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet and quarters of a font, rejecting portions of 
less than a quarter of a foot. 

(C) The maundage on which foliage shall be charged shall be a 

simple multiple of 12^ mounds, reje<’ting any remainder by' 
which the maundage, calculated as above, may exi'eed such 
simple multiple.

the ticket will remain current, shall be entered.

The ticket mus 
be ffiven up at the exit toll station. If the ticket is not produced on 
demand by a Canal OfbVer, such officer shall assess the amount of toll 
liayable and the vessel will be liable to seizure and detention under the 
provisions of section 9 of the Act until such sum is realised. 

7. Vessels leaviiiff the channel between two toll stations shall obtain 
a permit for so doinff in Form No. I from the Toll Collector of the toll 
station of entry.

same- at the expense of the owner, provided that when the wreck 
obstiTicts the fairway they shall take action at once to remove the same. 

Ih. When a suTiken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor 
shall cause notices to be posted at the toll offices, or other prominent 
places, calling on those concerned to i»ay the Collector of Tolls all toll 
or deinuri-age which may be due. as well as the expenses incurred in 
the recovery of the vessel and cargo.

Chapter X of the Indian Evidence Act, to decide questions as to the admissibility of 
evidence, and to disallow any question put to a witness examined under the Commission. 

(2) Unless otherwise ordered, the party at whose instance a Commission is ordejod 
to issue under sub-rule (7), shall lodge in {’ourt copies of the pleadings in the case and 
the issiu's framed, if any, within twenty-four hours of the making of such order, and 
such copies shall be annexed to the Commission when issued. In default of the party 
com|)lyiug with such direction, the Judge may recall the order for the issue of the 
Commission at the instance of any other party interested. 

(3) Any party aggrieved by the decision of the Commissioner under sub-rule (7) 
refusing to admit evidence or to allow a qi\estiou to be put to the witness, may apply to 
the Judge to set abide such decision and fur directions upon the Commissioner to admit 
the evidence or to allow the question. 

(t) Such application shall not be entertained by the Judge if made later than seven 
days alter the examinalion of the witness has been closed. It shall bo made upon 
summons to the jiarties concerned, and the Judge after hearing the parties appearing shall 
make such order as he thinks fit. The order of the Judge in this behalf shall be liable 
to be questioned on an apjieal from the final decree in the suit, in the same manner as 
if such or.ler was passed during the examination of a witness before the Court itself, but 
in no other manner. 

{;'>) The cost of any application made under sub-rule (3), and of any further 
examination ou Cominissiou that may be directed by the Court, shall be in the discretion 
of the Judge. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything in these rules, the Commissioner, in the event of the 
person exaunning pressing for the answer to any question which the Commissioner under 
sub-rule, (i; shall have disallowed, may record the question and its answer and shall note 
his disallowance and the reason for recording the evidence. The Court when dealing 
with the evidence on Commission may make such order if thinks fit as to the costs of the 
portions of the evidence recorded after such disallowance.

A Bill lo remove certain doubts regarding the dissolution of 
marriages of persons professing the Hindu religion. 

Whereas it is expedient to remove certain doubts regarding 
the dissolution of marriages of persons professing the Hindu 
religion in certain cases ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

Short title, applica- 1. (/) This Act may be called tho Hindu Marriages Dissolu¬ 
tion and extent. tionAct, 192 . 

(2) It applies to all Hindus, and extends to the whole of 
British India. 


OroundHfor 2. Notwithstanding any law or custom to the contrary, a 

dieHointionof Hindu wife shall he entitled to obtain a declaration of the 

marriage. invalidity of her marriage or its dissolution for any of the 

following reasons, namely :— 

(a) impotency of the husband ; 

(ft) his imbecility ; 

(c) the fact that he was suffering from sanious or ulcerous 
• leprosy. 

g . ■ J, Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to restrict the 

rig^fa*** *' rights of dissolution of marriages otherwise existing. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the Hindu law the main object of marriage is the procreation of a male oflF- 
spring. It was so necessary that that result was obtained by the practice of Niyog^ 
which provided the wife with a companion when the husband himself was imbecile or 
impotent. As that practice has fallen into desuetude, it is necessary that wives married 
to such persons should obtain relief ; since if they can no longer practise Niyog they 
should be free to adopt the only honourable course open to them of securing their release 
from the bondage of such marriages. This is all the more necessary, since under Hindu 
law both the husband suffering from any of these disabilities and his wife are excluded 
from all rights in property. It is, therefore, hoped that this measure will give the Hindu 
wife some relief to which she is so clearly entitled. The Bill is not intended to introduce 
any innovation in the Hindu law of marriages. If passed it will have the effect of merely 
restoring the old law laid down by Narad and Vasbisth whose Smritis are of the most 
revered authorities on Hindu law : 

“ Narad : XII—8. The man must undergo an examination with regard to his 
virility ; when the fact of his virility has been placed beyond doubt, he shall obtain the 
maiden (but not otherwise). 

Ib. 16. For the wife of one who spills his semen, or whose semen is devoid of 
strength, though they may have discharged their marital duties, another husband must 
be procured after she has waited for half a year. 

Ib. 19. Women have been created for the sake of propagation, the wife being the 
field, and the husband the giver of the seed. The field must be given to him who has 
seed. He who has no seed is unworthy to possess the field. 

II). 24. When a bridegroom goes abroad after having espoused a maiden, let the 
maiden wait till her menses have passed three times, an-l then choose another 
bridegroom. 

Ib. ;I7. Madness, loss of caste, impotency, misery, to have forsaken his relatives 
(affliction with a chronic or hateful disease, and deformity): these, are the faults of a 
suitor. 

Ib. 97. When her husband is lost or dead when he has become a reMgious ascetic, 
when he is impotent, and when he has been expelled from caste-. these are the five cases 
of legal necessity, in which a woman may be justified in taking another husband.”

A Bill further to amend the Indian Divorce Acl. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the law relating 
to the divorce of persons subject to the Indian Divorce Act; 
It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. (7) This Act may be called the Intlian Divorce (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 192 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the second paragraph ot section 2 of the Indian 
Divorce Act (hereinafter referred to as the said Act),— 

(rt) before the words “ Nothing hereinafter contained ” the 
words “ Except as otherwise provided by any law for 
the time Indng in force,” shall be inserted, and 

(A) after the words ” under this Act except where the 
petitioner ” the words ” or the respondent ” shall be 
inserted. 

3. For section 10 of the said Act the following section shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

10. Anj' marri'=>d person may petition for divorce on any 
one or more of the following grounds, namely that the respon¬ 
dent— 

(a) has since the marriage committed adultery, or in the 
case of the husband has been guilty of rape, sodomy, 
or bestiality ; or 

(ft) has deserted the petitioner for a period of at least three 
years ; or 

(c.) has, since the marriage, treated the petitioner with 
cruelty ; or 

(d) is incurably insane and has been continuously a certi- 
fietl lunatic for a period of at least five years 
immediately preceding the presentation of the peti¬ 
tion ; or 

(i?) is an incurable habitual drunkard, and has for a period 
of at least three years been separated from the 
petitioner under a temporary separation order made 
under this Act on the ground of habitual drunken¬ 
ness ; or 

(/) is undergoing sentence of imprisonment under com¬ 
muted death sentence or is confined iluring His 
Majesty’s pleasure in a criminal lunatic asylum. 

Every such petition shall state, as distinctly as the nature of 
the case permits, the facts on which the claim to have such 
marriage dissolved is founded.” 

4 . In section 11 of the said Act, after the words “ presented 
by a husband ” the following words shall be inserted, namely : 
” on the ground of the wife’s adultery.” 

5. In section 14 of the said Act, — 

(a) after the words ” or that the petition is presented or 
prosecuted in collusion with either of the respondents,” the 
following shall be inserted, namely ;—‘‘or where the petition 
is presented on the ground of cruelty, that the petitioner has 
condoned the cruelty in question ; or where the petition is 
presented on the ground of insanity or habitual drunkenness, 
that the petitioner has been guilty of such wilful neglect or

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miscoodnot as has conduced to the insanity or habitual 
drunkenness ; or where the petition is presented on the ground 
of insanity, that the respondent is, in the case of a man, over 
60, and in the case of a woman, over 50 years of age,” and 

(6) the following shall be added at the end, namely :— 
“ No bona fide agreement made as to the course to be taken in 
any proceedings shall be treated as proof of collusion if there 
existed previously to such agreement sufficient ground for 
divorce.” 

6 , In section 19 of the said Act, — 

(t) to clause (.’1) the followine shall be added, namely :— 
“or was at the time of the marriage subject to 
recurrent fils of insanity or epilepsy ” ; 

(lit) (dauses (1), (2) and (4) shall be renumbered as clauses 
(4), (1) and (2), respectively ; 

(^iii) after clause (4) the following clauses shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“(5) that the marriage has not been consummated owing 
to the wilful refusal of the respondent to consum¬ 
mate the marriage ; or 

( 6) that the respondent was at the time of the marriage 
suffering from venereal diseases in a communicable 
form ; or 

(7) that the respondent was at the time of the marriage 
pregnant by some person other than the petitioner ; 

Provided that, in the cases mentioned in clauses (3), (6) and 
(7), the Court shall not grant a decree unless it is 
satisfied— 

(«) that the petitioner was at the time of the marriage 
ignorant of the facts alleged ; 

(5) that the petition was instituted within a year fron^ 
the date of the marriage ; and 
(c) that marital intercourse has not taken place since 
the discovery by the petitioner of the existence of 
the grounds for a decree ” ; 

(tn) the following shall be added at the end, namely :— 
“Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
validating any marriage which is by law void but 
with respect to which a decree of nullity has not 
been granted.” 

7. In section 22 of the said Act, for the words beginning 
with the words “on the ground of adultery” and ending with 
the words “hereinafter mentioned ”, the following shall be 
substituted, namely :—“on the grounds upon which he or she 
may have applied for a decree of divorce, and such decree shall 
have the efl'ect'of a divorce a m«nsa foto under the existing 
law and such other legal effect as hereinafter mentioned.” 

8, After section 23 of the said Act the following new 
section shall be inserted, namely :— 

“ 23A. The provisions of this Act with respect to 
defences to proceedings for divr>rce shall apply also 
to proceedings for jadicial separation ; and the 
Court may, if so desired by the respondent, instead 
of passing a decree of judicial separation, pass a 
decree nt«t of divorce ; 

Provided that, before granting such a decree, the Court 
shall give the petitioner a chance to withdraw his 
or her petition for judicial separation if he or she 
should so desire.” 

8. In the second paragraph of section 37 of the said Act, 
after the words “as the Court may think reasonable,” the 
following shall be inserted, namely :— 

“ and it may from time to time vapy such order in 
such manner as having regard to alt the facts of the 
case the Court may deem fit.” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. A somewhat lengthy statement is required to explain the object of this iiill. The 
Indian Divorce Act (IV of 1869) was enacted on the lines of the English Divorce Act, 
1857, to give etfect to some of the recommendations of the Royal Commission of l«.50 
appointed to inquire into the state of the Law and procedure connected with matrimonial 
causes in England. That Act was professedly declared to be passed mainly to amend 
the procedure and not to alter the Law. And it was clear from the debates in both 
Houses of Parliament that a considerable body of opinion was expressed by eminent 
lawyers and politicians, including the lute Mr. Gladstone, that the Law of Divorce which 
was sought to be enacted was inadequate and unequal and unfair to the wife. Neverthe¬ 
less, being the lirst Act of Parliament on the subject, it proceeded upon very cautious 
lines leaving intact the pre-existing Law upon which the parties could have sought tlie 
intervention of the Ecclesiastical Courts for obtaining their dissolution of marriage. 

2. Soon after the enactment of the English Divorce Act, the Government of Iiolia 
took steps to enact a similar Law for this country, and Sir Henry Mayne and Sir Biirnes 
Peacock, the then I’hief Justice of Bengal, and others, strongly pressed upon the Govein- 
ment the desirability of ensuring the equality of sexes by giving the wife equality with 
the husband the right of divorce on the sole ground of adultery, without her being 
required to prove the additional fact of cruelty. Sir Henry Mayne acknowledged that 
this view was morally sound, but that as the Indian Legislature were legislating a 
replica of the English Act in order to ensure the decrees of Indian Courts being given 
eOVct to in England, it was necessary that the Laws of the two countries should be 
identical. iSee Supplement to the Gazette of India, March 6th, 1869, pages 297-299. 

8. Since the •-uactmeut of the English Divorce Act, the British Dominions have 
passed similar Acts of their own, but they have, in every case, enlarged the grounds 
upon which the parties are entitled to obtain the dissolution of their marriages, for 
example, in the Union of South Africa, the grounds upon which divorce may be granted 
are malicious desertion, unnatural crimes, perpetual imprisonment, long absence and the 
refusal of marital privileges ; while in the province of Natal, desertion for not less than 
18 months is required for the suit. In New Zealand, Queensland, Australia, Tasmania 
and other colonies similar provisions exist, though they differ in minor details. .4nd 
similar provisions have found a place in the Statute Laws of all European countries, 
except Italy and Spain where the ecclesiastical monopoly for granting divorce is still in 
lorcH. In the United States of America, the Law of Divorce varies, but, in substance, it 
agrees with that obtaining in other parts of Christendom. 

4. As the English Law of Divorce had not kept pace with the march of progress in 
the civilized countries of the world, a Royal Commission was issued on the 8th November 
1909 to examine the Law relating to Divorce and make recommendations. This Commis¬ 
sion comprised 14 commissioners, of whom some had to resign in the interim on account 
«if various causes. They submitted their report, the majority’ comprising 9 ooinmissioners 
recoinrnendiiig the change embodied in the present Hill, while the minority of 3, headed 
by the Archbishop of York, were opposed to all reforms, though they admitted the hardship 
consequent upon the stagnation of English Law which hail not kept pace with the current of 
public r;piniun elsewhere. They, however, agreed with the majority on the point which 
had been the subject of acute controversy at the time of the enactment of the first Divorce 
Act, both in England and in India, to the effect that the wife should be entitled to obtain 
her divorce on the same ground available to the bushaml. (^See Report, page 191.) 

5. To give effect to the recommendations of the majority of the Royal Commis- 
siouers, Lord Buckniaster introduced a consolidating measure in the House of Lords 
which was passed by that body liy a large majority. It is reported that owing to the 
congestion of business and other causes the progress of that Bill through tlie House of 
Commons has been delayed, with the result that Lord Biickmaster’s reforming measure 
has nc‘. yet found a place in the Statute-book, but that the measure was long overdue has 
been explained in a series of articles written by the Earl of Birkenhead in the English 
Press, from which the following extracts are taken :—Supporting the 5 additional grounds 
besides that of adultery, namely: (1) wilful desertion for three years, (2) cruelty, 
(3) incurable lunacy of .5 years’ standing, (4) habitual drunkenness; (5) imprisonment 
under commuted death sentence, His Lordship wrote as follows ;—“ I believe that all these 
adijitional grounds for divorce may be supported on the ground of natural justice, public 
expediency and State policy." He then proceeded to justify the additional grounds as 
follows :— 


(1) DB8BRTION FOR 3 YBARS. 

“ 6. Deliberate desertion for three years is a grave violation ot the marriage tie. The 
cousequences, specially to a deserted wife, if she is poor, are a complete negation of the 
obligations solemnly undertaken when the marriage was oontracteti. Such desertion 
implies adultery bn the part*of the deserter, but the. poor can seldom prove this. Desertion 
for three years is a cause for divorce which can be proved as a definite fsct. 
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(2) Cruelty. 

“The second cause, that of cruelty, must also obviously destroy the sabstratum of 
inurrie<i life, for it means that one party must go in fear and horror of the other. Hut, the 
opposition answer that such a ground of divorce is liable to the gravest kind of abuse, and 
that cruelty is indefinite and bard to define. The answer is that pruelty has been a 
subsidiary cause of divorce ever since and that the Judges have never found any 
difficulty in defining it. A dependable definition is ‘such conduet by one married person 
to the other party to the marriage as makes it unsafe, having regard to life, limb or 
health, bodily or mental, fur the latter to continue to live with the former’. Such new 
causes as the Royal Commission proposed to add are of a character easily proved and 
defined. They are wilful or negligent infection with venereal disease, or forcing a wife to 
submit to prostitution. 


(il) Lunacy. 

“ The third reason for divorce would be incurable lunacy of five years’ standing. 
This piojtosal was not accepted by the majority of the Royal Commission so iiuhesitat- 
iiigly as the two former, and the whole (]uestioii requires a more lengthy discussion than 
1 can fiixl space in this article. None the less, I believe the provision to be right in 
essence. A lunatic cannot marry—why should a lunatic be allowed to continue to be 
married merely because the lunacy supervenes ? 

(4) Habitual Drunkenness. 

“The fourth cause was Habitual Drunkenness. On this point I will simply quote the 
Royal Commission as showing how far the vice is a cause for (he dissolution of a 
marriage where the substratum has been destroyed. In the case of a <iruaken husband, 
the physical pain of brute force is often added to the mental and inor.il injury he indicts 
on the wife ; moreover, he has pow’er to reduce himself and those dependent upon him to 
penury. In the case of a drunken wife, neglect of homo liuties and of the care of the 
children produce a most deplorable state of affairs. In iioth cases, the ruin of the children 
can bo traced to tho evil parental example. But Lord I’hilliinore is greatly exjtrcised to 
maintain such legal unions in the interests of the children. 

(5) The Commuted Death Sentence. 

“On the fifth cause, the commuted death sentence, I find it difficult to write in terms 
of moderation. How the Law of‘God or ihe Law of Man can be invoked to chain a wife 
or a husband to one who has been segregated for ever under these circumstances pusses 
my comprehension. One would require a heart of atone, under a breastplate of steel, to 
resist such an appeal for freedom. If one party to the marriage is hanged, because u 
Home Secretary declines to relent, the other party is (even from the most extreme 
ecclesiastical standpoint) free in an instant to live his or her own life and remarry. 
Otherwise the innocent partner is chained to disgrace and condemned to lifelong 
celibacy. Hut the Bishops and the pious laymen in the House of Lords cheerfully forced 
through an amendment to Lord Buckmaster’s Bill, depriving these wretched people of 
relief ‘because there were so few of them’. The heads of the Christian Church of 
England seem to think you have, to be a majority before you can suflor an injustice. 

“ All the five additional causes for divorce advocated by the Royal Commission and 
contuiued in Lord Buckmasler’s Bill, are readily ascertainable by the Law of Evidence. 
That tlie new Law would be administered strictly by British Judges, according to the 
evidence, is a fact which does not admit of dispute. It follows that those, who declare 
that the passing of such a measure implies promiscuous divorce on grounds of incompati¬ 
bility of temperament or any other vague cause, have no-ground whatever for their 
assertion.’* 

7. The additional grounds for Divorce embodied in the Bill have, thus, received the 
highest judicial and legal support. They have been supported by the usages of nations 
and by the Royal Commission of .1909—1912 and by the verdict of the House of Lords. 
Tho equality of the sexes has already been assured by the enactment of the Matrimonial 
Clauses Act, 1923 (13 and 14 Geo. 5, ch. 19 ; Statutes P. 280), and it is possible that the 
House of Commons may assent to the other provisions of the Bill, in which case tfie 
provisions of the present Bill will have received the support of the English Statute. But 
there is no reason why the amendment of the Indian Statute should be delayed merely 
because the progress of the English Bill through the House of Commons has been delayed 
through other causes when the Indian Divorce Act itself contains and is, in fact, an 
exhaustive code of the Law of Divorce, which must be brought up to date. 

8, When the Act of 1869 was passed, it was confined to Christians and its provisions 
have since been made applicable to those who have contracted marriages under the 
Special Marriage Act (III of 1872) and under the recent amendment of that Act (XXX of 
1923). (See section.17 of Act III of 1872.) Section 2 of the. Act has, .therefore, been 
amended. Farther explanation of the amendments will be found in the Notes on Clauses 
appended to the Bill. 
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NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Clause S .—Two amendmeuts are proposed by this clause to make its pruTisions 
expressly conformable to the provisions of the other Acts of the Indian Legislature, 
namely :—Section 4 of the Indian Christian Marriage Act (XV of 1872) ; and section 17 
of the Special Marriage Act (III of 1872). Section 2 of the Act us it stands requires that 
the petitioner must profess the Christian religion at the time of applj'ing for Divorce under 
the Act. But under section 4 of the Indian Christian Marriage Act (XV of 1872), marriage 
is possible “ between persons one or both of whom is or are a Christian <.r t'hristians ”, 
in other words, under that Act, it is legal for a Christian to contract marriage with a uon- 
Cbristian, and therefore, it follows that it is equally just that a non-Christian petitioner 
should have the same right of Divorce as a Christian petitioner. The Indian Divorce 
Act, when enacted, in 1889, was intended to be applicable only to Christians, but its 
provisions have been extended to those married under the provisions of the Special 
Marriage Act (III of 1872) and (XXX of 1923). This has been made ciear by the opening 
words of the section as amended by this clause. 

Clause r?.— This clause replaces section 10 originally enacted which is adiuittetlly one¬ 
sided as regards the right of Divorce in that it permits the husband to divorce his wife 
on the sole ground of adultery, while the wife cannot divorce the husband except on 
the ground of adultery of a special character therein mentioned, or of adultery coupled 
with cruelty or desertion for two years or upwards. The other clauses occurring in the 
present section wei’e explained by Sir Henry Mayne in his speech in the late Imperial 
Council as due to his close adhesion to the English Law (Bupp. to the Gaaette, 6th). 

The present clause has been bodily copied from clause 4 of Lord Buckmaster’s Bill 
as passed by the House of Lords, embodying the recommendations of the majority of the 
Royal Commission. The t’ommissioners were nnanim«>us on the amendment of the Law 
so as to ensure mutuality as regards the right of «livorce between husbatni ami wife. The 
clause relating to Rape, Botlomy and Bestiality is taken from the section which the 
present clause is inten<led to repeal, though its omission would not inat(;rial)y alter the 
sense as these acts would presumably constitute cruelty within the meaning of the English 
Law. 

Clause 4 is merely consequential. 

Clause 5 is taken from the corresponding clause 5 of Lord Buckmaster’s Bill. 

Clause 6 is taken from clause 7 of Lord Huckinaster’s Bill. 

Clause 7 is conseijuential on the amendment of section 10. 

Clause H is taken from clause 6 (6) of Lord Buckmaster’s Bill. 

Clause 9 is taken from clause 12 (</) of Lo.'d Buckmaster’s Bill.

1. Particulars to bo stated in application for sanction to build.— Any poraons 

giving notice to the Commissioners under section 237 of the Bengal Municipal Act of his 
intention to orect or re-erect any house, not being a hut, shall forward with such 
notice— 

(i) a site plan of the land on a scale of not. loss than thirty-three feet fo one inch, 
showing all adjacent premises and roads, all means of access to such land, and the 
drainage levels thereof ; 

(n) a ground plan on a scale of not loss than eight feet to one inch showing all 
existing and projected buildings including outhouses, privies, drains and other structures 
and the open spaces round the same ; 

(*■*/) an elevation or vertical seotion of every projected structure on a scale of not 
less than four feet to one inch ; 

(iw) he shall also forward a complete specification of the structure which he intends 
to erect or re-erect, including full information on the following points :— 

(a) the manner in which the roof of the house drainage and surface drainage of the 
land will be disposed of, 

(i) the means of access that will (‘liable scavengers to get to service privies ; 


(v) a statement of the name and number of the ward, mahaiia and road in or beside 
which the site is situated. 

2. Conditions as to use of building sites.— No piece of land shall be used as a site 
for the erciction or re-erection of a house not being a hut— 

(1) if tlio building is to abut on a street, unless the site is of such a shape that the 
face of the building can be made parallel to the line of the street or as nearly parallel to 
the said line as the Conmiissioners may consider to bo practicable ; and 

(2) iT thii Bit4! is within thirty feet of a tank, unless the owner takes, or satisfies the 
C'ommissioners that he will take, such order as will prevent any risk of the drainage of 
the building passing into the tank ; and 

(3) if the site is a filled up tank, or has been tilled up with or used for depositing 
rtibbisli, offensive matter or sewage, unless the (Joinmissioners have caused the site to be 
examined and granted a certificate to the elTccI that it is from sanitary and engineering 
points of view fit to be built upon ; and 

(4) if the building to be erected is a public building, a dw'elling house or a hut 
intended for human habitation, nnless the site is certified by the Commissioners to be dry 
and well-drained, or unless the Commissioners are satisfied that it is capable of being 
weU drained and that the owner will take the necessary steps to drain it. 

3. (1) Height. —If a building is situated at the side of a street, no portion of the 
building, except open or balustraded parapets not more than four feet high, shall intersect 
any of a Beriea of imaginary lines drawn across the street at an angle of forty-five 
degrees with the horizontal, such lines being drawn from the side of the street which is 
the more remote from the building in question, from a height of two feet above the 
centre of the street : 

Provided as follows :— 

(t) where the said street is joined at an angle by another street facing the building, 
or where the street in which the building is situated terminates in front of ihe building, 
the height of that portion of the building which is opposite the street facing it measured 
from two feet above the centre of the street, shall, in the former case, not exceed the 
height which would be permissible if the building abutted on or wore situated on the aide 
of a street equal in width to the width of the street on which it abuts or on the side of which 
it is situated half the width of the street facing it, and in the latter case, the height 
of the building shall not exceed the height which would bo permissible if the building 
abutted on’or were situated on the side of a street one and a half times the width of the 
street terminating in front of it; 
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(it) nothing herein contained shall aflfect the erection of a four-atoreyed building 
abutting upon or nituated at the side of a street of not lesa than forty-five feet in width 
if such building, including the parapet wall and the plinth, does not exceed fifty-six feet 
in height ; 

(m) nothing herein contained shall aflfect the erection of a building abutting upon 
or situated at the side of a street of not less than sixty feet in width, if such building does 
not exceed eighty feet in height; and 

(tv) no building exceeding eighty feet in height shall be erected without the special 
permission of the Commissioners, who in granting such permission may impose such 
conditions as they may thinK proper for the safety of the public and the safety and 
convenience of persons occupying the building. 

Explanation. —if » buUding be placed at the edge of the street, its height measured 
from two feet above the centre of the street and excln<iiug parapets as aforesaid shall not 
exceed the average width of the Street facing the site, but if the building or one or more 
of its storeys be set l)ack the height of the building may be increased, subject to the 
condition that no portion of the building, after the height is increased, intersects any of 
the aforesaid lines. 

(2) In the case of a new building erected on any portion of the site of the whole or 
part of a building iu existence at the commencement of this rule, the angle at. which the 
lines referred to in sub-rule (1) are to be drawn shall be fifty-six-and-a-half degrees 
instead of forty-five degrees : 

Provided as follows :— 

(t) the height allowed under this sub-rule shall in no case exceed thirty-six 
feet, and 

(it) except with the special permission of the Oommissioners, nothing contained 
in this sub-rule shall authorise the erection of a new building so as to make 
any portion of it higher than any building which at the commencement of 
this rule was standing on the same portion of the site. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) or sub-rule \.2), the (loinmis- 
sioners may, by order published locally, declare that in any street, or portion ol a street, 
not leas than twelve feet in width, which is specified in the order, the oretition of two- 
storeyed buildings not exceeding twenty-eight feet in height excluding two feet for the 
plinth and excluding open or balnstraded parapets not more than four feet high will 
be permitted without complying with the requirerueuts of those sub-rules. 

(4) If a buiiding is situated on a corner plot so as to abut upon more than one 
street, the narrower of such streets shall, for the purpose of regulating the height of the 
building, be deemed to be of the same width as'tbe wider street to a distance of fifty-five 
feet from such wider street. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), (2) or (4)— 

(a) a building of not more than one storey and n t exceeding twelve feet in 

height (excluding two feet for the plinth) above the centre of the 
street, and 

(b) if, in any street which is less than twelve feet in width, the owner of any build¬ 

ing site abutting on the street makes a free gift to the Commissioners of all 
lands comprised within each site, which falls within six feet of the centre 
line of such street, then a two-storeyed building not more than twenty- 
eight feet high, 

may be erected without complying with the requirements of the said Bab-rnles. 

(6) For the pur]>oses of clause (fe) of sub-rule (5) of this rule— 

(a) the Commissioners may prescribe a centre line for any street which is less 

than twelve feet in width, and 

(b) when such centre line has been prescribed, the side of the street shall, for the 

purposes of 8u!>-rule (i), be deemed to be an imaginary line drawn six feet 
from such centre line. 

4. LA¥0| of thO floor. —The floor or lowest floor of every new bnilding erected from 
the ground level Shall be constructed at such level as will admit of— 

(a) the construction of a drain snAficient for the effeotnai drainage of the building 

and placed at such level as will admit of the drainage being led into some 
manioipal sewer at the time existing or projected, and 

(b) the provisions of the requisite communication with some sewer into which the 

drainage may lawfully be discharged at a point in the upper half of such 
sewer or with some other means of drainage into which the drainage may be 
lawfully discharged. 

5, (a) The foundation of every house to bo erected shall be of masonry, and except 
where otherwise permitted by the Commissioners, shall rest on concrete or solid ground. 

r 
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(b) Plinth. —Every house to be erected shall be built on a plinth the top surface of 
which shall be at least two feet above ground level, and at least one foot above the level 
of the centre of the nearest road, unless such road forms an enibankineut, and 

(c) The ground floor of every masonry building shall be constructed of concrete or 
masonry. 

6. Materials of external walls. —Where a house consists of two or more storeys the 
external walls of all the storeys except the top of one shall be constructed of stone or 
burnt bricks set in lime or cement mortar. 

7. Prohibition of Inflammable material.— The external walls of every htmse, and 
all fire-places and chimneys shall be constructed of masonry, biir>it bricks, mud or othe.r 
non-inflammable material, and no timber shall be used within one foot of any cliiinuey 
flue. 


8. Materials of roof. —The external roof of every house shall be constriicled of 
masonry, tiles, slates, corrugated iron or other non-inflammable materials. 

0. Prohibitions of projectiims from roof.— No part of a house which abuts upon 
a roa<l shall overhang the road or the side drains thereof. 

10. Hoi^ht of Sin^le-Storoyod house. —No house other than a house coustriicled of 
stone or burnt bricks and lime, shall oxoeed eighteen feet in licight. 

11. Height of the house. —The height of a house shall not exceed double the 
ilistanco from its face wall to the op))oeite side of tho road, subject to a minimum height 
of 1.5 feel. If the bouse is situated on a corner plot the height of the house shall be 
regulatecj b3' the wiilth of the street on which the house frfints including anj' open 
ground in front of tho house : 

Provided that if one or more storeys are set back, the height may be increased so that 
it shall not be more than twice the sum of tho width of the open space in front of the 
house and of the sel-back. 

1«. Msnsuramont of hoi^bt- —The height shall be considered to include the parapet 
and half the height of any sloping roof above the level of the parapet, but shall be 
exclnsive of the plinth to h height of two feet. 

i:i. Air space for dwelling house ,—Every person who erects or le-erects a dwelling 
house shall jprovide both al the front and the back thereof an «)pen space extending 
al«)ng the w'liole length of the honse to a distance at tivery part of not less than twenty 
feet measured iti a line (irawn at right angles to external front site facing towards the 
nearest road or back wall, respectively, provided that— 

(1) if the front or back of the house abuts on a road or public open space which 
is not less than twenty feet in width the provision of the open space 
required by this rule at tho front or back as the case may be, alluded to 
above, shall not be necessary, and 

<2) if the site abuts on a road or public open space which is less than twenty feet 
in width a <lwelling-hou8e may be erected on such site up to a distance of 
twenty feet fr<im the opposite side of such road or open space. 


U. Kv.'ry person in erecting or re-erecting a honse shall leave an open space of 
not lo.^s that six feet from the next adjoining house or an open space of not less than 
three feet from the boundarj’ of (he holding.

(/) be provided with adequate pucca drains for the discharge of washing and 
cleansing water from the platform.

—Ilrains of masonry or other imi>ervious materials shall be provided for 
the drainage of the courtyard, outhoiises and privies at such levels as to connect properly 
with the public drains. 

25. Drainage from upper storeys. —The drainage from tfae upper storey and from 
the roof of a dwelling house shall be carried down to the surface drains by means of pipes.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Section 33 of the Indian Life AsBorance Companies Act, 1912, exempts certain 
Insurance Companies from the operation of certain sections of the .^ct, vjs., (rf), (5), (7), 
(*). {JO), ill), 15), {80), {21), and (57). The requirements in these sections are 

wholesome ; an<i there is not snfQcient reason why certain Insurance Companies doing 
business in India should be exempted from their operation simply because those 
Companies do business and have an office in thoUnited Kingdom as well as in liulia The 
present exemption creates unequal conditions as between Indian and Foreign Insurance 
Companies. The interests also of the people availing themselves of the system of IJfe 
Insurance will be better served by subjecting foreign companies doing business in India 
to the requirements in the abovementioned sections which are intended to protect those 
interests.

LBaiSLATIVB DBPARTMCNT. 


We, the iiaderaigned, Momhers of the Select Committee to which the IMII to regalatc 

P«,.orH N.«. 1 and Tl. marriages of ohildren amongst [the Hin.ins was refeired, 

have considered the I.ill and the papers noted in the 
margin, and have now the honour to submit this our Report, with the bill as aineuded Ity 
us annexed thereto. 

The object of the Hill as introduced in the Legislature was to impose restraint upon 
the solemnisation of chihi marriages, and the method adopted was, broadly speaking, tliat 
of declaring all marriages of boys or girls below a certain age to be invalid. 'I’he Hill has 
been circulated under the orders of Government and has elicited a strong expression oi 
feeling that it is objectionable, both on religious and on legal grounds, to interfere \m* 1) 
the validity of a marriage which has been performed. In our opinion, these object'otn: 
are at present insuperable, ami we have accordingly acted upon a suggestion, which lias 
been widely made, that the Kill should elfect its purpose of restraining child marriages, 
not by declaring such marriages to be invr.lid, but by imposing Ipunishments upon those 
wao participate in them. 

We, Iherefore, set ourselves the task of recasting the Hill with this object in view. 
To begin with, we considered the propriety of our action in so materially amending a 
Bill whose principle had been accepted by the Legislative Assembly in referring it to us, 
and we came to ilu' conclusion that the principle of the Bill which had been euclorseil by 
the Legislative .\ssembly was the principle that child marriages should be restrained by 
legislation, and that it was open to us to vary the method of imposing the re-straint from 
that containvol in th<* Hill 'o another which is undoubtedly in accord with public opinion 
anil seems "to ourselves the only method which is at present expedient. Nevertheless, 
we do recognise that the substitution in Select Committee of what is formally a new Hill 
is an unusual step, ami we desire that further stages in the Hill should be undertaken 
deliberately and only after public opinion has been fully elicitetl on its tietail.s. 

The Bill, as introduced, applied to Hindus, Jains, Sikhs, Brabmos, Arya Samajists ami 
Budhists and wa.s a measure relating to the valiility of marriage. As we propose to 
amend the Bill by making it a measure imposing criminal penalties <in participants in a 
child marriage, it seems invidious that it should he restricted to those particular commu¬ 
nities, sine* cfiild marriages do occur, though not so frequently, in other communities. 

e propose, therefore, that the amended Bill should he general in its scojie and apply to 
all classes and communities in Britisli India. 

The first provision which recjiiired our <b.‘Cision is also the most iiufiortaut, namely, 
the determination of the ages of hoys and of girls below' which participation in their 
tnariiage should be punishable. After much discussion we decided that this age for boys 
should be eighteen years. For girls we (tonsideretl tim ages of <“leveii, twelve and fourteen, 
and nnally, came to the conclusion that we should adopt the ago of fourteen. We 
recogviise that lhe.se ages will be regarded by many paople, whose opinion is <*n;itletl to 
great weight, ‘'.a being too high; but we also reCogni.se that there is a strong body of 
opinion, particularly among those who advocate social reform, which will not willingly 
accept any lower age. We also gave w'eight to the considerations that there are communi¬ 
ties in India among whom the marriage of girls under fourteen years of age i.s iiifroqueiii, 
and that the backward elornonts in those communities might re.gard the fixing of a lower 
age limit in a statute as a recognition by the State of tliat age as being a suitable age for 
marriage, and ever, an encouragement to adopt it. 

These decisions, that the limiting age for a boy should be eighteen and for a girl 
fourteen, are embodied in sub-clause (a) of clause 2 of the Bill as amended by ns. 

The next important principle to be determined was the interjiretation of the phrase 
“ particinants in a child marriage”; in other words, which of the possibly numerous 
persons in any way concerned with a child marriage should be liable to punislinient. We 
decided that the following classes should come within the peual provisions of the Bill, 
namely :— 

(а) male adults who marry young girls, 

(б) persons who perform any essential ceremony of a child marriage, and 
(c) parents and guardians who promote or permit a child marriage. 

Our decisions as regards (6) and (c) are embodied in clauses 5 and 6 of the Bill. 

Our decisions as regards (a) were not so simple and were arrived at only after much 
discussiou. To begin with we concluded that it is not expedient to punish a woman who 
marries a young boy, as cases of this sort are rare, and in most of them the woman is 
likely to be so young that she is entirely under the control of her parents and should not 
he maile criminally liable. Further, even in such marriages the new Act will not be 
inoperative, as the other contracting party will be a child, ami the guardian of the child 
and the persons who solemnise the mirriage will be punishable. 

The first point to be decided as regards male adults was the age at which they should 
be regarded as responsible for their own actions and therefore criminally liable if they 
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cuntract a child marriage. We decided that the ordinary age of majority was a suitable 
limit in these cases; but we also recognise that youug men between the ages of eighteen 
and twenty-one are still under the influence of their parents to a considorable extent, and 
we considered it inexpedient that these boys shonld be sent, to jail for undertaking a 
course of action in which they may not have biiCji entirely free agents. We decided, 
therefore, that where a boy between the ages of eighteen and twenty-one marries a child 
he shall be liable to fine, and that where a man above the age of twenty-one marries a 
child he shall incur the full penalty prescribed for oH'oncos under the Act. We have, 
therefore, provided separately in clause for a fine of Rs. 1,000 for ott'enders above the age 
of eighteeti years and under twenty-one ; and in clause 7 we have made provision that 
imprisonment shall not he imposed on these offenders under any circumstances. Clause 4 
relates to oH'enders above the age of twenty-one years. 

The next jaiint whicdi we decided was the extent of the punishment to be provided 
generally for otteiices under the Act, and this we have fixed at simple imprisonment up to 
ou(t luotith, line up to one thousand rupees, or both. Tln^se punishments appear in clauses 
4, and 6 of the. amended Bill. 

These decisions covor the substantive law contained in the Bill. We have added to 
them certain provisions of procedure which are designed to avoid the risk of frivolous 
pros.mutioiis and harasstnent. We cousitler these provisions to be very iiufrortant safe¬ 
guards in a measure of social reform direcUnI ag.iinst a custom so long established and so 
widely prevalent as that of child marriage. It may he that in future these provisions may 
be abrogateil and the penal provisions of the Act allowed to operate in the normal way, 
but, for the immediate future at least, we are strongly of opinion that we must go 
cautiously, 

111 pursuance of this policy we have provideil in clause 8 that only Courts of 
Pre.'ideiicy Magistrates and District Magistrates shall have jurisdiction in cases concerning 
child marriages. In clause 9 we have provided that Cognisance can be taken only upon 
complaint made within one year of the solemiiisutioii of the marri.ige. In clause 10 we 
have laid dowu that the Court, unless it dismisses the complaint, rthall in all oases make a 
preliminary inquiry under section 202 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898. In 
clause 11 wo have, added a provision requiring the complainant to give security for the 
payment of any compensation that may be awarded against him under section 2.'i0 of 
the same Coile. 

In view of the altered machinery of the Bill wo have re-drafted the long title and the 
preamble to the Bill. In sub-clause (/) ol clause 1 we have also n cast the short title, and 
ill sub-clause (2) we have provideil that the Bill shall extend to all classes in the whole of 
I ritish India. In sub-clause (5), in accordance with the poliey of caution which we 
strongly advocate, we have provided that the Act shall not come into forct- until the Ist 
day of April 1931), by which date we trust the*provisions of the Bill will he widely known 
among all classes ami cummiiuities. To this end we recommend that Government 
should take exceptional measures in publishing the Act as finally passed. 

The Bill, as introduced, was published in the OazeUfi of India, dated the oth February 
1927. 

The Bill, though it still carries out its original purposo of imposing restraint upon 
cliild marriages, has been so materially altered by us that in our opinion it requires 
republication. Wi> propose that no further slop shoulil be taken to pass the Bill in the 
present session of the Legislative Assembly and that between now and the next session the 
Bill shonld he published as widely as possibbt in English and in all tiie important verna¬ 
culars. We de.sire to emphasize strongly this need for deliberation and wide publication.

MINUTES OF DISSENT. 

I am glad that the Bill has been recast very much on the iinen I saggested when it 
was oonaidered by the Assembly. But I do not agree with the majority of my colleagnes 
on two important points. The proposal to make marriages of girls below the age of 14 
years panishable by law will rightly rouse much opposition among the large body of 
orthodox Hindus. 1 urged that the age should be fixed at 11 so that a law the need for 
which is pressing might be passed with the unanimous support of aij sections t)f the com¬ 
munity. If even 12 is fixed as the age marriages below which shall be punishable, it is 
possible that a section of orthodox o])iuion may be reconciled to it. But in my opinion in 
view of the fact that marriage is a religions sacrament among Hi mi us, and in view of the 
belief which has prevailed on the ({uestion of the age of marriage among them for a very 
long time, to make a marriage above the age of 12 and below the age of 14 piinishablo by 
law will bo cleaHy wrong. I think we should leave the raising of the age of the marriage 
of girls beyond 12 to the greater spread of education and of ideas of social and physical 
well-being among the people. Their elTects art! already visible and should not be ignored. 

I am also opposetl to imprisonment being awarded as a punishment to any person who 
offends against the provisions of the proposed law. 1 t'xpect that if the 11 overt)meat 
and the public will co-operate to have a knowledge of the provisions of the Act made 
universally known among the people, the fear of the inflicLion of a fine which may extend 
np to a thousand rupees and the opprobrium of being exposed to a prosecution, will act as 
t.tfective deterrent, to prevent people from celebrating child marriages in contravention of 
the provisions of the proposed law. In any event, I would not provide imprisonment as an 
alternative punishment for the first few years of the new legislation.

1 think 14 yi'urs will be considered too high to be the minimum marriageable age 
for girls by a largo section of the Hindu community. 1 am aware of the fact that com¬ 
munities like the Maboinedan, the Christian, the Parsi and even a considerable section 
of the ITiudu community to all of whom this Bill has now been made applicable, will 
regard the declaration of the legal age for marriage of girls below 14 years as a retrograde 
measure and a possible incentive to reduct! the age of marriage in their res[»ective 
societies. B.ut I am also-not oblivions of the very strong opinion in favour of pre-puberty 
marriage, held by a very large section of the Hindu community. Thoy Io«)k upon 
marriage as a sacrament ; and generally speaking, to them, the celebration of marriage 
does not necessarily mean the consummation of marriage. 

We see that the Hindn Mahasabha having within its fold varions sectiims of the 
Hindu commnnity fixes 12 years as the minimum age for the marriage of girls and so 
does the All-India Banatana Dharama Mahasabha representing the most orthodox section 
of the Hindu community. Its resolution No. 7 passed at its sitting held at Allahabad in 
January 1928, under the presidency of Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, when translated 
into English will rend thus:— 

7. (a) “ In the opinion of this Banatana Dharama Mahasabha no marriage of a Hindu 
boy should take place till he is 18 years of age. 

(i) This Mahasabha exhorts the Hindu community that tli*! marriage of girls 
should never be celebrated before they have entered upon their 12th year.” 

Bat in the subsequent resolution No. 8, it clearly indicates that the consummation of 
marriage should not take place before the girl attains her 16th year. 
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The translation of the resolution is as follows :— 

8. “ In the opinion of this Sanatana Dharama Mahasabba, ii is extremely nei’essary 

in order to make the community physically and religionsly strong, that even when the 
wedding ceremony has been performed the consummation of marriage should not take 
place till the girl has attained the age of 16 years." 

This measure is the first effort of its kind and I am of opinion that the line of least 
resistance should be adopted in this matter by all those who want its success. The fixing 
of minimum age limit has by no means a binding effect on the higher age. For instance, 
we see that in several Western countries, the age of consent is much below the age in 
which marriages usually take place. That being so, I think that it is but proper that 
the views of such a large number of people should not be ignored and that the minimum 
marriageable age for girls should be fixed at twelve years. If any legal protection be 
deemed necessary in respect of the consummation of marriage, that might be afforded to 
the girls by further raising the age of consent. Of course it might be argued that the 
age of consent clause of the Indian Penal Code is a dead letter. But ic must also be 
recognised that any special legislation if it has to succeed must not be so drastic as to 
make it wholly unacceptable to a large number of people. I hope, therefore, that those 
who advocate the raising of the minimum marriageable age of girls higher than 12, would 
appreciate the difficulties underlying its acceptance and be content with fixing the 
minimum marriageable age of girls at 12 years. We should wait to see the measure of 
buccess that the piece of legislation achieves in this modified forni.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The ohgect of this Bill is to remove some of the main obstacles that lie in the way of 
the development of an Indian Merchant Marine. They mainly consist of methods whereby 
a shipper is practically bound to confine all his shipments to vessels belonging to a parti¬ 
cular shipping company or to the members of a shipping conference, and rate wars waged 
for stifling all competition by ruthless and unfair rate-cutting. Not merely is the 
freedom of the shipper to ship his goods by any vessel he may choose thus destroyed, 
Vmt the progress of trade along desirable channels is also checked. A “disloyal” shipper 
is penalised by (a> refusal of space, (A) discrimination in the contract of freight, (c) 
the loading and landing of freight, (rf) the adjustment and settlement of claims and 
various other discriminatory methods. It is the purpose of this Bill to do away with 
such practices so that an Indian .Merchant Marine may grow unhampered.

(.V.<<e.- -On nil average of the five years ending 1925-20, the area under summer rice in Bengal has represented some 

0'5 per edit, of the total area under rice in British India.) 

Character of the season.—Tlie rainfall during the latter part of the monsoon period 
was sufficient for cultivation and for sowings of the early spring crops in Hast and parts 
of North Bengal districts. Klsewhore tho weather was generally unfavourable through¬ 
out. Lack of adequate soil moisture since the latter part of October somewhat affected 
the growth of early crops, but rainfall in the end of January improved the prospects of 
late crops. Some showers at the lime of writing would be beneficial to transplanted 
summer rice. 

Aoraaga.—The normal area under the different rabi crops dealt with in this forecast 
is estimated at 3,024,.’>00 acres. The area actually sown this year is reported to be 
2,607,300 acres as against 2,753,300 acres last year. Of this, the area under summer (boro') 
TiCe is returned at 399,700 acres as against 408,200 acres last year and that under tobacco 
is 290,300 acres as against 295,200 acres last year. 

Outturn.—According to District Officers’ estimates the outturn of the different rabi 
crops for the Province as a whole works out to 75 per cent, of the normal as against 
77 per cent, last year, the returns for the more important rabi districts being as 
follows :— 

Rajshabi 53, Jalpaiguri 93, Rangpur 100, Pabna 83, Malda 58, Dacca 68, Mymen- 
singh 80, Faridpnr 72, Bakarganj 82, Tippera 54, Noakbali 80, Nadia 27, Miirshidabad 51, 
JesBore 50, Khnlna 82, Bnrdwan 50 and Midnapore 75. 

Sunnnw rion and tobaooo orops.—The outturn of summer rice according to district 
estimates is 78 per cent, of the normal as against 72 per cent, last year. The gross yield 
of the crop for the Province on a basis of the normal yield of 14 maunds of clean grain 
per acre is estimated at 160,300 tons this year as against 151,200 tons last year. 

The outturn of tobacco crop is estimated at 92 per cent, of thejiormal as against 
93 per cent, last year. Taking 12 i maunds as the normal yield of the crop per acre the 
gross yield of the crop for^the Province this year is estimated at 120,200 tons.

1. Number of Municipalities. —The 

number of municipalities was the same, 
ciz., 115, as in the preceding year. A 
new municipality was established at 
Gouripiir in the Sadar subdivision of 
the Myrnensingh district, with effect 
from the 1st January, 1927, but the 
municipal bojird was not formed during 
the year under repnrt. The boundaries 
of the Rajbari Municipality were 
revised by the exclusion of rural areas, 
which has made the municipality more 
(compact. There were also alterations 
in the boundaries of 4 other municipal¬ 
ities, tiz., Krishnagar, Patuakhali, 
Chittagong and Kurseong. 

2. Elections.- -General elections 
were held in 12 mnnicipalities and most 
of tlie seats were hotly contested. In 
the small tov^n of Taki about 84 per 
cent, of the voters attended the polling 
station, and the contest in Naihati for 
5 wards out of 6 was .so keen that police 
arrangements had to be made to main¬ 
tain order. The general election due at 
Patuakhali could not be held during the 
year pending the question of exclusion 
of a portion of the municipal area and 
redistribution of wmrds and elected com¬ 
missioners. Civil suits were instituted 
ill no less than 6 municipaliti^, viz., 
Katwa, Narayanganj, Chittagong, 
Noakhali, Chandpiir and Pabna and 
fresh elections had to be held in 
Narayanganj and in ward No. II of the 
Katwa Municipality, owing to original 
elections having b^n devuared void by 
the civil court. 

The appeal preferred before the High 
Court a^inat the decision of the Addi¬ 


tional District Judge of Dacca, uphold¬ 
ing the legality of the election of the 
Dacca Municipality held in Marcli. 
1925, has been decided in fuvour of the 
municipality. 

3. Meetings. —Out of 2,334 meetings 
held during the year, 152 proved abor¬ 
tive for want of a quorum and 223 were 
adjourned, against 153 and 199, respec¬ 
tively, in the preceding year. The fail¬ 
ure was most marked at Ghatal, 
Kotchandpur and Bhola, where 7 out 
of 29, 8 out of 26 and 14 out of 28 
meetings, respectively, proved abortive. 
At Budge Budge and Maheslipur nearly 
half, and at Baduria, Basirhat and 
Santipur more than one-third, of the 
meetings held were unsuccessful. 
Sherpur and Tollyganj held the largest 
number of meetings, rlz.. 48 and 38. 
re.spectively. On the other hand, the 
commissioners of Dainliat, Midnapore, 
Ramjibanpur, Kanchr.ipara, Gobar- 
danga, Meherpur, Satkhira and 
Narayanganj failed to meet once a 
month. The average percentage of 
attendance was highest in Tamluk (83-3) 
and lowest in Bhola (33 3). 

4. Number of rate-payers. —The 

total number of rate-payers rose from 
321,819 to 324,917, the percentage to 
total population being 16-11. The per¬ 
centage was highest in Kumarknali 
(42-6) and lowest in Titagarh (3-2). a 
mill town with a large eooly population. 
There was an appreciable increase in the 
number of ra,te-payei's in Ohittagong, 
due to the inclusion of certnin areas 
within the municipal limits. Other 
towns in which rates are paid by less 
than one-tenth of the population are tlm 
riparian mill municipalities, Naihati, 
Bhatpara, Garulia. Budge Budge and 
Narayanganj towns with a floating 
population of factory operatives who 
pay no rates themselve.s. 

5. Assessment and Taxation.—The 

average incidence of taxation per head 
of population rose from Rs. 3-1-5 to 
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Rs. 3-3-9. It was highest in the hill 
municipality of Darjeeling (Rs. 10-11-1). 
Next come Kurseong (Rs. 9-0-5)— 
another hill municipality—^Howrah 
(Rs. 9-0-5) and Chittagong (Rs. 5-7-1). 
In 9 otner towns, mz., Burdwan, 
Hooghly-Chinsura, Krishnagar, 

Berhampore, .Jessore, DMcta, Narayari- 
ganj, Mymensingh and Uttairpara, 
the ratio was above Rs. 4. In the 
last-named town the comparatively 
high incidence is due to the imposition 
of lighting rate (electric light) at 
1^ per cent, on the annual value of 
holdings, which has increased the muni¬ 
cipal income by more than Rs. 2,000 per 
annum. In Debhatta and Bajitpur the 
ratio is as low as 6^ annas and 7\ ann.a.s 
and in 22 municipalities it is from 8 
annas to one rupee. Generally speaking 
the incidence of municipal taxation in 
the Presidency as a whole is low, but 
this is due partly to the inclusion in the 
list of municipalities of many places 
which are more rural than urban. 
Income from municipal rates and taxes 
has, however, risen from Rs. 60§ lakh.s 
in 1924-25 to more than 64J lakhs. 

A general or partial revision of 
assessment was made in 85 municipal¬ 
ities. The revision effected an increase 
of Rs. 1,20,470 in the municipal demand 
of the Presidency as a whole. The 
largest increase, viz., Rs. 17,551, was 
obtained in the South Suburban Muni¬ 
cipality. Chittagong also got an 
annual income of Rs. 12,200 by extend¬ 
ing its limits. On the other hand, 
Asansol suffered a loss of Rs. 9,467, 
owing to an amicable settlement with 
the East Indian Railway with regard to 
the assessment of railway holdings and 
to the reduction in the scale of latrine 
fees, and South Dum-Dum Rs. 3,370, 
partly from the reduction of percentage 
of house tax on Government and public 
buildings and partly from the diminu¬ 
tion of the value oi holdings owing to 
the abolition of the Ammunition Factory 
and withdrawal of the military garri¬ 
son from Dum-Dum. 

6. Collections.-^The total collec¬ 
tions for the President as a whole rose 
from Rs. 60^ lakhs to 62f lakhs, the 
percentage of collections on the current 
demand also rising from 94-8 to 95-6. 
The collections were very satisfactory in 
24 municipalities, where the realisation 
was either equal to, or in excess of, the 
current demand and in 6 others they 
were over 99 per cent. On the other 
hand, the ratio was under 80 per cent. 


■—a deplorably low figure in 5 towns, 
falling as low as 74*1 per cent, in South 
Dum-Dum. The low percentage in 
South Dum-Dum is due to non-realisa¬ 
tion of taxes from several sources, such 
Hs the Eastern Bengal Railway, Messrs. 
Jessop and Co. and the Military and 
Public Works Departments of Govern¬ 
ment. As in the previous‘year, Gurulia 
collected cent, per cent, .of the demand 
without any remission, Nalchiti also 
did the same with a remission of Rs. 9 
only. Titagarh and Champdany also 
collected practically their whole demand 
granting less than one-half per cent, 
remission and leaving no outstanding 
balances. In these towns, however, the 
bulk of the taxes is paid by the mills, 
leaving a small percentage to be collected 
in the ordinary way. 

The total remissions, both arrear and 
current, for the province as a whole 
amounted to Rs. 2,57,082 and repre¬ 
sented 3-9 per cent, of the current 
demand. The small municipality of 
Debhatta remitted nearly one-third of its 
current demand, Bhadre.swar and Raj- 
bari more than 20 per cent., while 4 
others, viz., Tollyganj, daipagar. Katwa 
and Pabna remitted more than 12 i)er 
cent. Except in the ease of Bhadreswar, 
where it is stated that at the last general 
levision a large remission was granted 
by the Appeal Committee, no explana¬ 
tions have been given for the large 
remissions in other towns, but they are 
not far to seek. Large remissioiLs are 
the logical sequence of careles.s and ille¬ 
gal assessment, inefficient collection and 
reluctance to enforce the summary pro¬ 
cedure provided in the Bengal Munici¬ 
pal Act. 

1 he following are some of the glaring 
instances of irregulai- remissions granted 
by . the municipal commissioners which 
were noticed by the Examiner of Local 
Accounts in his report on the working 
of the Ixx^al Audit Department durintr 
the year 1925-26;— ” 

(i) Latrine tax was remitted on the 
ground of poverty in Jalpaiguri, Midna- 
pore, Vishnupur and Sun municipal¬ 
ities. 

(n) In Jalpaiguri remissions were 
given for vacant and demolished 
holdings, not on- the report of the ward 
commissioners, after personal enquiry, 
but simply on the report of the tax- 
daroga. 
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(iii) In Kativa and Bankura vacancy 
remissions were granted with retrospec¬ 
tive effect, although no notice of vacancy 
under section 110 of the Bengal Muni¬ 
cipal Act was received, and in Barrack- 
pore remissions were granted on the 
report of the collecting sarkars, though 
the owners had not sent in notices of 
vacancy. 

(iv) In Midnapore valuations of 
holdings were reduced during the 
currency of assessment and again for a 
second time against the decision of the 
Ajipeal Committee. 

(w) In Jangipur latrine taxes were 
remitted when the holding was not in 
good order, taxes were remitted when 
the occupants left the place on transfer 
and full remission of the latrine taxes 
was given for vacant holdings. 

{vi) In Nator remission was given 
for voluntary demolition of buildings. 

The balances outstanding at the close 
of the year rose from Rs. 14| lakhs to 
nearly Ks, 15^ lakhs, of which Howrah 
alone was i^ponsible for more than 
lis. 5^ lakhs. Other municipalities 
which had unduly large balances out¬ 
standing were Dacca, Mymensingh, 
Bally, llooghly-Chinsura, Barisal, Santi- 
pur, Tollyganj, Bankura, South Dum- 
Dum and Sirajganj. The reason for the 
heavy balance in South Dum-Dum has 
already beer, stated. In Dacca the riots 
after the Janiiiast-ami procession unfor¬ 
tunately caused a temporary set-back. 
However, the collections were Rs. 
4,88,380 as against Rs. 3,81,435 in the 
previous year. The Commissioner 
observes; “ Provided that the appeal 

against the assessment now before the 
Privy Council is unsuccessful, there are 
good prospects of improvement in its 
financial position.” There was also a 
decided improvement in the total collec¬ 
tions in Bally, which amounted to 
Rs. 76,026 as against Rs, 68,289 in the 
preceding year. “ They would have 
improved further, but the adoption of a 
definite and progressive policy is ham¬ 
pered by the existence of party factiqps, 
and by "the fact that the municipal com¬ 
missioners have practically split up the 
municipality into two separate munici¬ 
palities by delegating •almost autono¬ 
mous powers to the two ward committees 
under , section 53 of the, Bengal Munici¬ 
pal Act and leaving* little power of 


administrative control and co-ordina¬ 
tion with the Chairman as representing 

the central bodv.” 

%/ 

The poor collection in Santipur was 
due to party faction. As regards the 
collection in Hooghly-Chinsura the 
Magistrate writes that the present 
Board claims to have made a very 
determined effort to collect arrears but 
their success has been little, if anything, 
better than that of their predecessors. 
In other cases no explanation has been 
given, but generally speaking the heavy ' 
arrears are due to laxity on the part oip 
the municipal executive in taking legal 
steps for the realisation of taxes, as 
provided in the Act. The District 
Magistrate makes the following observa¬ 
tions with regard to the Bankura 
Municipality :— 

The Bankura Municipality, in which there 
was an outstanding^ balance of over Rs, k'2,0()0, 
took little coercive steps to i-ealise arrears and 
the commissioners seem rather af'iaid to adopt 
the summary procedure allowed under the 
Act, evidently not to displease their consti¬ 
tuencies. They like to take recourse to civil 
suits and although they obtained decrees for 
Its. 5,(544 for arrears outstanding on dOth June, 
192(5, a sum of Rs. 4,056 remained uiisatis- 
tied on the 31 st March, 1927. The munici- 
)ality alw) seems anxious to dispose of land 
)y sale foi- the sake of revenue rather than 
make leal attempt to realise outstanding 
balances. 

The Minister desires to invite the 
attention of all municipalities to the 
following remarks, with which he 
entirely agrees, made by Mr. Blandy, 
Magistrate of Bakarganj :— 

Government will have some justification in 
looking askance at request.s for financial assis¬ 
tance as long as the commissioners persist in 
refusing to look facts in the face and make no 
serious attempt to realise the very large sum 
which they have allowed to fall into arrears. 

The Examiner of Local Accounts has 
again brought to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment that in Mymensingh. Dacca, 
Serampore, Ran^ur, Burdwaii, 
Bankura, Dinajpur, Santipur and a few 
other municipalities several oonunis- 
sioners, and in one instance the Chair¬ 
man himself, took advantage of their 
position and did not pay their taxes 
promptly. The effect tHat such an 
example is likely to have on the general 
body of rate-payers is obvious. In this 
connection the Minister’s attention has 
been called to the following extract from 
the resolution recorded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay reviewing the working 
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of municipalities in that Presidency 
during 1925-26:— 

. the number of municipal counciliorK 
ill arrears of municipal dues lias shown a 
steady increase during the past three or four 
years, . . It is impossible to expect the 

ordinary citizens to pay their dues promptly 
when such a bad example is set to them bj’ 
their own elected councillors. In order to 
bring such offenders to hook, Government 
desire that in future the Collectors should 
report to the Commissioners the names of 
municipal councillors of the various munici¬ 
palities who were in arrears in payment of 
tlieir municipal dues at the close of the finan¬ 
cial year under report, giving the amounts 
due and the dates from which they have been 
outstanding. The Commissioners should send 
a consolidated list for their Divisions to Govern¬ 
ment giving the names of the municipalities 
and the defaulters, the amounts due and dates 
from which they are outstanding. Thesi* 
details will then be published in a. Press Note 
by Government with their remarks. 

Jt is possible that similar action taken 
in Bengal might deter municipal com- 
rttissioners from falling into arrears. 
'I'he Minister considers that in a matter 
(if this kind the main responsibility lies 
not with Gk)vernment but with the 
electors. Tt is for the latter to keep 
themselves informed of the conduct of 
their representatives and to refuse their 
votes to those who shew so deplorable a 
lack of the civic spirit. The Minister 
)jiay, however, be prepared to help theui 
in forming a true estimate of the 
cliaraeter of their representatives by 
publi.shing facts which might otherwise 
not come to their notice. 

7. Income and Expenditure. —The 

total receipts, including opening 
balance, rose from Rs. 1,06,64,253 to 
Rs. 1,12,17.720. The total disburse¬ 
ments were Rs. 96.50,331 as against 
Rs. 88,72,440 in the year 1925-26. 

8. Closing . Balance. —The total 
balance at the clase of the year 
amounted to nearly Rs. 16 lakns as 
against Rs. 18 lakhs. The largest 
balances were held by Dacca (Rs. 
2,24,810), Howrah (Ks. 1,72,250), 
Darjeeling (Rs. 79,978), and Bhatpap 
(Rs. 59,556). The large balance in 
Dacca includes uneashed cheques for 
lis. 55,695 and Rs. 33,203, being the 
unspent balance of the Government 
grant for the sewerage scheme. So the 
actual closing balance was Rs. 1,35,912. 
No explanatioDO have been furnished 
for the lar^ balances held by Howrah 
and Darjeeling. In the latter case, 
however, the figure includes Rs. 22,129 
on account of deposits. The major 
portion of the balance of Bhatpara 


represents funds for sewerage and 
water-supply schemes. On the other 
hand, a number of municipalities failed 
to keep adequate working balances and 
in several instances these were insuJQS- 
eient to meet outstanding liabilities. 
The closing balance of Debnatta was as 
small a»s Rs. Ill, but it had no liability. 
Tn Sirajganj, Madaripur, Jamalpur 
and Jiaganj-Azimganj the outstanding 
liabilities largely exceeded the closing 
balance. The greatest offenders in this 
respect were Bnola and Barasat, which 
had outstanding liabilities of Rs. 2,718 
and Rs. 4,186, respectively, against 
actual balance of Rs, 90 and Rs. 157 
only, and Mymensingh and Htwghly 
Chinsura. which closed the year with ii 
balance of Rs. 9,885 and Rs. 11,647, 
but with liabilities exceeding Rs. 
46,000. Bankura and Jhalakati bad 
also outstanding liiibilities of Rs. 9.124 
and Rs. 5,685 against a cash balance of 
Rs. 969 and Rs. 735 only. 

9. Education. —The total amount 
spent on education, including the 
(Government grant of Rs. 87.405, rose 
from Rs. 3,81,324 to Rs. 4,46,699 and 
repre/iented 5-3 per cent, of the munici¬ 
pal income. The expenditure on pri¬ 
mary education also showed a 
corresponding increase of Rs. 42,000. 
which is contributed by al) the Divisions, 
except Dacca and Rajshahi. The 
increase was most marked in Asansol. 
where the expenditure ro.se from 
Rs. 10,160 to Rs. 32,088 and is attri¬ 
buted to the construction ef three pri 
mary school buildings during the year. 
Twenty municipalities or roughly 1 in 
6 failed to spend 3-2 per cent, of their 
ordinary income, the percentage which 
is taken to represent the amount required 
for the education of half the uumber of 
boys bf primary school-going age. On 
the other hand, the ratio was over 5 per 
cent, in 62 municipalities and over 10 
per cent, in 20. 

The municipal commissioners of 
Madaripur started 3 more primary 
schools on Mr. Biss’s model making a 
total of 10 such schools for boys and also 
started a free primary school for girls. 
The recurring cost was estimated at 
Rfl'. 5,000 a year, of which Government 
sanctioned Rs, 2.088. A system of free 
voluntary primary education was intro¬ 
duced by the Comilla Municipality and 
the local Giridhari primary school was 
converted into a free school.. The com- 
tnissioners of the Garulia Municipality 
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accepted Mr. Biss’s scheme of free pri¬ 
mary education and decided to impose a 
nominal education cess at ^ per cent, to 
meet half the required expenses. On 
the other hand Rangpur took a most 
retrograde step in resolving to abolish 
the education cess from 1st April 1928. 
in Berhampore, where also the munici- 
])al commissioners decided to levy an 
education cess, a, primary school 
building was constructed at Kasim- 
bazar and a new middle English school 
for girls was started during the year. 
A Sinn of Rs. 2,000 was paid by the 
Hurd wan Municipality to the munici¬ 
pal high English school for vocational 
training and Rs. 5,500 was kept ear¬ 
marked for a middle English school for 
girls. The total expenditure of the 
('hittagong Municipality on education 
during the year amounted to Rs: 42,169. 
Of this. Rs. 26.962 was spent on the up¬ 
keep of a high English school and 
Rs. 12,347 on ]iriniary education, while 
the balance represented the amount of 
contriliution to other educational insti¬ 
tutions. The system of free voluntary 
nrimarv education on the model of 
Mr. Biss’s ’scheme introduced in this 
municipality proved a .success. The 
introduction of free compulsory pri¬ 
mary education is also under the con¬ 
templation of the municipal commis¬ 
sioners. With regard to the educa¬ 
tional expenditure of this municipality 
the Divisional Commissioner 

remarks . — 

Tlu' Board deHorves (aedit for its zeal for 
the fiuise of education, but pos.sibly its efforts 
in tlii- field have resulted in neplect of even 
more necessary services. 

The Minister agrees that the muni¬ 
cipal commissioners should not spend 
too large an amount on secondary edu¬ 
cation when this involves neglect of 
other important services, including 
primary teaching. 

10. Water-supply. —Excluding Tolly- 
ganj and South Suburban which, 
as usual, were supplied with filtered 
water from the Calcutta mains and 
seven mill municipalities which got 
their supply from the local mill filters, 
there were 29 municipalities which have 
their own water-works. The Raniganj 
water-works were practically completed 
and water-rate was levied from the 
second quarter of the year. The Suri 
water-works are likely to be completed 
wx>n. In Naihati -pipe-water was, 
as before, supplied by the Gouripur and 
Nuddea Companies. The larger scheme 


for a comprehensive supply to remote 
corners of the town has ^en taken up. 
No improvement has been possible in the 
supply of filtered watei’ in Baranagore, 
on account of the limited supply receiv¬ 
ed from the Baranagore Jute Factorv 
Company. The municipality has, how¬ 
ever, improved water-supply in some 
localities by means of deep tube-wells. 
The Panihati Anti-malarial Society is 
installing a water-supply in certain 
wards of the town with pipe lines from 
tube-wells, and the proposal that the 
municipality should take it over was 
under consideration. The scheme for 
the extension of water-supply on the 
east .side of the river I,akshya in 
Narayanganj was sanctioned. Rajbari 
incurred an expenditure of Rs. 3,850 in 
extending its pipe-line, in putting in 
three new hydrants, in sinking a tube- 
well and in purchasing a new engine for 
the water-wnrks. A .scheme for the 
improvement of the water-supply in the 
town of Faridpur was .sanctioned at a 
cost of Rs. 1,53,500, towards which 
Government promised a contribution of 
Rs. 53,100 and a loan of Rs. 40.000. 
The experimental boring of a tube-well 
as a part of the .scheme for the supply 
of water to the northern section of the 
town of Chandpur having proved un- 
.successfnl, the municipal commissioners 
have under their consideration a scheme 
for obtaining ivater from the Meghna 
river. As the w^ater supplied through 
pipes from the Sonapur tank in 
Noakhali gives an offensive odour and is 
unfit for human consumption, the muni¬ 
cipal ia)mmissioner.s have under their 
consideration a scheme for the improve¬ 
ment of water-supply. The machinery 
of the Comilla water-works went out of 
order and the .supply of water stopped 
altogether from the beginning of April, 
1927. To provide a temporary supply, 
one pump was repaired and a, new engine 
was ordered. There was also a break¬ 
down in the Krishnagar water-works in 
April, 1926. which re.sulted in the com¬ 
plete .stoppage of water-supply for a 
week. 

Municipalities, including even those 
in whifch filtered water-supply from 
pipe.s is provided, appear to be convinc¬ 
ed of the usefulness of tube-wells a.c an 
original or .supplementary source of 
supply, and are increasing the number 
of such wells. Thus Jessore is now 
being supplied with tube well water ih- 
stead of filtered tank water. Five deep 
tube-wells were sunk in Rangpur and. 
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four in South Dum-Dum. Tube-wells 
were also sunk in Tiana^hat, Kumar- 
khali, Barrackpore and Basirhat. Bir- 
nagar, with its “ Palli Mandali,” con¬ 
tinues to keep its tube-wells in order and 
carefully looks after the reserved tanks. 
On the other hand, some municipalities 
have done nothing ; Nabadwip, the great 
pilgrimage centre, has no filtered; water- 
supply and incurred no expenditure 
under this head. 

11. Conservancy. —The expenditure 
under this head amounted to Rs. 22 
lakhs, showing an increase of more than 
Rs. 1^ lakhs. This large increase, which 
was shared by all the Divisions, except 
Rajshahi and Chittagong, was due to 
various causes {e.g., acquisition of land 
for new trenching-grounds, construction 
of rnethars’ sheds, purchase of con 
servancy tools and implements, increase 
in the niimber and pay of the conservancy 
.staff). In Dacca, where the expendi¬ 
ture rose from Rs. 1,44,000 to 
Rs. 1,69,000, the increase was due to 
the payment of outstanding bills of the 
previous year. 1’he increase of 
Rs. 3,072 ill Mymensingh was due to the 
purcha.se of a motor lorry for road 
watering, which has jiroved a .success. 
A motor lorry was purcha.sed by 
Kusthia also for carrying night-.soil to 
the trenching-ground. The municipal 
commissioners of Asansol propose to 
provide quarters for their sweepers and 
land is being acquired for the purpo.se. 
It is reported that this will enable the 
municipality to recruit sweepers from 
outside to supplement the local sweepers, 
who are not only inadequate in number, 
but at times refractory. As u.sual, the 
(conservancy charges were nearly Rs. 5 
lakhs in excess of the receipts from 
latrine fees, which ro.se by only 
Rs. 82,000. I'he examiners’ report on 
the working of Local Audit Department 
for the year 1925-26 shows that in no less 
than 29 municipalities the latrine fund 
closed with a debit balance. The deficit 
exceeds Rs. 5,000 in Burdwan, Hooghly- 
Chinsura, Risbra-Konnagar. Bally. 
Dacca and Comilla. All deficiencies 
were obviously made good out of the 
genera] fund. It is to be remembered 
that such calls on the general fund lead 
to a corresponding reduction in the 
amount available for expenditure on 
such vital servicjes as Sanitation, 
Education and Medical. The Minister, 
therefore, desires to impress upon the 
municipal commissioners the importance 
for making each of the special funds 


(latrine, water service) self-supporting 
by raising the rates to the maximum per¬ 
missible figure, where they have not yet 
reached that level, or by reducing the 
recurring charges. In several towns the 
problem of obtaining sweepers for con¬ 
servancy is as acute as ever and some of 
the bigger municipalities are under¬ 
staffed. Mr. Donovan, ’ Magistrate of 
Hooghly, writes:— 

The filthy state of the town of n.*)Oghly- 
(Jhinsura is not unconneeted with the fact 
that the sweepers are underfed and badly 
housed. In the neighbouring' mills the 
.sweepers get double the pay they gei fioin the 
municipality; so only weaker and inefficient 
men come to work under the municipality. 

And Mr. Durno, Magistrate of Nadia, 
observes :— 

These people are brought from IJibar and 
the Central J'roviaces, but there are not nearly 
enough of ihem for the jobs. Kri.shnugur is 
understaffed in this respect, but failed to 
recruit any more sweepers. At .Santipur 
there are only 73 sweeper.s for 138 jobs; jobs 
are double, and so the pay of each titan is 
double: with an inadequate number of 

.sweepers the rate-payers find the work done 
very inadequately and complaints are numer- 
i.us. The municipality is so alarmed at the 
prospect of losing any of its sweepers, that it 
keeps a hold on them by paying tliem their 
wages half a month after .they have been 
earned; the .sweepers naturally grumble at 
this and perform their work .still more per¬ 
functorily. . . . Birnagar, Chakdah and 

Melierpur employ one sweeper each. 

ft i.s certainly desirable that, as 
remarked by the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division in his report of 
last year, municipalities should depend 
less on the human factor and should 
[uish on with sewerage schemes and the 
installation of septic tanks. 

Supervision of the Conservancy 
Departments is one of the mo.st import¬ 
ant duties of Health Officers and 
Sanitary Inspectors, where there are 
such officers. The total c})arges on 
account of these officers amounted to 
Rs. 1,80.685 against Rs. 1,63.135 in the 
preceding year. 

12. Drainage. —Out of the total 
capital expenditure of Rs. 3,53,461 
under this head, Dacca alone contri¬ 
buted Rs. 2,56,055, the major portion 
of which was on account of its sewerage 
scheme. The total amount paid by 
Government for the Dacca sewerage 
scheme is Rs. 26,00,740, out of which 
Rs. 21,37,100 has been transferred to the 
.Public Health Department, while 
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Hs. 3,30,437 has been spent on the acqui¬ 
sition of land, leaving an unspent 
balance of Rs. 33,203 of the griant on the 
31st March, 1927. The Bhatpara 
sewerage and water-supply scheme has 
now materialised and will shortly be 
sanctioned by Government. A free gift 
of land for the sewerage scheme was 
expected from Mr. T. C. Goswami, but 
as this was not realised, the scheme had 
to be revised and the estimate of cost has 
increased from Ite. 18 lakhs to Rs. 21 
lakhs, out of which, one-third, viz., Rs. 7 
lakhs, will be contributed by Govern¬ 
ment. The mill authorities have contri¬ 
buted generously towards this scheme 
arid the Bhatpara Municipality has 
resolved to take a loan of Rs. 75,000 
from Government. About three years 
will be required for the completion of 
the scheme. The partial drainage 
scheme of the Suri Municipality, at an 
I'stimated cost of Rs. 30,000 received the 
administrative approval of Government. 
It is reported that the septic tanks at 
I'iurseong are working satisj’actorily. 

Minor drainage works were carried 
(Hit in seve»al municipalities. These 
are generally confined to construction of, 
and repairs to, culverts, etc. 

13. Public Health. —As in the pre¬ 
vious year, almost all the municipalities 
took steps to improve sanitation by 
tilling up, cJoaring or disinfecting in- 

nitary tanks, ditches and dohas and 
by removing undergrowth and abnoxious 
vegetation. The Champdany Munici¬ 
pality cleared more than half of its area 
of jungle by employing special gangs of 
coolies. The roatlside lands in this 
municipailty and in Uttarpara were 
cleared periodically by the municipal 
(•(xilies. in Bhatpara some 8 bighas of 
low lands were reclaimed and in Garulia 
low-lands and pits w^ere filled up with 
coal cinders. Similar measures were 
also taken by several other munici¬ 
palities. In North Dum-Dum, as a 
result of the propaganda of the local 
Public Health Societies, the people them¬ 
selves attended to their own insanitary 
tanks. Three new tanks were excavated 
at Sherpur (Mymensingh) by private 
individuals. 

Notices were issued in a certain num¬ 
ber of municipalities upon owners for 
the clearance of insanitary tanks, dohas 
and rank vegetation, but municipal cbm- 
•nissiqners did not always insist on full 
compliance with the terms of the notices. 


Mr. Donovan, District Magistrate of 
Hooghly, remarks:— 

I think the muuicipalitie.s do not properly 
exercise their powers under the luw in respect 
of sanitation. Hnndi’eds of notices under 
sections 195, 200 and 224 and other sections 
of the Bengal Municipal Act are issued and 
tlie returns show that most of tli(>se notices 
were complied with. But tlie places them¬ 
selves show that the.se notices are never com- 
(died with. The fact of the matter appears 
to he that the standards of the muHicripalities 
are low and I fear that many an unreal com¬ 
pliance is too readily accepted os real. 

Preventive measures were taken by a 
large number of municipalities to check 
the spread of epidemics. Medicines 
and disinfectants were freely distri¬ 
buted, tanks were reserved and special 
doctors appointed, where necessary. 
Cholera and small-pox broke out in 
several municipalities. People were 
warned against using the water of sus¬ 
pected tanks and wells, and advised to 
use boiled water; unwholesome food was 
kept out of the municipal market and 
inoculation with chwera vaccine was 
resorted to in some towns. In certain 
cases the Director of Public Health 
arranged for regular supply of lymph 
and anti-cholera vaccine and also deputed 
qualified doctors. The Mines Board of 
Health materially helped the Asansol 
Municipality in preventing epidemic 
diseases. 

Free vaccination was jirovided by 
many munic^ipalities and effective mea¬ 
sures were taken to secure the vaccina¬ 
tion and revaccination of children. 
Vaccination depots were opened and 
permanent vaccinators were enq^loyed 
by some municipalities for the purpose. 
In Noakhali one temporary female vac¬ 
cinator was appointed to attend to 
pardannshin females. 

Malaria and kalarazar were prevtdent 
in some muiiicipalitias. It is reported 
that some anti-malarial and kala-azar 
societies did useful work in co-operation 
with municipalities in combating these 
diseases. In many towns quinine and 
cinchona febrifuge were freely distri¬ 
buted. Free kala-azar centres were 
maintained by a number of munici¬ 
palities. There were Health Exhibi¬ 
tions and Baby Shows in several places 
duriiig the year under report. The 
Dacca Municipality (Contributes Rs. 1,200 
annually to the Dacca Maternity and 
Child-Welfare Tnist and the Chitta¬ 
gong Municipality makes a yearly con¬ 
tribution of Rs. 500 to the maternity 
fund, which is managed by a committee 
of which the Civil Surgeon is Secretary.j

A midwife is maintained from this 
fund, who has to attend all delivery cases 
amongst the poorer sections of rate¬ 
payers free of charge, (xovernment con¬ 
tributed Hs. 800 to this municipality for 
opening a class for the training of indi¬ 
genous dhais. Twenty dhais were train¬ 
ed during the year. 

Increasing interest was displayed by 
some municipalities in examining food¬ 
stuffs offered for sale to the public. In 
Dacca, for instance, 393 samples of 
different kind.s of foodstuffs were sent 
up for analysis, of which nearly 38 per 
cent, was found to be adulterated. 
Prosecutions under the Bengal h'ood 
Adulteration Act were instituted in 135 
<*ases, of which 75 ended in conviction. 
Four hundred aiul thirtv-nin(‘ maunds 
rtf different kinds of unwholesome fooil- 
stuffs were dc^stroyed by this munici¬ 
pality. 

Measures were taken by certain muni- 
i-ipalities to eradicate water-hyacinth. 
Thus, notices weri' i.ssued by Baranagar, 
South Dum-Dum, Rajshahi, Rangpur 
and Pabna upon the owners of tanks and 
insanitary pits for the eradication of 
water-hyacinth, and they were complied 
with. In Nator the two brajiches of the 
Nator Raj, who are the owners of the 
large dighis of the town, placed funds 
at the disposal of the municipality to 
clear the water-hyacinth. The munici¬ 
pality took up the work and finished it 
successfully. The Bagjola khal was 
cleared of water-hyacinth by the Irriga¬ 
tion DepartTt)ent. Both Jessore and 
Kotchandpur spent money for the remo¬ 
val of the pest from the river Bhairab 
within their jurisdiction. 

14. Public Works.-^The total ex- 
]>enditure under the head rose from 
Rs. 10,87,101 to Rs. 11,84,052. The 
increase was noticeable under the sub¬ 
head “ Roads.” Dacca alone was res¬ 
ponsible for an increase of Rs. 23,978, 
which was due to the payment of a large 
number of outstanding bills of the pre¬ 
vious year. There was also an increase 
of Rs. 17,854 in Tollyganj, due to the 
payment of arrear bills as well as to the 
repairing of several roads. The per- 
(‘CTitage of outlay on public works to the 
total expenditure varied from 1-.S in 
.Tangipore to 41'3 in the small town of 
Meherpur. 

The total length of metalled roads 
maintained by municipalities was 1,306 
miles and that of unmetalled roads 1,677 
miles. As is to be expected, the mileage 
of,metalled roads is largest (72) in 


Howrah, while Krishnagar has the 
greatest mileage of unmetalled roads 
(77). , 

Complaints continue to be received 
regarding the damage done to municipal 
roads by motor vehicles; municipal 
commissioners not unnaturally make it 
a grievance that they have little power 
to control motor traffic and are not 
authorised to lew any special taxation 
on the owners o^ power-driven vehicles. 

Reference was made in last year’s 
resolution to a Bill empowering indivi¬ 
dual local authorities to tax the owner.s 
of motor vehicles; at the Select Commit 
tee stage, it was decided to substitute for 
this Bill a measure which would empower 
the IcKial Government to tax the owners 
of such vehicles and to distribute thi^ 
proceeds among local authorities. An 
Kxi)ert Committee was appointed to 
consider and report on the lines on 
which such legislation should be under¬ 
taken. The Committe(? recommended 
that the provincial tax on owners 
of motor vehicles .should l)e on the 
same lines as the similar tax in 
force, in the TTnited Kingdom, various 
rates being charged iff . respect of 
different cla.sses of vehicles. Before this 
recommendation^ could be considered by 
Government, an intimation was received 
that the Government of India had 
appointed a committee to consider the 
question of road development in India 
and, in particular, the means of financing 
such development and, at the.suggestioil 
of the Government of India, the l(x;al 
Government decided to hold over for the 
present consideration of the Expert 
(Committee’s report. The Road Develop¬ 
ment Committee appointed by the 
Government of In<Ha has not yet finished 
its labojirs and, although it is not possible 
to foresee what recommendations it will 
make and what action the Government 
of India will take on them, it is possible 
that the committee may recommend some 
forin of special taxation, tlie proceeds of 
which will he available for financing 
road development, and that this recom¬ 
mendation may be accepted. It may. 
therefore, be that in the near future tlie 
Government of Bengal will have some 
money at their disposal earmarked for 
expenditure on the improvement of 
roads. This possibility has lately been 
brought to the notice of local bodies, and 
they have been ' invited in order to he 
prepared for any grants from a road 
fund to which they may be eligible, to 
draw up schemes for the improvement of 
roids in the areas under their charge. 
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15. Loans. —Loans amounting to 
Rs. 5,718 were granted from provincial 
revenues to the municipalities of Katwa 
(Rs. 718) and Khulna (Rs. 5,000). Al¬ 
together 43 municipalities were in debt 
to Government, their total liabilities 
amounting to nearly Rs. 31^ lakhs. 
Titagarh and Budge Budge liquidated 
their debts in- full. 

16. Audit of Accounts and Embezzle¬ 
ment. —The accounts of almost all the 
municipalities were audited. Unfortu¬ 
nately little elTort is made by munici¬ 
palities in general to remedy the defects 
and irregularities noticed in the audit 
jiotes. Repetition of irregularities of 
the same nature is very common, and this 
indicates that municipal commi.ssioners 
are disinclined to pay due heed to the 
observations made, and instructions 
given, by the audit officers. The Mini.s- 
ter for Local ScB’-Gnvernment fully 
agrees with the following remarks made 
in this (connection by Mr. Bingemann, 
the. Magistrate of the 24-rarganas 

Over-i(*liiiii('e oii IIk- muiiicijinl offic!? slnft' 
•nilliDUl eiyp('tive su]»‘ivisioii Icy tlie fxeeutivos 
is mainly resjcoiisibli' for this state ol* affairs, 
and it is hojied that witii harder working and 
more disinterested exeeutivtcs a better state of 
thinjrs will be seen. 

Embezzlcriumts or mi.sapjiropriation 
of money occurred in Baruipore, Bara- 
sat, Shm’pur (Mymensingh) and Rang- 
])ur. In Baruipore the municipal (com- 
niissicmers have .'•■o far failed to under¬ 
take a pr(^S(n‘ution urged on them by 
Government. In Harasat, a prosecution 
has been started, and warrant of arrest 
has been issued against a peou who is 
believed to have absconded with 
Rs. 381-5-6, but no arrest has yet been 
effected. A sum of Rs. 58-14 was not 
credited by the tax daroga of Sherpur, 
and the auditor charged him and his 
assistant with misappropriation. The 
money was made good by the ta x daroga 
as soon as the omission was pointed ctut. 
On enquiry, it was found that the offence 
was not intentional hut aoccidental. 
However, the tax daroga was warned 
and his assistant was punished with 
degredation for two years. In Rangpur 
the supposed culprit was a Vaccinator, 
but no clear case of dishonesty having 
h^n established the commi.ssioners fineci 
him three months’ pay poar encourager 
Ipfi autras. Criminal cfases against the 
late tax daroga of Maheshpur and one 
bill sarkar of Katwa, .which were pend¬ 
ing at the close of the previous year, 
ended in conviction, 'fhe bill sarkar 


having preferred an appeal his conyic* 
tion was set aside. In the defalcation 
case of Mymensingh, which had been 
pending for a long time, the collecting 
sarkar threw himself on the mercy of the 
Gourt and was sentenced to one day’s 
simple imprisonment and a fine of 
Rs. 300. He paid the fine. 

There appears to be a tendency for em¬ 
bezzlement of municipal funds to occur 
more frequently than was formerly 
the case. The Minister dc.vs not there¬ 
fore hesitate to repeat the warning given 
previously:— 

Misappropriation of public money is a very 
grave olTence, and, wliere such offence, appears 
to be established, it is not sufficient for the 
municipal commissioners to punish the delin¬ 
quent by dismissal or to rest satisfied with the 
refund of the amount which has been mis¬ 
appropriated. In the interests of public 
morality the offenders, iu ca.ses which appear 
to be capable of lepal proof, should invari¬ 
ably be prosecuted crimiuully. 

If there are grounds for leniency, it 
should 1)6 left to the trying court to be 
influenced by them in tne exercise of its 
judicial discretion. 

17. General Remarks. —Burdwan 
Division .—Improvement of water-supply 
and an extensive drainage scheme are 
(!.ssentially necessary to meet the growing 
demands of the town of Burdwan. The 
first question is receiving the attention 
of the municipal commissioners. By the 
installation of electric lights in the 
street a long-felt want has been removed. 
Road watering has improved and the 
municipality has lately purchased a 
motor watering-car. The general health 
of the town was good during the year. 
In Kalna the question of water-supply 
has been very acute, especially in that 
part of the town which is remote from 
the Bhagirathi. The municipal commis¬ 
sioners propose to take up a water-supply 
scheme with the help of the receipts 
from provincial ferries made over to 
them, with effect from 1st April, 1927. 
Owing to the want of a proper water- 
supply the drainage system of Katwa, 
which was constructecl at considerable 
cost, was far less efficient than it should 
be. The conditions of roads and drains 
in Raniganj are good, but engroachments 
are frequent. As regards municipal ad¬ 
ministration in the district of Bankura 
the District Magistrate observes :— 

The incideure of taxation is low in all the 
niunieipalities in the district in comparison 
M'itji other iHstricts in the province and, 
unles.s it is increased, there is no hope of 
iniproveiiieiii. The condition of roads and 
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drains and lighting arrangements in all the 
three nvunicipalities is still as bhd and unsatis¬ 
factory as before. 

In Hooghly district the financial con¬ 
dition of the municipalities did not 
allow of any large scneme of improve¬ 
ment being taken up. Hooghly-Chin- 
sura and Serampore are the only two 
important municipalities in this district. 
The financial condition of both these 
municipalities is still unsatisfactory; 
that of Hooghly-Chinsura shows in some 
respects slight improvement, but it is 
still in a state bordering on bankruptcy. 
The financial condition of Serampore 
shows no improvement. Party faction 
exists in most of the municipalities in 
the district. In Kotrung it app(;ars to 
have transgressed the limits of decency 
in Bansberia it is on the increase, while 
in Champdany and Rishra-Konnagar it 
appears to have decreased. The District 
Magistrate writes as follows regarding 
the Ilooghly-Cliinsurah Municipality :— 

The conservancy and drainage of the town 
are as bad as ever. Early in its (career tin* 
present Board w’as faced with a strike of 
sweepers. The lighting of the town in the 
area served by electricity has been satisfactory 
compared to the state of affa'irs preceding 
the utilisation of current from Gouripore 
Mill, but the Electric Supply (Company have 
managed the distribution so badly that the 
position is still very unsatisfactory and there 
is great and reasonable ground for complaint. 
The lighting of the part of the town ndt. 
served by electricity is wretched in the 
extreme. The roads of the municipality show 
perhaps a little improvement. On practi¬ 
cally all roads there have been encToachments 
and daily I see fresh attempts in the same 
direction. . . The drains of the town 

are in a dreadful state. . . . As tn the 

water-works, the Sanitary Engineer’s report 
suggests an imminent danger of a breakdown, 
unless an expenditure which has been assess¬ 
ed at about Rs. 50,000 is incurred. 

In Bally there was distinct improve¬ 
ment in the work of conservancy, drain¬ 
age and road repairs; collections have 
also improved. A scheme for lighting 
certain areas of the town is now under 
the consideration of Government. 

Presidency Division. —The Magistrate 
of the 24-Pargana8 observes that there 
is nothing outstanding to note on the 
municipal administration of the year, 
the ordinary duties under the Act being 
performed fairly well in most places, 
with some exceptions. An increasing 
interest in water-supply is manifested, 
but it is seldom that one finds any enthu¬ 
siasm to extend primary education. The 


average incidence of taxation has not 
maintained its former rise. It has 
dropped from Re. 1-14-6 to Re. 1-13-10 
during the year. Barauagore had 
another Health Exhibition, and its 
example was followed at Bhatpara, 
where, with the help of the mill autho¬ 
rities, a successful exhibition was held. 
Except in Nabadwip and Sautipur, 
municipal administration in thi'. district 
of Nadia has worked smoothly. At the 
former place, party faction anR)ng the 
commissioners is very bitter, and they 
have chosen to revive the old question of 
the assessment of certain thokurhnris, 
a matter which involved much litiga¬ 
tion and money in the past. As regards 
Santipur the Magistrate writes as 
follows :— 

The uiunicipaJ foniinissioners Heein loasl 
alive to theii- duties as trustees of the public. 
Collentious on the runent demaiul were 78 •! 
per cent., the lowest figure in the district, and 
a sum of Rs. 2(5,(176 remained uncollected at 
the end of the year; this includes heavy 
arrears from previous years. Tin fortunately, 
the Chairman and several commissioners are 
among the worst defaulters and seem unaware 
of the*had example set by the,»n. Collections 
during the year wore so irregular that there 
was often insufficient money to meet current 
expenditure, so in addition to paying the 
sweepers late, the same treatment was inoted 
out to their own office staff, tlie municipal 
high English school teachers and the disjieri- 
sary staff; these people were sometimes paid 
nearly two months late. Still more serious 
is the fact that the municipality has been 
using money which does not helnog to it; since 
May, 1924, neither the provident fund emntri- 
Tmtions from the pay of the municipal estab¬ 
lishment, school teachers and dispensary .staff, 
nor the municipal contributions have been 
into the provident fund account, but have 
been used by the municipality. The muni¬ 
cipality owes Rs. 8,050 ptvs interest on this 
accoimt.. 


Roads are generally bad in most 
municipalities in the district of Nadia 
ayd, owing to the large amount of mile¬ 
age, the burden oi up-keep is very 
heavy; Krishnagar has 29 miles of 
metalled and 77 miles of unmetalled 
road to maintain. With its steam-roller 


and stone-metalling Krishnagar is 
gradually improving its roads, but 
progress is slow, as the cost works out at 
Ks. 2,700 per mile, so that only 3 or 4 
miles can be done in one year. Kushtia 
is steadily tackling the problem and has 
spent its. 6,950 under this head. 
Kushtia has purchased a motor-lorry 
for carrying night-soil to the trenching 
ground. 
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Mr. Durno concludes :— 

Though few of the municipalities in this 
district possess the ordinary amenities of life, 
aucli as good health, good sanitation and good 
iH)adB, there seems to be a general reluctance 
to embark on schemes to obtain any of these 
benefits, unless there is tlie assurance of a sub¬ 
stantial grant or loan from Government; if 
this is not forthcoming, improvements on u 
small scale, are generally carried out, and 
this has been the nature of the work in most 
of the municipalities during the year. The 
spirit of self-help develops slowly, and it is 
only beginning to dawn on some people that 
there are very few things in this world that 
one can get without paying for them. Added 
to this is tlie usual leluclance to apply any 
coercion to oldain punchiul payment of rates 
snd taxes or to remove nuisances which affect 
jnil)lic health. 

The nuiiiicipal administration of the 
district of Munshidabad was fairly 
inanao;ed as far as municipal funds 
permitU'd. The health of the munici¬ 
pal towns was ^^eiierally j^cod, though 
the arrangements for eonservancy and 
road watering were not very satis¬ 
factory. 

In Berliampore, the methajs co- 
o])erative society did good work in 
giving relief to individual members in 
time of ^ need. The Municipal 
Km})loyees’ As.soeiation also did useful 
service. 

The Murshidabad Municipality was 
tinanciallv hampered owing to non- 
receipt of tiio Jiagjinj ferry rent from 
the Jiagaiij-Azimgaiij Municipality, 
arid it could not pay off the contribution 
towards the pay of the Assistant 
Surgeon of the Tailbagh Dispensary. 

The a*ssessment of the Khulna Muni¬ 
cipality was too low, the taxes in rural 
waids Ixjing lower than the rates im¬ 
posed by the neighbouring union boards, 
The municipal commissioners have 
finally decided to introduce the tax on 
holdings in the Kally urban areas, with 
effect from the year 1928-29. 

The financial affairs of the Satkhira 
municipality are still in a hopeless 
<‘ondition. The outstanding balance is 
Ids 6,132 against a current demand of 
Bs. 12,847. 

A new board has ree,ently been formed 
at Debhatta and the Magistrate hopes 
that it will do more than its predeces¬ 
sors to .justify the existence of the 
aiiinicipality. 


The Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division makes the following 
remarks;— 

The general level of efficiency in the admi¬ 
nistration of the municipalities remains much 
the same as in the previous year. There was 
smooth working everywhere, except at Naba- 
dwip and Santipur, where the f.iction referred 
to in the lust report still continues. Attempts 
are being made to settle once for all the 
differences at Nabadwip, where party feelings 
seem to have centred for a number of years 
round the vexed question of the assessment of 
certain thakurbarin. 

The average incidence of taxation remains 
practically unaltered. A larger current 
demand, smaller collections, and decreased 
closing balances were the noticeable features 
of the year’s working. The average percient- 
age of collection to the total demand fell from 

-9 to 93 -2. There was the usual reluctance 
on the part of the executive officers to take 
<!oercive measures. A few of the inuncipal- 
ities, however, returned more than cent, per 
cent., and Mohespur de.serves special mention 
in this respect. Several, such as Panihati, 
Murshidabad, .Tiaganj-Azimganj, Kandi and 
Debhatta failed to keep the minimum work¬ 
ing balance, and some had larger outstanding 
liabilities than their own balances. Attempts 
have been made to rectify these defects as far 
as possible u'hen passing the budget. 

Greater activity was noticeable in the 
mutter of water-supply. . 

Most of the municipalities maintained the 
requisite standard of expenditure on primary 
education. 

Hoads, however, continue to he had eveiy- 
where, and improvements are slow. . . 

The municipalities liave generally -acted 
with promptitude in taking me.asure.s for 
combating epidemic diseases and in some cases 
timely action has prevented outbreaks. 
Greater attention seems to have been given to 
general sanitary measures, such us jungle- 
clearing and ditch-filling, and the small 
municipality of Birnugar deserves special 
mention in this repect. 

Dacca Division. —The outstanding 
achievement of the Faridpur Munici¬ 
pality was to bring its water-works 
scheme to a stage where ultimate success 
is practically asvsured. The financial 
conaition of the municipality, was how¬ 
ever, imsound; roads are largely 
neglected and the damage done by flood 
every year is not adequately repaired; 
the market is in a scandaloins condition. 
Collections declined in 1926-27 and 
much of the expenditure of that year 
will have to be paid out of the income 
for 1927-26. At Madaripur conditions 
are more promising: free education is 
being seriously tackled, roads are being 
improved and extended, markets are 
properly controlled and, generally 
speaking, satisfactory progress is being 
made. Collections were also ffootT 
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The most urgent requirement of the 
municipality is the provision of an ade¬ 
quate aiuJ better water-supply and steps 
are being taken to this end. The Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate gives much credit to 
the official Chairman of the Rajbari 
Municipality for the remarkable 
improvement made in the town. It is 
reported that the Chairman has improv¬ 
ed collections, reduced expenditure on 
establishment, extended the pipe line 
and put ill more street hydrants, and 
generally stimulated municipal adminis- 
tration to something approaching 
efficiency. Mr. Burrows observes :— 

The cardinal defect in mnnicipal adminis¬ 
tration in tliis district is pettiness of outlook 
and feeling, the pursuit of personal rather 
than public advantage, the disregard of rate¬ 
payers’ interests, except in the matter o'" 
increased taxation. More fund.s are neces¬ 
sary everywhere, and Peter must meanwhile 
be robbed to provide for Paul, because the 
Commissioners are too short-sighted to sec 
that Peter is as much an extension and repro¬ 
duction f>f their corporate personality as 
Paul. 

As regards the municipalities in 
Bakarganj, the Magistrate remarks that 
there is no outstanding feature to which 
attention can be drawn iir any of the 
municipalities. The Barisal Munici¬ 
pality failed to effect any appreciable 
reduction in its arrear demands. The 
Chairman of the Dacca Municipality 
reports that municipal meeting during 
the year held were free from all acri¬ 
monious and personal discussions and 
in all decisions the interest of the muni¬ 
cipality was placed first. 

The C'ornraissioner of tl'e Division 
observes :— 

On the whole there has, I tliink, been an 
improvement in municipal administration us 
compared with the previous year. There has 
been some impi’<*veinetit in the collection of 
the municipal rates, though the arrears are 
still excessive in Mymensingh, llarisal and 
Pholu ns well as in Dacca and Sherpur, where 
they are due to litigation in regard to the 
assessment. Work has been less impeded by 
factions among the municipal commissioners 
and progress has been made with several 
scliemes for the iniprovement of tlic municipal 
water-supply. 

Chittagong Division.— The financial 
condition of the Chittagong Munici¬ 
pality is not sound and the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division advises the Board 
to reorganise its finances, to overhaul 
its establishment and to put its assess¬ 
ment on a more equitable basis Iwfore 
launching out into the developments 


which are inevitable in the near future. 
There was a breakdown in the machin- 
iiry of the Comiila water-works and the 
municipal commissioners had to devote 
their whole energy to putting this in 
order. The finances of the Noakhali 
Municipality are imsatisfactory and the 
commissioners are unable to undertake 
the much-needed improvement of their 
roads and drains for want of funds. 

Rajshahi Division. —The administra- 
Lioii of the Rajshahi Municipality was 
satisfactory. The great needs of this 
municipality are water-supply and 
drainage. The prospects of providing 
a Skitisfactory water-supply in the near 
future are good, but a fresh effort will 
be needed to establish a proper drainage 
.system. The work of the Jalpaiguri 
Municipality is hampered by lack of 
funds, but the municipality is rej)orted 
to have done a good deal with the means 
.at its disposal. The saiiitary condition 
of the town is bad and a drainage sys¬ 
tem is badly needed. The financial 
position of the Bogra Municipality is 
far from satisfactory, as the deficit 
balance of the general fund has not been 
made up. The Magistrate reports tlmt 
unless the tax on holdings is introduced 
there is little chance of any appreciable 
change for the better. Tlic condition of 
roads in Sherpur, which is an old decav- 
ing town, is not satisfactory. The 
Magistrates reports that the general 
.standard of the municipal.^administra- 
tion in the district of Malda remains at 
the same level and is characterised in all 
the municipalities by slackne.ss and in¬ 
difference. There is some indication 
that Nawaganj is trying to tighten up 
control a little, but there, too, the 
standard is far from .satisfactory. 

The Kurseong Municipality is 
reported to have been well administered. 

The Commissioner of the Rajshahi 
Division observes:— 

Tile I'abrm Municipality lias succeeded in 
improving its collections, but has taken a 
retrograde step in cancelling its original 
lesolution to substitute a tax on holdings for 
the tax on persons. The working of the 
Serajganj Municipality has been unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Various municipalities have been try¬ 
ing to p\i.sh forward water-supply schemes! 
hut there is too great a tendency to rely on 
large individual -donations from Government 
or private persons and too little effort by the 
general body of tax-payers who will be bene¬ 
fited by the schemes. In water-supply 
schemes much more could be done in the way 
of raising loans. 
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(The Minister is gratified to learn 
that since the above remarks were 
written the municipal commissioners of 
Pabna have decided to substitute, with 
effect from the 1st April, 1928, a tax on 
holdings for the tax on persons.) 

18. Cortcluding Remarks. —On the 

whole the divisional reports furnish 
grounds not for complacency but for a 
certain degree of optimism. 

It is regrettable that there? are muni¬ 
cipal commissioners who default in the 
payment of municipal taxes; but the 
number of those who do so is very small 
compared with the number who conduct 
themselves as upright citizens should. 

■ I.ax supervision of accounts and slack¬ 
ness in collecting municipal dues are. 
if less serious, a more widesT>read evil 
than delibcr.-ite default on the part of 
municipal commissioners; they result in 
wa.ste and misappropriation and in un¬ 
fairness to public-spirited townsfolk 
who have to suffer because others do not 
pay their taxes and are not forced to do 
so. 

It was remarked in la.st year’s reso¬ 
lution, that though the general incidence 
of taxation i.s'low, municipal incomes do 
.show an upward tendency, and actual 
statistics can be produced in support of 
this assertion. 

The yield of local taxation in 112 
municipalities amounted in 1920-21 to 
Hs. 47.96.030, while in 1926-27 the 
total was 63,77,706. This is a sub¬ 
stantial rise and, when allowance is 
made for other factors, affords concrete 
evidence of increasing readiness to sub¬ 
mit to taxation for the public good. 

While it must be admitted that local 
resources arc not everywhere fully tap- 
]:)ed, it has also to be remembered that so 
far as actual and potential income from 
local taxation is concerned, a compari¬ 
son between the average Bengal 
Municipality and a town situated in a. 
more highly industrialised country is not 
entirely fair to the former. Of many 
places in Bengal it may be said that the 
district or subdivisional courts are the 
core or even the raison d'etre of the 
municipality. The population in them 
consists of :— 

(a) the staffs of the Government 
offices; 

(&i the members of the bar ; 

(c) the shop-keepers and others v ho 
minister to their needs; with 
their respective families and 
dependents. 


It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
litigation is the only industry oi such 
places or at least the only industry that 
thrives. Without some development of 
genuinely productive industries these 
small municipalities cannot flourish and 
expand or find the money necessary for 
thorough-going schemes of improvement. 
What is required is— 

(1) establishment of such industries 
as are likely to succeed under 
local conditions; 

(2) the provision of such civic amen¬ 
ities as will attract populn 
tion and lead to productive 
activity. 

For the inauguration of industrial 
enterprises local effort is the prime 
need, but wherever a .spirit of self-help 
is awakened. Government will be ready 
to help with expert advice or such other 
form of assistance as may be found 
])racticable. ,

The Annual Irrigation Revenue Report for the year 1926-27. 

The year 1926-27 was marked by an important development. Work on 
the Hamodar Canal project in the Hooghly and Burdwan districts was 
started during the year and a temporary Division, called the Damodar 
Canal Construction Division, with headquarters at Burdwan, was opened 
to execute it. The Division was placed under the direct control of the 
Chief Engineer of the Department. 


2. The financial results of the year and the capital expenditure to date

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3. The work on the Damodar Canal Projectj which haa been designed 
to irrigate about 200,000 acres of land in the Burdwan and Hooghly dis¬ 
tricts, wtw commenced during the year. The total estimated cost of the 
project is Rs. 78,14,981. The capital expenditure amounting to 
Rs. 3,63,070 was mostly incurred on a broad gauge siding to the headworks 
and the collection of materials. 

4. The capital expenditure of Rs. 23,258 during the year on the 
Grand Trunk Canal was principally incurred to meet payments on 
account of enhanced awards given by the special Land Acquisition judge 
in certain reference cases and for repairs to the dredger Ronald shay. 

5. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the 
Midnapore Canal, which consists of two weirs at Midnapore, ami Panskura. 
69-75 miles of main and branch canals, used both for irrigation and navi¬ 
gation, and 284 :97 miles of distributaries. Receipts and recoveries on 
capital account were Rs. 2,160. The area irrigated was 74,032 acres as 
against 75,698 acres in the previous year and an average of 73,956 acres for 
the triennium ending March, 1926. The receipts and working expenses 
were Rs. 2,69,263 and Rs. 2,43,458, respectively, the result being a net 
revenue of Rs. 25,805 against Rs. 60,849 in the preceding year. The fall¬ 
ing off in net revenue was due to increased expenditure on maintenance and 
repairs of the canal and to a decrease in the navigation receipts. 

6. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the Hijili 
Tidal Canal which, with the Terapakia Pass Khal, Palaboni Khal and the 
khal leading to the Gewankhali lock entrance, constitutes, a navigation 
canal of 49^ miles in length. The receipts and working expenses of the 
canal were Its. 65,513 and Rs. 43,664, respectively, the result being a net 
revenue of Rs. 21,849 as against Rs. 85,155 in the previous year. The 
drop in the rex-eipts is due to.a falling off in the navigation receipts as the 
result oi^ damage to crops by extensive floods in the area served by the Canal. 

7. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals form a series of natural and 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of 
maintaining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. The 
capital expenditure on the canals is shewn as Rs. (minus) 38,641, a sum 
which represents the receipts on capital account on account of hire of the 
dredgers Foyers and A lexandra. The grose receipts and working expenses 
amounted to Rs. 4,53,334 and Rs. 6,90,930, respectively, the result being 
a deficit of Rs. 2,37,596, which is mainly due to the large outlay incurred 
on the rebuilding of certain bridges over the canals and also to expenditure 
on dredging the Bhangore Khal, which was completed during the year, the 
total expenditure during and to end of the year being, respectively 
Us. 1,15,461 andRa. 1,46,625. 

The Sundartons Steamer Route is being treated as a separate project 
from the Calcutta and Eastern Canals from the year 1924-25. No capital 
expenditure was incurred on this route during the year. The receipts and 
working expenses were Rs. 66,161 and Rs. 1,21,073, respectively, the result 
being a deficit of Ra. 54,912 against a deficit of Rs. 4,04,317 in the previous 
year. The better result was due to the fact that no dredging had to be 
done during the year under review. 

8. On the Madaripur Bhil Route connecting the Madhumati and 
Kumar rivers in the Faridpur district, a capital expenditure of Rs. 46,034 
(direct only) was incurred mainly on preliminary works in connection with 
the construction of locks and sluices on the Lower Kumar river and in the 
payment of compensation for damage to crops caused by the dredging of 
the same river between Takerhat and Charmaguria during the previous 
year. The reoeipte and working expenses were Rs. 3,87,005 and 
Rjs. 3,26,782, respectively, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 60,223 
against 1,59,171 in the preceding year. The falling off in net revenue 
was due to increased working expenses consequent on heavy dre d g ing of 
shoals in the Lower Kumar river. 
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9. The Orissa Coast Canal in the Midnapore district is a navigation 
canal lying partly in the Bengal I’residency and partly in the province of 
Bihar and Orissa. The receipts and working expenses for the portion 
within Bengal were, respecstively, Rs.. 31,255 and Rs. 22,586, the balance of 
net revenue being Rs. 8,719 against Rs. 26,967 in the preceding year. This 
falling off is due to decrease in receipts and increase in working expenses, 
the former due to floods. 

10. The Nadia Rivers were thrown open to free navigation, with effect 
from the 1st September, 1923, owing to a steady decline in the tollage 
receipts from the system since the construction of the Eastern Bengal and 
East Indian Railways on Ixith banks of the river Bhagirathi. Hence there 
were no navigation receipts from these rivers during the year. The main¬ 
tenance (barges, amounted to Rs. 47,614 against Rs. 31,433 in the previous 
year. The increase was chiefly due to the fact that bandalling works had 
to be done at the Kaliganj entrance of the Bhagirathi river to improve the 
channel. 

11. The Gaighatta and Buxi Khal is a short channel connecting the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarain in the Howrah district. The khal has 
been leased out for a period of six years, from the 15th June 1921, at a 
rental of Rs. 2,000, on the condition that the leasees maintain the khal in 
good condition, subject to the control of the irrigation Department. 

12. The Eden Canal in the districts of Burdwan and Hooghly, was 
originally constructed for sanitary purposes, but it is now used f(jr irriga¬ 
tion als(i. Tht? supply of water in the (ianal is precarious, owing to the 
absence of a weir in the river Damodar. I'his state of things will improve 
when the Damodar Canal, which is now under construction, is completed. 
The area irrigated from the ijaiial was 21,560 acres against 23,836 acre.s in 
the preceding year. The receipts and working ex}jenses were Rs. 43,282 
and Rs. 77,332, respectively, against Rs. 40,047 and Rs. 50,258 in the 
previoas year. The increase in working expen.ses during the year 1926-27 
was chiefly due to expenditure on special repairs to the bririges over the 
canal, including the remodelling of tiie (’howliera bridge and clearing the 
bed of the river Saras wati from Nasibpur to San krai 1. 

13. Training works. —Training works in connection with the conser¬ 
vancy of the river Ganges from Rajmahal U) Goalundo continued to be 
carried out departmentally with the assistance of an experienced officer of 
the Steamer Company. Training and Imndalliiig works were also carried 
out in tile rivers Bhagirathi, Nabaganga, Dhalleswari and Buriganga as 
usual. Besides shoals in the rivers Buriganga, Bangshai and Lakya were 
dredged during the year. 

14- Flushing and.drainage works. —The construction of the Amira- 
bad drainage project in the Contai subdivision of the Midnapore district 
was nearly completed and three other drainage schemes in the same district, 
viz., Panipia, Dhunia-Barunda and Hijili, to relieve the southern portion 
of the Midnapore district, of periodical water-lodging due to silting up of 
the natural tidaTchannels, were under consideration. 

The work for flushing about 60 stagnant miles of the Bhairab river in 
the Meherpur subdivision of the Nadia clistrict with water from the Jalangi 
was started and also the work for flushii^ 40 miles of the Gobra Nala in 
the Murshidabad district. The Bhairab Project II in the Jessore district 
was prepared and sent to the Collector of Jessore to take action under the 
Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920, and two 
other schemes for the improvement of this river were also under examina¬ 
tion. Estimates were sanctioiled for completing the Ichapore and Nowi 
portions of the Nowi-Sunthi Drainage Project and excavating a channel 
connecting the Arool and Bookbhara bhils, at the cost of the District Boards 
concerned. 

W^th a view to supplying water for flushing old river-beds, inquiries 
were made to ascertain whether a supply of fresh water could be found to 
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deal with the following cases: the Gurguria and Moragangni ELhals in the 
Nadia district, the Bamnida Khal in the Murshidabad district and the 
Nabaganga in the Nadia and Jessore districts. 

In the Jessore district, a project for flushing the Kodla and Betna 
basins was under preparation and in the Howrah district the Anita scheme 
was revised. The Gangakhali-Suadighi project in Midnapore was com¬ 
pleted and referred to the civil officers. 

Survey and investigation of water ways in the Manikganj subdivision 
of the Dacca district and of certain other khals and rivers in the districts 
of Chittagong, Tippera, Mymensingh and 24-Pargana8 were carried out. 

In connection with the flood remedial measures near Ghatal materials 
were collected for an escape at Kushpota. 

15. Irrigation works in Western Bengal. —In the Birbhum district, 
the Bakreswar Canal scheme costing Rs. 4,90,576, which will irrigate about 
10,000 acres of paddy, was sanctioned and another scheme named the 
Kashianala, which will irrigate 2,000 acres, was taken up. The former 
scdieme will be carried out under the provisions of the Bengal Irrigation 
Act, III of 1876, and the latter under the Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary 
Improvement Act, VI of 1920. 

In the Bankura district the Amjore weir was nearly completed. The 
preparation of the Berai Canal project, designed to irrigate about 9,000 
acres, was also completed. 

In the Midnapore district the Dolong, Jhargram and Baital schemes 
are under preparation. 

Besides those mentioned, about 70 Siinall schemes in Western Bengal 
are under investigation. The object of the.se works is to extend irrigation 
from the streams which traverse the undulating area in Western Bengal, 
which is more liable to famine than other parts of the province. Some of 
these schemes will be carried out as Government schemes under the Irriga¬ 
tion At^t and others will be undertaken under the provisions of the Bengal 
Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920.

Charaetkr of the season. —Since the isfiue nf the second forecast in February la.st the 
crop has greatly improved in the important district of Muida and also in Mymeusingh as 
a result of rainfall in January and February. Elsewhere with the exception of 
Dinajpnr the outturn remains the same as in the second forecast. On the whole, the 
season was fair for the crop. 

Aorea^e. —According to the estimates of District OflBcers, tlie total area sown is 
106,600 acres this year as against 129,300 acres in the corresponding forecast of last year. 

Outturn. —The provincial outturn as worked out from district estimates is 68 per cent, 
of the normal as against 81 per cent, in the corresponding forecast of last year. 

Taking the normal yield to be Si mautids per acre, the gross yield of the -rop for the 
province is estimated at 23,300 tons this year as against .32,100 tons in the corresponding 
forecast of last year.

The 
average price of common rice for the province has fallen by about O-oS per cent, as compared with 
that of the previous week.

In the latter six districts the number of persons employed on test relief works wa 
y,566, 2,786, 12,179, 3,762, 1,182 and 4,086, respectively. The average price of common rice for the 
province has remained almost stationary as compared with that of the previous week.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for Maroh 1928. 

I. Character of the seasoa. —During 'the month the weather vCoiitiuued dry 
-excepting for light and scattered showers in parts of some North and East Bengal districts. 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations. —Ploughing of fields for autumn crops 
and deep-water paddy was progressing slowly for want of rain. Sowings of jute com¬ 
menced in the low land tracts of East Bengal. Harvesting of spring crops was approach¬ 
ing completion and planting of sugarcane crops was also carried on. 

III. State of Standing crops. —Vegetables, summer rice and other late spring crops 
were doing fairly well. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The prospects of standing crops were 
reported to he generally fair except in the affected tracts of West and North Beng ii. The 
outturn of summer rice was estimated at 7S per cent, of the normal. 

V. Damage to standing crops. —Excepting in parts of West and North Bengal the 
late spring crops were less atfecled by drought. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of Cooch Behar and Tripura. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. —Fodder was reported to be adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan and Dacca, where it was scarce. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the second half of the month the prico of 
common rice of the cheapest quality rose in four districts, fell in nine and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. It varied from 1 ; scer.s per rupee at Rangpur 
to 7 seers per rupee at Chittagong. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of tlie agricultural popula¬ 
tion was fair, on the whole, e.xcept in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Dinnjpur and Mahla, where distress continued to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Test ndief works eontinuod in parts of Nadia, Murshi¬ 
dabad, Birhfniiii uinl Malda.
